King Hiliam Rufus was ſcarce cold in his Grave, when Henry, 
Duke Roserr 5 youngeſt Brother, an Engliſb Man born, taking 
the ſecond time Advantage by his Abſence, uſurps the Royal Dia- 
dem: And Rozekr being now returned into Normandy, is ea- 
ſily perſwaded by Ralph Biſhop of Durham, to claim his Kingdom 


with his Sword; who urged to the Duke, That indeed K. Wham 


Rufus had reaſon to pretend to the Crown of England, becauſe his 
Father had given it him by his Will; but to what could Henry pre- 
tend, who had his Portion left him in Money? And beſides, it was 
agreed with William, by conſent of all the Lords of the Realm, that 
the Survivor of them ſhould ſucceed. Theſe pregnant Reaſons 
quickly inflamed the Duke, who immediately raiſes a Force,

makes up a formidable Army; but inſtead of a Battle, which in all Fe 


g. probability, might have put him in poſſeſſion of the Kingdom, he 


was cheated mto a Compoſition at the old Rate, 3000 Marks per 
Ammm, and the Crown in Reverfion, and ſo returned Home; 
which ſo much diſobliged his Normans, that they never after hear- 
tily aſſerted his Intereſt. 

After this, he made a Viſit out of Kindneſs, to ſee King Henry 
his Brother, where he was ſo well pleaſed with his Entertain- 
ment, that in Requital thereof, and to Oblige the Queen, that 
was his God- daughter, he releaſed to King Henry the 3000 Marks. 
But returning Home, and conſidering better what he had done, 
he ſo Repented him, that he ſpared not to ſay, His Brother had 
directly Cozened him; which coming to King Henry's Ear, he was 
ſo incenſed, that he takes the Occaſion to Invade Normandy, and 
at the Battle of I enarchbray, fought upon the fifth of the Kalends 
of October, (viz. the 27th Day of September,) in the Seventh Year 
of his Reign, Amo 1106, Ro BERN T was made Priſoner, and ſent 
into England, and kept in Durance ſome time in the Caſtles of 
Briſtol and the Deviſes, and laſt of all, at Cardiff in South-Wales, 


reaſonable Liberty for Recreation, till attempting to make an 
Eſcape, it was thought fit to put out his Eyes, (an Unbrotherly 


Act) which though it increaſed his Miſery, yet it ſhortned not 


Life ; for he lived many Years after : In all, from the time of his 
firſt Impriſonment, 28. His Death (as Mat. Weſtminſter hath it) 


proceeded from Grief taken at his Brother King Henry, who (ac- 


cording to Cuſtom) ſending him a Scarlet Robe, which he had tri- 
ed on, and finding the Capouch to be ſomewhat too ſtrait for his 
Head, thereupon ſent it to Duke Rozexr, who he faid had 
one much leſs. The Duke demanded of the Meſſenger if any 
one had worn it, and being informed the King had firſt eſſayed it, 


and what Words he uſed ; replied, I have now too long protracted a

miſerable Life, ſince my Brother is ſo injurious to me, that he ſends me 
his old Cloaths to wear ; and from that time would never eat any 
Meat, or receive any Comfort. 


He deceaſed upon the 4th of the Ides, (vix the 10th Day) of 


February, Anno 1134, and was Interr'd in the Choir of St. Peter's 


Church at Gloceſter, before the High-Altar, where not long after, 
was erected for him a Tomb (in form of a Cheſt) of Wainſcot, with

Credit of the Subſtance of which it was made) ſtood firm until that

King Charles I. the rebellious Soldiers tore it to pieces; but the 
Parcels thereof (ready to be burnt) were by the Care of a * Loy- 
al Perſon, bought of the Soldiers, and privately laid up till the

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7.07 Reſtauration of his Majeſty King Charles II. when the old Pieces 
put together again, were repaired and beautified with Gold and 
Colours, at the Charge of that Worthy Perſon ; who hath alſo 

added a Wire-Skreen, in form of an Arch, for its future Preſerva-

X ILL1am the Conqueror being dead, the Crown of

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peaceable Poſſeſſion of the Crown, he muſt not think to hold 
it fo, for both his Brother Robert prepares to recover it from 
him, and the Lords of Eygland combine with Robert, to aſſiſt him 
in it. The firſt Mover of this Trouble, was Odo, Biſhop of Bay- 
cu his Uncle, in his Father's time Impriſoned by Lanfrank, and 
therefore owed hima Grudge ; but though this Storm was violent, 


yet it ſoon paſſed over; that indeed of his Lords, with more difh- 


culty, but that of his Brother Robert, with more Coſt : For it was 
at laſt agreed, That Ruſs ſhould pay him 3000 Marks Yearly, 
during his Life, and leave him the Kingdom after his Deceaſe. 
Some of the Lords were reconciled to the King by fair Words, 
and others again reduced by Force; and Odo, chief Engineer of 
all the Work, beſieged in Rocheſter-Caſtle, taken Priſoner, and 
forced to abjure the Realm.

given, return: Being by theſe Succeſſes better aſſured of an Eſta- 
bliſhment than before, WILLIAM now began to tread his Father's 
Steps, and with the like Severity and Oppreſſion, to humble the

Duke Robert at this time, finding his Brother King WILLIAM, 
not to keep his Word in paying him his Penſion, complains to 
Philip King of France, and by his Aid takes ſome Towns, which 


he before had deliver'd in pawn for Money, to his Brother 


Wii, who hearing thereof, haſtens into Normandy : And the 
King of France, by him Bribed, forſook Robert; ſo that being de- 
prived of Aſſiſtance, he was compelled to crave Pardon; ſhortly 
after which he undertook his Voyage to Jeruſalem. 

His War made upon Rhees ap Leun, the laſt Prince of Sui h- 
IV ales, proved tedious, but was at laſt recompenced with a fignal 
Victory, by the Death of that Prince, and a better Aſſurance of 
Subjection from that People, than had been exacted by any of his 
Predeceſſors. At which time, Robert Fiz-Hamon, and his Fol- 
lowers, obtained a fruitful Poſſeſſion in thoſe Parts.

Chronic Earl Geoffrey Plantagenet, after the Death of his Father-in-Law 

p 934.4, King Henry, ſet on foot his Wite's Title againſt King Stephen, but 
was by him forced to a pecuniary Compoſition, and not long after 
died upon the 7th of the Ides of September, Anno 1150. Who al- 
though no King himſelf, yet was he both the Son of one, and the 
immediate Anceſtor of that Royal Houſe, from him called Plan- 
tagenet, which by a direct and uninterrupted Male-Line, ſwayed 
E:2land's Scepter down to King Richard the Second; and then 
branching itſelf into the Families of Lancaſter and Tork, ended in 
Richard the Third, the 14th King of that Houſe, after it had 
ruled the Engl:ſb Scepter 330 Years. This Geoffrey was a Man 
of great Juſtice and Charity, his Death much lamented, and is 
noted to be the firſt Perſon that ever was admitted to a Burial- 
place within the Walls of Mans; where he was interred in the 
Church of St. Julian before the Crucifix, with this Diſtich.

in the King's Head, That all thoſe Caſtles were built to no other 
intent, but for the entertainment of Mazd, and her Complices : 


Whereupon Stephen, after a long Diſpute with the Biſhops, takes 
them into his own Hands.

I elfbmea. Whereupon King Stephen raifing an Army, engages 
the Empreſs near Lincoln, Anno 1141: Doubtful it was for a lon 
time, whoſe Head the Lawrels of Victory would Crown, till at 
laſt the Empreſs had the Day, and King Stephen (notwithſtand- 0-4-5 
ing his Herculean laying about him with his Battle-Ax) was taken 571 
Captive, and committed Priſoner to Briſtol-Caſtle; while the 
Empreſs poſſeſſes the Kingdom, and as a Conquereſs, enters Lon- 
don in Triumph. Upon which, Matilda King Stephen's Wife, im- 
plores the Empreſs, that ſhe might live a private Life with her 
Husband, and the Londoners preſs her for the Reſtauration of 
St. Edward's Laws ; but ſhe grants neither.

After ſome fruitleſs Propoſals in order to an Agreement, whe- 
ther by Connivence of their Keepers, but more probably by Con- 
ſent, both King Stephen, and Earl Robert, got to be at Liberty, 
and the Empreſs not long after is beſieged by the King in Oxford;

good Title. Thoſe that read his Circumſcriptions upon his Great- 
Seal, may admire, why he that only ſtiled himſelf in his Char- 
ters, STEPHANus DEI Gratia Rex ANOGLORux, ſhould 
(having no Title, nor any Poſſeſſion of Normandy) on the Re- 
verſe thereof, write himſelf alſo STEPHanus Der GRAT1A 
Dux NORMANORu M. But it may be anſwered, That his 
Right to both was much alike ; and having an uſurped Kingdom 

in Poſſeſſion, he might better make bold with the Title of Duke 
of Normandy, to compleat that Reverſe which his Predeceſſors 
had made uſe of before him. 

He kept his Word with the State, concerning the relievement 
of Tributes, and never had any Subſidy that we find: But which 
is more Remarkable, having his Sword continually out, and ſo 
many Rebellions againſt him, he never put any Great-Man to 
Death. Moreover, it is obſerved, That notwithſtanding all theſe 
Miſeries of War, there were more Abbeys erected in his Reign, 
than had been in an Hundred Years before; which ſhews, that 
tho' the Times were Bad, they were not Impious.

Duke Henry about two Years after the Death of his Father, 
came again for Exgland, where after ſome Velitations with King 
Stephen, they were at * laſt reconciled, and his Succeſſion to the 
Crown of England ratified by A& of Parliament ; not long after 
which, he returned into Normandy, and laid fiege to a Caſtle 


detained from him by the King of Fance: Where news was 


brought him that King Stephen was dead, notwithſtanding which, 
Henry (who had no Competitor to fear) continued before it ſix 
weeks, until it was ſurrendred, and then came for Eigland, and 
was Anointed, and ſolemnly Crowned at Weſtminſter, by I heo- 
bald Archbiſhop of Canterbury upon the fourteenth of the Kalends 


of January, viz. the nineteenth Day of December, in the Year 
of our Lord 1153. 1 


He began his Reign with ſingular Prudence, making choice 


of the wiſeſt Men he could get for Counſellors. He expelled 


thoſe ſtrangers brought in by King Stephen, and demoliſhed the 


Caſtles the Nobility had built by his Allowance, (often proving 
Nurſeries of Rebellion :) And the Crown-lands alienated by that 
King, he reaſſumed, judging it ſafer to offend a few than diſ- 
oblige many. And for the furtherance of Juſtice, (in the One and 
twentieth Year of his Reign.) He divided his whole Realm into 
fix ſeveral Circuits, appointing in every Circuit three Judges, 


who twice a Year rode together to adminiſter Juſtice ; and to 


hear, and determine Cauſes betwixt Party and Party. 

' His War with Owen Prince of Northwales, was rather account- 
ed an Exerciſe to keep him in Motion, than to diſturb his Reſt ; 
yet notwithſtanding, Owen was not ſo eaſily reduced, but that 


Henry de Eſſex the King's Standard-Bearer, being oppreſſed by 


the Welſb let fall the Royal-Standard in Battle; for which he 


| was caſhiered for Cowardize, ſhorn a Monk, and had his Lands 


ſeized into the King's hands. 


After which, himſelf and Queen Heanor his Wife were ſo- 


lemnly Crowned at Worceſter upon Chriſtmas-day, where they at 


the Offertory laid their Diadems upon the Altar, Vowing never 


to wear them after. This being the third Time, at which, in 


three ſeveral Places, Weſtminſter, Lincoln, and this City, he 
had been Crowned. To make his Dominions more entire, he 
ſeized into his hands the Earldom of Anjou, left by his Father's 


Will to his Brother Geoffrey, allowing him in lieu thereof an 
annual Penſion ; and alſo diveſted David King of Scots, of the 


Earldoms of Cumberland and Huntington, (Pieces granted him by 


King Stephen, and of Abrthumberland,) the Gift of his Mother 
the Empreſs ; leaving David only that of nnen the

Richard, to Alice another Daughter of the ſame King; and 
alſo in the Thirteenth Year of his Reign, matched his fourth 
Son Geoffrey, to Conſtance, the Daughter and Heir of Conan

Wiſdom and Prudence, he now ſhews as much Weakneſs and 


 Infirmity, in cauſing his Son Henry to be made Copartner with 


him inthe Kingdom, and to be twice Crowned ; the * firſt Time .

And now Henry the young King is blamed by his Father-in- 


Law, for that having entred upon the Government, and being 
Crowned, he would yet permit his Father to rival him in the

breaking out into open Hate, many Quarrels aroſe betwixt the 
two Hemies, which were at length decided by ſharp and bloody 
ars: In all which, moſt unnaturally his Sons, and moſt undu- 
tifully Robert Earl of Leiceſter, and Hugh Earl of Cheſter, toge- 
ther with William then King of Scots, taking part with the 
King of Fraxce, were continually overcome by King Henry, for- 
ced to an Agreement, and all their Complices upon ſubmiſſion 
pardoned. ns 


Long was the Contention betwixt King Henry and Thomas 


echt Archbiſhop of Canterbury, which tho no equal Match, yet 
it is hard to diſtinguiſh which had the Victory. The Difference 
was, the King would have it ordained, that the Malefactors of 
the Clergy ſhould be tryed before the Secular Magiſtrate, as Lay- 
men were: This Becket oppoſed, urging it to be againſt the Li- 
berty of the Church, and therefore againſt Gods Honor : Many 
Biſhops ſided with the King, ſome few with the Archbiſhop. At 
laſt Becket ſigns the Ordinance, yet with a Salvo Ordine ſuo, which 
not being ſatisfactory to the King, he then figns abſolute, with- 
out reſervation, but immediately recants, and hath his Tempo- 
ralities ſeized on; upon which he flies the Realm, and his Kin- 
dred are baniſhed. Becket in this Miſery continued ſeven Years, 
til! by the Pope's threatnings of Excommunication, orby the Me- 
dation of the King of France, he was reſtored to his Archbiſhop- 

rick,

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rick, who ſtill continuing his Pride, and interdicting thoſe Bi- 


ſhops that had offended him, ſo much incenſed King Henry, that Henry II. 
it forced ſome raſh Expreſſions from him; which was noted by ä 


four Knights there preſent, viz. Reynold Fitz-Urſe, Hugh Mor- 
vile, T homas Tracy, and Richard Britton, who thinking they 


ſhould do an acceptable Service to the King, by ridding him out 
of the way, came ſhortly afterwards for England, and murthered 
the Archbiſhop in his own Cathedral, upon the thirtieth Day of 
December, An. 1172. Which Aſſaſſinates being ever afterwards 
abhorred of the King, died miſerably : And the King himſelf 
being accuſed of his Death by the Pope, purgeth himſelf by 
Oath ; but yet is forced to do Penance, and afterwards to Foot 
it three Miles on his bloody bare Feet, to vifit the Shrine of this 
Unruly-Saint ; and further, ſuffered himſelf to be beaten with 
Rods by every Monk in the Cloyſter. By which he is ſaid to 
have appeaſed Becket's Ghoſt, (ſay ſome Authors) and to become 
victorious, not only in his Wars in gland and France, but alſo

And yet not content to equal his Father in Power (for Empire 
admits not a Rival) he reſolved, either to be Abſolute in the 2 
Crown, or loſe the Sceptre ; in which (being ſupported by a 

potent Faction) he grew ſo inſolent, that ſeeing he could not 
obtaina Surrender from his Father by fair Words, he brake into 

an open Rebellion: So that after a long Contention, that which 

the Sword could not decide, Death put an end to by an extra- 
ordinary Judgment of God upon the young King, who falling 


intoa violent Fever, paſt hope of Recovery, and touched with 


a lively Repentance and Sorrow for his Fault, ſent to his Fa- 
ther to crave his Pardon; with which, King Henry being mo- 
ved to Compaſſion, as a Remark of his Clemency and Forgive- 
neſs, cauſed one of his Rings to be ſent him : The which, the 
young King affectionately kiſſing, after humble Contrition for 
his Sins, rendred up his Soul in the preſence of the Archbiſhop iis Peath- 
of Bourges, at the Caſtle of Martel, in the Viſcounty of II- 
rene, upon the Eleventh Day (vi. the Third of the Ides) of 
Tune, An. Dom. 1182. 

As he had been twice Crowned, ſo was he twice Buried, and 
not without Trouble; as if the Factions, of which he was the 
Cauſe in his Life, did by a kind of Fate not forſake him being 
dead. For the Citizens of Mans having Interred his Corps in 
the Church of S. Julian, near to his Grandfather Earl Geoffrey,

Under his other Great Seal, he confirmed many Grants and Charters, after his return from F-ruſalem, and his chargeable 
Captivity in Auftriz and Germany, by which means he refurniſhed his exhauſted Exchequer, where Kirg Fiche & is 
repreſented on Horſeback in his Coat of Mail. His Helmet is adorned with the Plant i Genefte, or Broom-Stutk, and on his 
Shield are plainly repreſented, The Three Lions Paſſunt Guurdant, which from this Time he came the #-7-ditary Arms of his 
Succeflors the Kings of England; from which Age, Am. ſeem to have taken their Riſe and Original in this Kingdo n, and 
by little and little to become Hereditary; it h2ing accouared moſt honourable to carry thoſe Arms, which had bern dif.

inter, till they came before the High-Altar, with a ſolemn Pro- 
ceilion. In the middle of the Biſhops and Clergy, went four 
Barons bearing Candlefticks with Tapers; after whom came 
Geoffrey de Lucy bearing the Cap of Maintenance, and John Mar- 
ſal next to him, bearing a Maſſive Pair of Spurs of Gold: Then 
followed Hh Marſhal Earl of Pembroke, who bare the Royal

Then came three other Earls, vx. David, Brother to the King 
of S-ots, Earl of Humimaton, John Earl of Moriargn the King's 
Brother, and Ro4c1 Earl of Leiceſter, each of them bearing a 
Sword upright in his Hand, with the Scabbards richly adorned 
with Gold; the Earl of Afartalen went in the midft betwixt the 
other two. After them followed fix Earls and Barons bearing a 
Checker Table, upon which the Regalia were placed; and then 
followed Hun de iMandevile Farlof Albemarle, bearing a Crown 
of Gold bei»r2 the King, who followed, (having the Biſhop of 
Pray on his right hand, and Reynold Biſhop of Bath on his 
left,) over whom a Canopy was born. And in this Order he came 
into the Church at Meſtminſter, where before the High-Altar, 
in the Preſence of the Clergy and the People, laying his hand up- 
on the Holy Evanzeliſts, and the Relicks of certain Saints, he took 


his ſolemn Oath ; which done, he put off all his Garments from 


his Middle upwards, but only his Shirt, which was open on the 
Shoulders, that he might be Anointed : Then the Archbiſhop of

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his Royal Garments, and his uppermoſt Rube, the Archbiſho 
delivered him the Sword, with which he ſhould beat down the 
Enemies of the Church ; which done, two Earls put his Shoes 
upon his Feet, and having his Mantle put on him, the Archhi- 
ſhop forbade him on the behalf of Almighty God, to preſume 
to take upon him this Dignity, except he faithfully meant to do 

thoſe things he had ſworn to perform ; whereunto the Kin 
madeanſwer, That by God's Grace he would perform them. 
Then the King took the Crown befide the Altar, and deliver- 
ed it to the Archbiſhop, which he ſet upon the King's Head, de- 
livering him the Sceptre to hold in his right Hand, and the Rod- 
Royal in his left Hand. And thus being Crowned, he was 
brought back by the Biſhops and Barons, with the Croſs and Can- 
dlefticks, and three Swords, paſſing forth before him to his Seat. 
When the Biſhop that ſung the Mats came to the Offertory, the 
two Biſhops that brought him to the Church, led him tothe Atar,

and brought him back again : The Maſs ended, he was brought 


with ſolemn Proceſſion into his Chamber. And this was the 
Form of the King's Coronation, which Solemnity was hanſelled 
with the Blood of many Jews, (though utterly againſt the King's 
Will) who preſſing into the Abbey to ſee his Coronation, were in 
a Tumult furiouſly Murthered. 
No ſooner was he Crowned, but (by the Inftigation of the 
Pope) he was engaged with Philip King of France, Leopold Duke 
of Auſtria, and many other Chriſtian Princes, in the famous Cyoiſade 
for the winning of Jeruſalem, at that time poſſeſſed by the Souldar 
Saladine : Therefore for the raifing of Mony for this intended 
Pilgrimage, he rather choſe to furniſh himſelf out of his own 
Eftate, than to burthen his People ; which he did by ſelling Pri- 
viledges, Demeans, Immunities, and Cities: Among which, he 


ſold Berwick-Caftle and Roxborrow, to the King of Scots for Ten 


thouſand Pounds; and the Earldom of Northumberland, to Hugh 
Pudſey Biſhop of Dur bam, for much Mony, (at whoſe Creation 


King Richard told the Standers by, I hat he vu, a good Craftſman, 


that had made a new Earl of an old Biſhop) and alſo did proteſt, 
That for the performing ſo juſt and honourable a Service, he was not 
unwilling to ſell bis City of London it ſelf (if any there were able to 
purchaſe it) rather than to be chargeable to others. 

As for Men and Soldiers, the Clergy that undertook the 
Cauſe, had ftirred up innumerable : But the only main Danger of 
the State, was his Brother Job, whoſe aſpiring Mind he endea- 
voured to moderate, by making it appear, how much the Bounty 
of a Brother did exceed the Hardneſs of a Father; for he confer- 
red on him the Earldoms of Cornwall, Lancaſter and Dorſet ; and 
by the Marriage with Jjabc/l, one of the Daughters and Heirs of 
William Conſul of Gloceſter, he had that Earldom alſo; many 
other Honours likewiſe he enjoyed, in all amounting to Four thou- 
ſand Marks Yearly. But having made him thus powerful, Richard 
yet takes away that Opportunity which might put him upon the 
Uſurpation of the Crown, by veg others in Truſt with the

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Government in his Abſence, and by confining 7 to live in 
Vormandy till his return; but for the laſt, their Mother, Queen 
Eleanor, became John's Surety. So that the Kingdom being left 
to the Government of ſeveral Men of Power, Wiſdom, and Loy- 


alty; of which, Hillam Longchamp Biſhop of fly, and Chan- 


cellor of England, was Chief, and Robert Earl of Leiceſter ſet over 


Normandy J King Richard appoints his Nephew Athur to be his 
Succeſſor, in caſe he ſhould fail in this Expedition. | 

And now having prepared an Army of Thirty thouſand Foot, 5%, 
and Five thouſand Horſe, and appointed to meet Philiy King of 2 
France in Sicily; at theend of June, An. 1 190. he ſets forward him- 1 
ſelf by Land to Marſeilles, and there ftays the coming about of 
his Ships : But his Navy being driven by Tempeſt to other Parts, 
the King that brooked not delay, ſhipped himſelf and his Army, 
and paſſed forward to Meſa in Sicily, where alſo arrived Lewns 
King of France, and not long after his own Fleet. Here Richard 
being affronted by the Mefſmans, aflaults their City, and Tancred

Navarre, and Beatrix his Wife, Daughter of Alphonſo the Se- ige 
venth, ſurnamed Ihe Wiſe, King of Caſtile, a Match procured by 
his Mother, Queen Fleanor. The King neglected her Company 
tor a while, yet upon more ſetled Thoughts, he afterwards re- 
tained an Affection for her; for ſhe was a Royal, Eloquent, and

Beauteous Lady, and for Love of him had adventured through 


many Dangers, both by Sea and Land. What became of her af- Richard 1. 
ter her Return into Sicily in order to her Voyage for Elan, is 


not known, more than, that meeting King % at Chinon, A. 
1201. he there ſatisfied her her Power, upon the Teſtimony of 
Philip Biſhop of Durham, and others, who were preſent at, and 
witneſſed her Marriage; and that King IIe the Third, in the 
Fourth Year of his Reign, compounded with her for the ſame, 


until which Time, tis certain ſhe lived. She died without Ifuc, 


and the Place of her Burial is not known. 

Cyprus being left in good Hands, Richard puts to Sea, and in 
his Paſſage to Ptolemars, Boards a Saraccn Dromond, where he 
lays about him with almoſt incredible Valour, takes her, and 
puts the [ wrks well-nigh all to the Sword; after which, he ar- 
rives at Ptolemars, beſieged by the Chriſtians, and defended by 
Saladme, who fearing the Increaſe of the Chriſtian Army, pro- 
pounds Conditions, which being accepted, it is delivered in Au- 
ouſt, An. 1192. | 5 

And here fell out an Accident, which though it was an Ho- 
nour to King Richard, yet proved afterwards both troubleſome 
and chargeable : For Leopold Duke of Auſiy iu, having firſt ſet up 
his Colours upon the Wall of Ptolemars, King Richard cauſed them 


to be pulled down, and his own to be ſet up in their Place; which 


drewupon.him Leopold hatred : And King Lew his valiant Acts, 
being darkned by thoſe more valiant Actions of King Richard, 
under Pretence that the Air agreed not with his Conſtitution, 
withdrew himſelf by Conſent, and returned Home. So that 


Suuldan Saladine who had diſmantled all the adjacent Fortreſſes, 


and was upon the Point of ſurrendring Jeuſalem it ſelf ; when 


he ſaw the King of France was departed, not doubting but the 
reſt would ſoon follow, grew more confident than before. 

At this Time Guy of Laſignan was poſſeſſed of the City of 
Tyre, and with it of the Right of the City of Jeruſalem, with 
whom King Richard makes an Exchange for the Kingdom of G- 


pris, and then prepares for the Sacking of Jer»ſalem; and had 


certainly taken it, but that by ill Counſel, and the backwardnels 


of Odo Duke of Burgund), General of the French Forces, who 


envied that King Richard ſhould have the Honour of fo great a 


Prize, he was diverted, until that Suladme's Army being encou- 
raged with the Diviſion of the Commanders, and the continual 


Decay of the Chriftian-Army, concludes a Peace with Richard, 


upon Terms not very honourable for the Chriſtians: Which King 
chard was forced to do, to defend his Eſtate at Home, (embroil- 
ed by the Pride of Longchampe Biſhop of Ey, and his Brother 


Bar and his Dutchy of Normandy, Invaded by Philip King of 


rance, contrary to his Oath. 

Order being therefore taken for the Tranſporting of his Army, 
with his Wife and Sifter for Sicily, and fo for Eugland; himſelf, 
with few in his Company, go by the Way of I brace, and were by 
Tempeſt driven into Dalmatia : From whence, being to pals 
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through Germany, and particularly through Duke Leopold's Coun- 
4 try, remembring the old Grudge, he diſguiſed himſelf. No ſooner «,,,;.. 


came he to Viema, but being diſcovered, he was by the Duke 3 


ſeized and impriſoned, An. 1192. The Emperor Henry the Sixth 9455 p 
informed thereof, defires the Royal Priſoner, under Pretence of en n 
ſafer Cuſtody, but indeed really to ſhare in his Ranſome; which l 
by ſevere Impriſonment, was raiſed to the Sum of One hundred 
thouſand Pounds. 5 

King Richard, beſides the Affront to Duke [.copold, was charg- 
ed with the Murther of Conrade Marqueſs of 'I yre, whoſe Inno- 
cency, though it appeared by the Teſtimony of Limboldus, Au- 
thor of that Murther, yet the Pretence ſerved to detain him in 

Priſon till Eighty thouſand Pounds was paid in hand, where- 
of the Emperor had two Parts, and the Duke one; and for the 
Reſt, Hoſtages were given. But the Emperor outlived this Pur- 
chaſe very little, ſo that his Succeſſor not having the Conſcience 
to take the remaining Mony, diſcharged the Security ; and the 
Duke of Auſtria falling from his Horſe in a Tourment, brake his 
Leg, and was forced to ſave his Life by turning Cripple. King 
Richard being releaſed on theſe hard Terms, returns for England 
four Years elder than he went out: And thus ended his Journey 
to the Holy-Lad. 

Being come Home, he thanks his Lords and People for their 
Fidelity to him in his Abſence, and their great Love to him (ap- 
pearing by the Value of their Supply for his Ranſom, and the dif- 
ficulties they underwent to procure it;) and then according to his 
Vow at the Shrine of S. Edmond, he offers up the rich Standard of 
Qu ſar King of Cyprus, which he took among the Spoils of the 

Gr:fjon's Camp: But for his Brother Jobn, both ungrateful and 
ambitious, he deprives him of all thoſe Poſſeſſions he had before 
given him. And now upon the Seventeenth Day of April, An. Ir, 
1194. at Wincheſter, cauſing himſelf to be Crowned a ſecond }. 425. 
Time, (left the People ſhould forget they had a King, who had 
been ſo long without one) he obtains a Subſidy, and then in all 
haſte ſets ſail for Normandy, to find out his old Enemy the King 
of France, who then lay with his Army before Vernoil; but not 
daring to ſtay King Richard's coming, raiſed his Siege in haſte, and 
with Diſhonour left the Field. 5 

Much Time was afterwards ſpent betwixt them in Skirmiſnes, 
taking of Towns and Priſoners; (nor were there wanting Confe- 
rences betwixt the two Kings in order to Peace, moved by ſuch as 

religiouſly tendred the Effuſion of Chriſtian Blood.) Among which

had: Tes (ſaid the Prieft) you have three Daughters, Pride,

called to the Company about him, and ſaid; I am told by a 
Pricſt here, that I have three Daughters, and deſire you to be 
IWilneſſes, how I would have them beſtowed.

Truce with France for Two Years, and ſo return'd into Frgland, to

n. u. ment of one William Wallice, a private Gentleman, had beaten 
. 15 his Officers and People almoſt out of the Kingdom, kill'd Cyeſſng- 
ham, with 6000 Engliſh, and recover d Berwick, as alſo many 
Caſtles. 

The King, to bring his Work the nearer together, removed his 
Exchequer and Courts of Juſtice to Tork, and at Roxhorough mu- 
ſter d 7000 Horſe, and an Army of Foot proportionable ; the Earls 

wid. p.75. of Hereford, Norfolk and Lincoln (notwithſtanding their former 
Contempt) led his Van-Guard, and won the famous Battle of Fu- 
kirke, wherein were ſlain 30000 Scots, 260 Knights; but Mallice 
eſcaping, was afterwards betray'd, and tent Pritoner into England, 
where he ſuffer'd as for Treaſon, tho he would never own the 
Juriſdiction of England, alledging, he never ſwore Fealty to that 
King. The Titles and Eſtates of the Scottiſh Lords that ſtood out, 
were given to the Eyliſb: And in another Parliament for Scotland, 
held at St. Andrews, all the Nobles ſware Fealty again to King Ed- 
ward, who carried away Captive all ſuch as had the leaſt Poſſi- 
bility of ſtirring ; and not only eſtabliſhed the Engliſh Laws, but 
brought away their Regalia and Antiquities, and ſent to Meſtmin- 
Candes ſter the Stone, wherein, as the Vulgar were perſwaded, the Fate

Reign, Ao Dom. 1299. who, after almoſt Eight Years Mar- 
riage, ſurviving him, ſhe remain'd a Widow Ten Years, and 
departing this Life in the Tenth Year of King Eluurd the Se- 
cond, Alno 1317, was interr'd in the Gray-Fryars in London, in 
the Choir before the Altar, which Monaſtery herſelf had built. 
Beſides this Marriage of King Edward with Margaret of France, 


he had contracted the Prince his Son to that King's Daughter,

in Gaſcogac. Bourdeaux return'd to the Obedience of the King of 
Hugland, and had 150000 J. paid them for his Brother Edmond's 
Expences in the late Wars. | 

The Scots being excluded in this Peace, ſent their lamentable 
Complaint to Pope Bowiface of the King of England's Uſurpation 
upon them, but had no Redreſs: For in a Parliament at Lincoln 
(upon a Confirmation of their Charters) a Fifteenth was granted, 
with which King EI made a Fourth Expedition, and a Fourth 
Conquelt of Scotland, after which he removed his Exchequer 
from Tork, feaſted his Nobility at Lincoln; and being received 
with great Solemnity at London, there render'd Thanks to God 
and St. Edward for his Victory. Then he began to ſhew his Re- 


ſentment of the Stubbornneſs of his Nobility in Times paſt, and 
ſo terrified them, that the Lord-Marſhal made him Heir to all 
his Lands, tho' he had a Brother living. Hereford eſcap'd by 


Death, the reſt redeem'd themſelves with great Sums : The Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury was ſent over to Pope Clement (who ſucceed- 
ed Boniface) to be cruſh'd by him; who being a Native of Bour- 
deaux, and having received a great Preſent from the King, grati- 
fied his Deſire in this, and alſo abſolved him from all his Cove- 
nants made to his Subjects in the Three laſt Parliaments. But all 
this was quaſh'd by the Appearing of a new King in Scotland, Ro- 
gert Bruce, Earl of Carickt, Son to the Competitor with Balzol, 
who eſcaping out of England, where he was a Penſioner, became 
the Head of that diſtracted People, and was crown'd their King, 
of which Advice being given to King Edward, by John Comyn, 
Bruce's Coutin-German, a Titler alſo himſelf, he was violently 
purſued by Bruce, and by him murther'd at Dunfrey's Church. 
The King vowing to revenge Comyn's Death, and himſelf upon 


the perjured Scots, adjuring his Son and the Nobility, if he died 


in the Attempt, to carry his Corps about Scotland, and not to bury 
it, till the Uturper and Country were ſubdued ; Amer de Valence, 
Earl of Pembroke, the Lords Clifford and Percy, were ſent with a 
ſtrong Power to relieve his Wardens of Scotland, who were retir'd 
ſince this Revolt into Berwick, whilſt himſelf prepar'd to follow. 
300 young Gentlemen, the Sons of Earls and Barons, at the Feaſt 
of Pentecoſt, receiv'd with great Solemnity the Honour of Knight- 
hood from the Prince at Weſtminſter, and preſently after, with 
a great Army, and theſe honourable Attendants, he ſet forward; 
but before he arriv'd in Scotland, the Earl of Pembroke, with the 
Aid of the Family of Compn, in a Battle near St. Jobn s- Town,

Sex, Age, nor Quality. The Earl of Athol, tho' of the Blood. 
Royal, found no other Favour, than to be hang'd on a Gil» ys 
higher than the reſt : The Wife of Robert Bruce was ſent Priſo- 
ner to London, and her Daughter to a Monaftery in Liaſſey; the 
Counteſs of Bong ban put into a Wooden-Cage, and hung out for 
a Spectacle over the Walls of Berwnck : King Robert Bruce ſhift— 
ed privily from Place to Place, attended only by the Earl of Le- 
nox and Gilbert Hay, who never forſook him in any of his 
Fortunes. 

The King ſpent this Summer in Scotland, and Winter'd in Cur - 
liſle, to be ready againſt the next Spring, about which Time ap- 
pear d the hidden King, who ſurprizing the Earl of Pembroke, 


gave him a great Overthrow, and forced the Earl of Glaceſter in-

King Edward hereupon commanded all that held by Knights- 
Service, by Midſummer to attend him at Calijle, and tending 
the Prince to London about his Marriage, in July following, al- 
though he found himſelf not well, with a freſh Army he enter'd 
Scotland; but finding his Diſtemper (which was a Dyſentery, or 
Bloody-Flux) encreaſe upon him, he return'd to Curli/l-, where 
he ſent for the Prince his Son, whom, beſides many Admonitions 
to Piety, he commanded Three Things eſpecially ; That he 
ſhould carry his Bones about with him thro' Scotland, till he had 
ſubdued it: That he ſhould ſend his Heart to the Ho!y-Land, with 
Sevenſcore Knights to that War, and the 32000 /. he had pro- 
vided to that Purpoſe : And that he ſhould never recal Pie Ga- 
veſton from Baniſhment. And ſoon after he died at Borough up-

It was the Cuſtom in thoſe Times to puniſh the Delinquencies Nn lv. 


of Great Men by Baniſhment, which proved not more grievous 
to the Subject than dangerous to the Prince; an Example of 
which was never more evident than at this time, in the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, and the Duke of Hereford ; who often meet- 
ing together in Fance, in their Baniſhment, and aggravating the 
Grievances of King Richard's Government, fell at laſt to conſult 
how they might remove him : To the effecting of which, Three 
Things did moſt fortunately occur : Firft, The Death of his Fa- 
ther the Duke of Lancaſter, upon whoſe Eftate King Richard II. 
having ſeized ; the Duke of Hereford, under Pretence of regain- 


King's Abſence in ſreland, whither he had not long before taken 
a Voyage, to revenge the Death of his Couſin the Earl of March, 
and where he was ſtaid by contrary Winds, till the Duke, by the 
Affluence of his Friends and Allies, had form'd a Power, not only 
capable of putting him in his Poſſeſſion of his Inheritance, but 
alſo of placing the Crown upon his Head. But neither of theſe, 
nor both together, could have effected the Matter, had it not 
been for a 1 hird, viz. The King's diſſolute and uneaſie Govern- 
ment; and on the contrary, the Duke's Acceptableneſs to the 
People, in whoſe Hearts he had already reign'd, having won 
them by a generous and obliging Carriage, and always aſſerted 
their Privileges, knowing that their Election would better paſs 
for a Title to the Crown, than his feign d Deſcent from the Eldeſt 
Son of King Henry III. which had been formerly inſinuated by 
the Duke of Lancaſter his Father, and which to all Hiſtorians and 
Men of Judgment, appear d ridiculous. 

By what Conduct and Reſolution theſe Advantages were put in 
Practice, we find in the Cloſe of King Richard's Reign, that 
Prince being not only forced with much Eaſe to part from a 
Crown, which he had worn with great Violence, but was alſo 
ſeemingly made to become an earneſt Suitor to Henry of Lancaſter 

for his Acceptance thereof, making a formal Reſignation of his

As they ſat at Dinner, the Duke ſpied it, and de- 
manding what it was, forced it from him, and peruſing the Con- 


tents, bitterly reviled his Son, for being twice a Traitor, before 


to King Richard, and now to King Henry, and vowed to diſco- 


ver him to the King, then at Windſor ; but the younger Years of

On the Inſide of the Canopy are alto Three 
Shields, the firſt containing the Arms of France and England, Quar- 
terly; the Second, of France and England, Quartealy, Impaling, 
Exereux and Navar; and the I hird, of Ezereux and Mavar, Quar- 
terly. The Canopy is alſo diapred with Eagles volant crown'd, 
within the Garter, (underneath which the Word Soveraigne, 
which Motto is alſo painted in Gold-Letters on the Frees) and with 
the Queen's Deviſe being, An Emin, collar d and chain d, ſubſcrib'd 
with the Motto, A Lemperance, On the Corniſh are placed 
ſeveral Eſcocheons of Arms of the Nobility of that Age. 
He wrote in his Stile, Henricus De: Gratia Rex Anglie & Francie, 
Dominus Hibernie: And on the Circumference of his Great-

murther'd King Richard. 

From Oxford Prince Henry was called to Court, and Thomas 
Percy, Earl of Worceſter, appointed his Governour, whoſe Hoſtile 
Attempts in Shrewshury-Field, coſt that diſloyal Earl his Head, and Nodigm 
had almoſt done this Prince his Life, who confronting the Percees p 555.1. 
in Battle, was wounded in the Face with an Arrow; but this Mark 
of Honour, with the Overthrow of Hotſpur, in that Bloody Diſ- 
pute, were hopeful Signs of the following Succeſſes againſt Owen 
Glendour, that Arch-Enemy to England's Peace, whom the Prince 
ſo ſmartly purſued thro' the vaſt Mountains of Wales, that from 
the Dens of thoſe Deſarts he durſt not ſhew his Face, but there- 
in periſh'd, tho' the Prince had then ſcarcely attain d to his Six- 
teenth Year. 

But being grown from under the Command of his Tutors, as 
his Youth ſtood affected, ſo were his Conſorts, and thoſe often, 
whoſe Inclinations were none of the beſt ; whether led by Incli- 
nation of Youth, or to know that by Experience which other 
Princes do by Report, is uncertain : But many Actions he did far 
unbefitting the Grandeur of his Perſon; and, among others, 
was tax d with no better than Theft, conſorting with ſuch as 
ſpent their Wits upon other Mens Labours; lying in wait for the 
Receivers of his Rents, and robbing them of that which was really 
his own, receiving of them often many Blows, which he freely 
forgave, ever abating their Loſſes in the Foot of their Accompts. 

His ſtriking the Lord Chief-Juſtice, was a Crime incontinently 


priſonment ; notwithſtanding which, the King reſenting this Af- 
front done to his Repreſentative, diſmiſs'd his Son from the Of- 
tice of Preſident of his Privy-Council, and placed therein his Se- 
cond Son T homas, Duke of Clarence, to the no ſmall Grief of Prince 
Henry ; who having drawn upon him (by theſe licentious Courſes) 
the Diſcontent and Jealouſie of his Father, found out an extra-

it appear how willing they were to ſubmit to his Empire, by ſwear- 
ing Allegiance to him before his Coronation (which was perform'd ,,,,,

his Force conſiſting of 6000 Horſe, and 24000 Foot; from 
thence he march d to Harflew, which, after ſome Days Siege, was 1 
ſurrender'd unto him, into which he entred not in Triumph, but r 
in an humble Manner paſſing along the Streets bare-footed, to the 
Church of St. Martin, where, with great Devotion, he gave 
Thanks to God for this his firſt atchiey'd Enterprize. The Go-

King Henry intending 
to paſs the Sam firſt at Blanchetagne, and then at Pont le Remy, 
found both Places guarded, ſo that keeping along the River-Side 
to Hargeſt, the French Army march'd on the other Bank, led by 
Charles de Albret, Conſtable of France. At laſt, thro' the Negli- 
gence of the French of St. Quntin, King Henry forded the Sam at 
Bethencourt ; but his Soldiers being weary, and faint for want of 
Proviſions, and many of them fick, he ſent from thence to the aſ- 
ſembled 
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ſembled Princes, to profer a Surrender of Harflew, and what

Eneliſhabove Six to One in Number; their Van-guard was led by 
the Conſtable, the Dukes of Orleans and Bourbon, the Earl of 
Hu, and Bouchiqualt the Marſhal, Dampier the Admiral, Guychard 
Dauphin d' Avergne, and Clunet of Brabant; the main Battle 


by the Dukes of Bar and Alenzon, the Earls of Nevers, Blaumont, 


Saines, Grandpre and Rouſſe. The Rear-guard by the Duke of 
Brabant, the Earls of Marle, Forquenberge, and Monfieur de Lor- 
ney. The Right-Wing was commanded by Arthur, Earl of Rich- 
mond, and the Left by Lewis de Bourbon, Earl of Vendoſme. 

In the mean time, King Henry having made Choice of a Ground,

Tork, aſſiſted by the Lords Beaumont, Willoughby and Fanbop: The 
main Battle, headed by the King himſelf, (was compoſed of Bill- 
men and ſome Bow-men) accompanied by his Brother Humphrey, 
Duke of Gloceſter, the Earls Marſhal, Oxford and Suffolk : And the 
Rearward, conſiſting of Diverſity of Weapons, was commanded 
by I Hamas, Earl of Dorſet, the King's Uncle, the Horſemen, as 
Wings, guarding the Foot on both Sides. To prevent the Fury 


of the Freach Cavalry, the King had appointed Stakes of Six 


Foot long, ſharpen'd at both Ends, to be pitch'd behind the Ar- 
chers, and Pioneers to attend their Removal according to Directi- 
on. All Things being thus order'd, and publick Prayers per-

upon, the Queen ſending the Two Staffords, Sir Humphrey and 
Sir Milliam, with ſome other reſolute Courtiers, to follow Cade ; 
who, before, upon the King's Appearance with an Army, had 
withdrawn himſelf into Seven-Oak-I/ood ; but, contrary to Ex- 
pectation, when the Staffords came, they found him in a good Po- 
ſture to receive them; ſo that, upon their firſt Encounter, they 
were both ſlain, and all the reſt put to Flight: Wherefore King 
Henry being advertiſed, having before, for Satisfaction of the Re- 
bels, who demanded it, ſent the Lord Say to the Tower, and com- 
mitted the Government thereof to the Lord Scales, fled himſelf to 
Rilling wort h- Caſtle.

Not long after his Return out of Portugal, as a Reward for his 
eminent Services, he was created Duke of I, which was erected, , 
into a Dutchy (in his Perſon) the 6th of Auguſt, Anno 9 Rich. 2. & 
1385. For the Title of Earl of Tork had ſlept ever fince that 
Otho, Son of Henny Leo, Duke of Saxony, (begotten of Maud, 
Daughter of Henry the Second, King of Eqland) had been girt 
with the Sword of the Earldom of Tork, in the Firſt Year of King 
Richard the Firſt, his Uncle; which King afterwards made an 
Exchange with this Otho for the County of Poitou. Then King 
Reichard the Second, on the 29th of September, in the Eighteenth 
Year of his Reign, upon his Voyage into Treland, conferr'd upon 
this Duke Elinond his Uncle, the Place of Cuſtos and Warden of 

the Kingdom of E land during his Abſence. And in this King's 
Second f:tal Expedition, undertaken into that Kingdom, for the 
Revenge of Roger Mortimer's Death (ſlain by the 1r:ſþ) whom he 

had nominated his Succeſſor into the Kingdom of England, he left TY 
this Edniond as his Lieutenant, who faithfully, to his Power, en- wr 
deavoured to withſtand the Force of Henry, Duke of Hereford, 
Son of Joby, Duke of Lancaſter : Which Henry, upon Pretence 

of recovering his Patrimony (ſeized by Klug Richard) with a po- 
wertul Army, did not only depoſe his lawful Sovereign, but laid 
violent Hands on the Royal Diadem. 

How well this Tranſmiſſion of the Crown to the Houſe of 
Lancaſter was approved by Duke Edmond, we may find in the re- 
maining Part of his Life, who from that Time abandon'd the 
Court, and gave himſelf over to a ſolitary Retirement at Eis Ma- 
nor of Langley. Tho' he hated Henry of Bullinghroke the Uſur- 
per, yet we find he hated Treaſon worſe, tho” it were in his neareſt 

elations ; for Edward, Duke of Aumarle, his Eldeſt Son, ha- 
ving, with other Lords, contrived the Death of King Henry at 
Oxf.rd, was by this Elmond detected and reviled for being Twice 
2 Traitor, firſt to King Richard, and then to King Henry.

this Advice proceeded from a good Meaning, but erroneous, or 
a bad Meaning, but overſtiadowed with Colours, is hard to ſay ;

Gentlewoman-Uſher, kneeling on the Coffers, was in this man- 
ner drawn by Six Horſes, trapped with Black Velvet, and all 
the draught of the ſame, from the Tower to Weſtminſter.

„ About this time Edmond de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk, having chan- 

— ced to kill a mean Perſon, and notwithſtanding the King's Pardon, Sd“ 
being ſuffered to be arraigned at the King's Bench-Bar for the 
ſame, he conceived ſo great Indignation thereat, that he thereup- 
on flew into Flanders, to his Aunt the Lady Margaret, Dutcheſs of 
Burgunly ; where contriving to ſupplant Ring Henry, the Conſpi-

And in his laſt Year he compleated that goodly Hoſpital of the 
Sav2y, purchaſing Lands for the Relief of 100 poor People there- 
in. And as for Secular Memorials, he enlarged Greenwzch, cal- 
ling it Placenta ; in his 16th Year he new-built his Manor of * 
Sheen, calling it Richmond; and laſtly, in like manner he new- 788. 
built Baynard's-Caſtle within the City of London. 
This great Prince thus expiring, as aforeſaid, and all neceſſary n col 
Preparations being made, his Body was brought intothe great Cham- f 56. 
ber, where reſting Three Days, it had folemn Majs and Dirige 
ſung by a Miter'd Biſhop ; whence being removed into the Hall, 
it had the ſame Service there for the like Space, as alſo in the Cha-

Ball in the Hands, lay'd on Cuſhions of Gold, and environed with . 


Banners of Arms of all his Dominions, Titles and Genealogies; 
a great Number of Prelates praying, with his Servants and others 
in Black, before the Body, and Nine Mourners, with about 600 
Torches following it. In this Order being attended to St. George's 
Fields near Southwark, and there met by the Religious of all forts 
in or about the City, with the Lord-Mavor, Aldermen and Com- 
mons in Black, it was brought thro' London to St. Pauls, and 
placed in the Choir under a ſtately Herſe of Wax; whence after 
a ſolemn Maſs and Sermon preached by the Biſhop of Rocheſter, 
it was next Day with the fame State conveved to Weſtminſter, 
Sir Edward Hayward riding in the King's Coat of Arms, bearing 
his Banner on a Courſer, trapped with the Arms of the DefunR, 
and there by Six Lords taken out of the Chariot, and ſet under 


a moſt curious Herſe full of Lights, the Repreſentation lying up- 
on the Coffin on a Pall of Gold, about which the Mourners being 


ſet within the firſt Rail, Knights bearing Banners within the Se- 
cond, and Officers of Arms without the ſame, Garter King of 
Arms cryed aloud, For the Soul of the Noble Prince Henry VII. 
King of this Realm: when the Choir beginning Placebo, and end- 
ing at Dirige, cloſed the Solemnities of that Day. The next Day 
were Three Maſſes ſolemnly ſung by Biſhops, at the laſt of which 


were offered the Banner and Courſer, Coat of Arms, Sword, Tar-

get, and Helmet, the Nobility likewiſe offering their rich Palls 
of Cloth of Gold and Baudkin. Thus when the Choir had ſung 
Libera Me. — the Corps was interred, the Lords Treaſurer, Stew- 
ard, Chamberlain, with the Treaſurer, and Comptroller of 
the Houſhold, breaking their Staves into the Grave; whick done, 
Garter with a loud Voice having cryed, Vive le Roy Henry de Hui- 
teſme Roy d' Angleterre & de France, Syre d' Ireland, the Mourners, 
with thoſe of the Houſhold departed to the Palace, where they 
had a ſumptuous Feaſt, and thus the Funeral ended. 

The Kings Body being thus interred, in his own Magnificent 
Royal Chapel, a ſtately Monument of Copper was erected for 
him, and finiſhed Anno 1519. by one Peter I. a Painter of the 
City of Florence; for which he received 10001. Sterl. for the 
whole Stuff and Workmanſhip, at the Hands of the King's Execu- 
tors. The Figures of which Tomb and Chantry, inſcribed with 
the followi ng Epitaphs (together with a Proſpect of the ſaid Roy- 
al Chapel including the ſame) I here preſent you with, which is 
thus deſcribed by the Viſcount &. Albans, in the Hiſtory of this 
King ; viz. That he lieth buried at Weſtminſter, in one of the 
ſtatelieſt and daintieſt Monuments of Europe, both for the Chapel 
and for the Sepulere; ſo that he dwelleth more richly dead in the 
Monument of his Lomb, than he did alive in Richard, or any 
of his Palaces.

Thus 
on Thurſlay, the Eleventh Day after her Deceaſe, her Corps 
was conveyed with a ſolemn Proceeding to the Stargate over 
againſt Weſtminſter; and at the Gate, at the Bridge-end of 
WWeſtminſicr, was received by the Prior and Convent of the Ab- 
by, and conveyed into the Choir to the Herſe, the Majeſty- 
Cloth, and the Vallance of black Sarcenet, fringed with red 
and white Roſes, and the Word in Letters of Gold, Jeſus eſt 
Amor meus. The next Morning, being Friday, after ſeveral 
Maſſes, the Offerings and the Office for the Dead performed, 
the Corps was born with the like Ceremony as it was brought 
to the Church (excepting the Ladies) to the Grave on the 
Right-Hand of the Altar, juſt before St. Edward's Shrine, the 
Foundation of which the Foot of the Grave almoſt touch'd ; near 
which, vx. at the Feet of King Henry the Third, was erected for 
her a {mall Altar-Tomb of black Marble, inlay'd with Braſs, 
where her Effeics lay of Copper gilt (ſince ſtolen away) with 
this Epitaph circumſcribed about the Verge thereof, vix.

The King's Arms, (being France and England Quarterly) on each fide his Throne, upon both Seals, are placed within 
the Garter, and Enſigned with arched Crowns: He being the Firft King of England, that in his Seal added to his Shield, 
the Garter and the Crown. In Imitation of which Royal Example, the Knights of the Ocder of St. George, in the late 
ter End of his Reign, cauſed their Eſcocheons on their Stalls at Windſor, to be encompaſſed with the Gatter; and 
thoſe that were Dukes, Marquiffes, or Earls, had their Coronets placed upon their Shields, which hath been ſo practiſed 
ever ſince. And whereas all the precedent Kings of England, from King Edward the Firſt, had the Eniigas of their 
Kingdoms repreſented on the Capariſons of their Horſes in their Counter-Seals ; This King diſcontinued the ſame, ard 
in Place thereof, cauſed his Capariſons to be embroidered on the Upper-part, with ſmall Flowers de Liz placed in Net- 
Work; and on the Nether. part, with large Roſes and Branches emboſſed, the Edge thereof being garniſhed with 
a deep Fringe. Both before and behind the King's Horſe, within the Circle, are placed ſeveral Ovals, alternately 
charged with Roſes and Flowers de Liz; And underneath the Horſe is a Greyhound Current, with a Collar 
_ nis Neck; which this King did uſe, to ſhew his deſcent, by his Mother Queen Elizabeib, from the Koyal-Houſe

On the 14th of Febr. about Ten in the Morning, the King's 
Body ſet forward towards Windſor, in a ſtately Chariot, his Eff:- 
gies lying upon the Coffin, with the true Imperial Crown on the 
Head, and under it a Night-Cap of Black-Sattin, ſet full of pre- 
cious Stones, and apparelled with Robes of Crimſon-Velvet, fur- 
red with Minever, poudred with Ermin ; the Collar of the Gar- 
ter, with the Order of St. George about the Neck, a Crimſon- 
Sattin Doublet embroidered with Gold, Two Bracelets of Gold 
about the Wriſts, ſet with Stones and Pearl, a fair Arming Sword 
by the fide, the Sceptre in the Right-Hand, and the Ball in the 
Left, a Pair of Scarlet-Hofe, Crimſon-Velvet Shoes, Gloves on 
the Hands, and ſeveral Diamond-Rings on the Fingers, drawn 
by Eight great Horſes, trapped with Black, adorned with Eſco- 
cheons, and a Shafferoon on their Heads, on each of which rode 
a Child of Honour, carrying a Bannerol of the King's Arms. 

Thus with an exceeding great Train of Four Miles in Length, 
the Body was conducted to Syon, where it was receiv'd at the 
Church-Door, by the Biſhops of London, Briſtol, and Gloceſter, 
who perform'd Dirige that Night, and next Morning: The Corps 
being * 2 into the Church, was placed in a Herſe like that 
at White-Hall, but the Fffgies was conveyed into the Veſtry. 

The next Morning, about Six of the Clock, after the Third 
ſound of the Trumpets the whole Company (the Marquis Dorſet 
being Chief-Mourner) proceeded for Windſor, and brought the 
Corps to the Caſtle-College-Gate about one of the Clock, from 
which Place to the Weſt-Door of the Church, a large way was 
ratled in on both ſides, and hanged with Black-Cloth and Eſco- 
cheons, the Church and Choir being likewiſe hanged round with 
Black. The Biſhops of Wincheſter, London, and Ey in their Pon- 
tificalibus, with the Sub-dean of the King's Chapel, and all the 
Singing-Men of the ſame, and the Dean of Windſor, with all the 
Canons, and their whole Choir, receiv'd the Corps at the fore- 
ſaid Place; whence, after Cenſing and ſuch-like Ceremonies, it 

was carried into the Church, the Singing-Men of the King's Chapel 

on the Right-Hand, and thoſe of Mindſor on the Left preceding 
it. Thus the EHgies was firſt conveyed into the Choir by divers 
Knights and Gentlemen, and then the Coffin, by Sixteen Yeo- 
men, with Black-Staves in their Hands, was brought into a Herſe, 
made in the midſt of the Choir, under which was provided a 
goodly Vault to bury the Corps in, over which was laid a Grate, 
whereon ſtood the ſaid Herſe with the Coffin and Picture. This 
_ Herſe was like that at Whiue-Hall, only it conſiſted of Thirteen 
great Pillars, and weighed by Eſtimation 400907. having about it 
the Twelve Banners of Deſcents : Thus the uſual Ceremonies be- 
ing perform'd, the Body remained there that Night.

Wedneſday being the 16th of February, about Four of the Clock 
began the Communion of the Trinity, perform'd by the Sub-dean 
of Windſor, and the Sub-dean of the King's Chapel : Where, af- 
ter an Offering of Gold, by the chief Mourner of the Knights 
of the Garter, to St. George, and the King's Hatchments, Ban- 
nerols and Banners, and other Trophies, as alſo of the King's 
Horſe richly trapped, came Four Gentlemen-Uſhers, and took a- 
way the Pall of Cloth of Tiſſue (the Picture being conveyed away 
before by Six Knights into the Veſtry:) After which Sixteen ſtrong 
Yeomen of the Guard took the Coffin, and with Five ſtrong Lin- 
nen-Towels, which they had for their Fees, let it into the Vault 
(near unto the Body of Queen Jane Seymour his Third Wife) the 
Grate being firſt taken away. Then the Lord-Chamberlain, the 
Lord Great-Maſter, Mr. Treaſurer, Mr. Comptroller, and the 
Serjeant-Porter, breaking their White-Staves upon their Heads 
in Three Parts, as did likewiſe all the Gentlemen · Uſhers, threw 
them into the Grave, when Garter, aſſiſted by the Biſhops of 
Canterbury and Durham, declared the State and the Name of the 
moſt Godly Prince their Maſter, King Eluard the Sixth: Thus 
the Funerals ending, the Trumpets ſounded in the Rood-Loft, 
and the Company departed. 


In a Chapel Eaſtward to that of his Interment, was begun Fein ger! 
for this King (by Cardinal Wolſey) a moſt Coſtly and Stately “ s. 


Tomb of Copper-Gilt, but never finiſned; in the Incloſures of 
whoſe Grates were curiouſly caſt his ſeveral Titles: With what 
Charge and Magnificence this Monument was intended, is mani- 
feſted by a Manuſcript taken from the true model thereof, receiv'd 
from the Hands of that Induſtrious Herald Nicholas Charles Lan- 
caſter, and recited at large by Mr. John Speed, in his Hiſtory of 
(reat-Britam, p. 1037 & 1038. to which I refer my Reader. 
It was to contain in Breadth Twenty Foot upon the Pavement, 
and to be Twenty Eight Foot High, which with the ſeveral Pil- 
lars, were to be of Oriental Stones, the Capitals and Baſes Cop- 
per-Gilt ; the Figure of the King on Horſeback, I'wo other of 


the King and Queen (to lie on Two Tombs of Black-Touch) with 


Four Statues of Angels, all as big as the Life. The Images of the 
Fourteen Prophets, the Twelve Apoſtles, the Four Evangeliſts, 
and the Doctors, with the Statues of the Father, St. John Baptiſt, 
and St. George, were Five Foot in Height; the Figures of ſeveral 
Angels and Children, contained in Length Two Foot and an 
Half. The whole Number of Images being One Hundred Thir- 
ty Four, and of Hiſtories Forty Four, and all of Gilt-Braſs, as 
appeareth in the Deſignment.

Theſe Images were prepared, and part of this glorious Pile 
erected, when the Reformation of Religion, by this King's 
Son E4ward the Sixth, would not admit of the finiſhing there- 
of; but many of theſe Statues being preſerved in the ſaid Chapel 
till the Year 1642. were fince, by the, revailing Party of the

ter her, and her Deſcendents, to the Crown of England. After 


ſome time, by the Importunity of the Counteſs of Lenox, and 
other means uſed, Queen Elizabeth was contented to give them 
the Liberty of Three Months Stay in Scatland ; when being 
come to Edenhorough, the Queen of Scots at Firſt Sight became 
ſo enamoured of the lovely young Lord Darnly, that neither 
the Menaces of Queen Hlixabeth, nor any other Conſiderations, 
could deter her from Marrying him : Whom to render the fit- 


ter Companion for her, ſhe cauſed Firſt to be honoured with 


Knighthood, and then created him into the Dignity of Earl of 
Roſs, and Duke of Rothſey ; which Dukedom by Birth, per- 
taineth to the Eldeſt Sons of the Kings of Scotland. After this, 
when he had not been above Five Months in Scotland, and did 
not exceed his Nineteenth Year, ſhe Married him, and with 
the Conſent of moſt of the Peers, declared him King. The 
Fruit of this Marriage ſoon appeared in the Qyeen's being with 
Child ; but her love to King Henry was not ſo warm at firſt, 
but it began as much to Cool, and Queen Mary had not heaped 
Honours on him ſo faſt before, but he was as ſuddenly diveſt- 


ed of them: For whereas before in all Publick Acts, ſhe uſed to 


place her Husband's Name firſt, the then cauſed it to be placed 
after hers, and in the Coining of Money, began to leave 1t 
out.

when the King himſelf might not be admitted : Which Indigni- 
ty the King, being inſtigated by ſome of his Nobility, and 
more eſpecially by the E. of Murray, reveng'd by the Death of 
Rizie ; whom finding at a ſide Cupboard, taſting ſome Meat that 
had been taken from the Queen's Table, he dragged him forth in- 
an outer Chamber, and there murthered him. But after a 
while, when King Henry grew ſenſible of the foulneſs of this 
Fact, he deſigned to be revenged on Murray, who had coun- 
ſelled him to it: Which the Earl of Murray nnderftanding, 
prevented it, by cauſing the like to be done to him. For the 
Queen having been delivered of her Son (Fames the Sixth of 


the Name, King of Scots, afterwards Monarch of Great-Br:- 


tuin, &c.) and the Day of the Chriftning being come, Queen 
Elizabeth who was requeſted to be Godmother, ſent thither the 
Earl of Bedford as her Deputy, and a Font of maſſie Gold for 
a Preſent, in Value 1043 J. but gave him expreſs Command, 
that he ſhould not honour Darnley with the Title of King. 
But before a Month or Two, after the Chriſtning were paſſed, 
this Matrimonial King, in a Stormy and Tempeſtuous Night, 
was ſtrangled in his Bed, and then caſt forth into a Garden, 
and the Houſe immediately blown up with Gunpowder. 
Charles Stewart Earl of Lenox (the Third Son of Matthew 
Earl of Lenox and Margaret Douglas his Wife) was born alſo in 


gland. 


He took to Wife Elixabeth, the Second Daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Cavendiſh of Chatſworth in the County of Derby Kt. by 
Elizabeth his Wife, One of the Siſters and Co-heirs to Fob: 
Hardwick of Hardwick in the ſame County Eſq; and deceaſing 


in the One and Twentieth Year of his Age, left Iſſue by her 


Arabella Stewart his only Child, who being Coufin-German to 
King James, and without his Privity or Conſent ſecretly mar- 
rying Mr. William Seymour (Second Son of the Earl of Hertford) 
who was afterwards Earl and Marquis of Hertford, and at 


length reſtored to the Dukedom of Somerſet, they were both 


committed Priſoners to the Tower of London, where the ſaid 
Lady Arabella ended her Life, without Iſſue, upon the 27th 
Day of September, An. 1615. and was interred in the Vault 
with Mary Queen of Scots, in the Chapel of King Henry the 


Seventh, where I have ſeen her Lead-Coffin, without any

Serenth's, fſfinate David Rixie her Secretary) he was moſt cruelly Murther- 
p56. ed; ſo that the Queen being thereby left alone, is counſelled to 
Marry with ſome Perſon that might be able to aſſiſt her againſt 
all her Oppoſers. The Man pitched upon, is James Hepbinn 
Earl of Bothwell, being then great in her Favour, and of fingular 
eminency for his Valour. And though he were the Perſon that 
had ated the King's Murther, yet is he, by Murray, Morton, and 
their Confederates, recommended to the Queen; to which Mo- 
tion, as being deſtitute of Friends, and not knowing whom to 
truſt, ſhe at laſt conſents : But upon theſe Conditions, That 
above all things Reſpe& might be had to her young Son Fames, 
and that Bothwell might be legally quitted, both from the Bond 
of his former Marriage, and alſo of the King's Murther. Here- 
upon a Courſe is plotted, by which Earl Bothwell is called to the 
Bar, and (Morton being his Advocate) by the Sentence of the 
HerThirs Judges, clearly acquitted. Upon this he is created Duke of Ork- 
mari2s* ney, and many of the Nobility conſenting, married to Queen 
Mary ; which bred a Suſpicion in ſeveral, that the Queen was 
Conſcious of the Murther, the Thing indeed that by the Marriage 
they intended ; which Suſpicion once raiſed, they ſeek by all 
Means to iucreaſe, thereby to have the better Colour againſt her : 
And ſo the very ſame Man who had abſolved Bothwell, and con- 
ſented to the Marriage, now, with others, takes Arms againſt 
her, as a Delinquent in both ; force him to fly, and then ſeize 
upon the Queen, whom clad in very homely Garments, they 
thruſt into Priſon, at Loch-Levyn under the Cuſtody of Murray's 
Mother, who had been the Harlot of King James the Fifth, but 
boaſted herſelf to have been his lawful Wife, and this Earl of 
Murray her Son, the King's lawfully-begotten Son. 
Queen Elizabeth being informed of theſe Proceedings againſt | 
the Queen of Scots, ſends Sir Nicholas T hbrockmorton into Scotland, 
to Expoſtulate with the Confederates, touching their cruel Uſage 
of her, and to conſult by what Means ſhe might be reſtored to 
her Liberty. Being come into Scotland, he found the Confede- 
rates in more inſolent Terms than Report had made them, be- 
ing divided in Opinion what to do with the Queen. Some would 
have her baniſhed perpetually ; others committed to Priſon, and 
her Son proclaimed King ; others, more inhumane, were for ha- 
ving her to be deprived of Princely Authority, Life and all ; and 
this Knox and ſome other Miniſters thundred out of the Pulpats. 
T1 brockmorton on the other fide maintained that the Queen os 
ſubject 


= 
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ſubject to no Tribunal but that in Heaven, and that there was Mary 
no Juriſdiction in Scotland, which was not derived from her Au- Ween of 

thority, and revocable at her Pleaſure. To which they oppoſed 8 
the peculiar Right of the Kingdom of Scotland; and that in ex- 
traordinary Caſes they were to proceed beſides Order; taking up 
Buchanan's Arguments: Who in thoſe Days, by inſtigation of 
Murray, wrote that damned Dialogue de Jure Regni apud Scotos. 
After all this Debate, what Throckmorton could get of them, was 
a Writing without any Subſcription; in which they proteſted 
they had ſhut up the Queen only to keep her from Bothwell, 
whom lhe loved ſo deſperately, that to enjoy him ſhe regarded 
not all their Ruins; willing him to reſt ſatisfied with this An- 
ſwer, till ſuch time as all the Peers met together. The Queen 
was yet confin d to a more coſe Impriſonment, and through fear 
of Death, compelled unheard, to ſet her Hand to Three Inſtru- 

ments; The firſt whereof contained, the Reſignation of her 
Kingdom to her young Son, at that time ſcarce Thirteen Months 
old: In the Second, ſhe conſtituted Murray Vice-Roy during the 
Minority of her ſaid Son; And in the Third, in caſe he refuſed 
the Charge, the Governors nominated, were, James, Duke of 
Chaſteau- Herald, Giles Spike Earl of Argyle, Matthew Earl of 
Lenox (the Queen's Father-in-Law) Jobn, Earl of Athol, James, 
Earl of Morton, Alexander, Earl of Glencarn, and John, Earl of 
Mar. And preſently the ſignified to Queen Elizabeth by I brock- 
morton, that ſhe had made theſe Grants by Compulſion, through 
the Counſel of Throckmorton, telling her, that a Grant extorted 

from one in Priſon (which is a juſt Fear) is actually void and of 
none Effect. Five Days after this Refignation, James the Sixth, 
the Queen's Son, was Anointed and Crowed King, James Knox 
Preaching at the fame time; but Queen Eixabeth had forbidden 
Throckmorton to be thereat, that ſhe might not ſeem, by the Pre- 
ſence of her Ambaſſador to approve their Proceeding, in the diſ- 
placing of the Queen of Scots : Who ſome time after (having been 
a Priſoner Eleven Months) makes her eſcape from Loch-Levyn to 
Hamilton-Caſtle; where, upon the Teſtimonies of Robert Melvyn, 
and others, in a Meeting of a great part of the Nobility, there 

was drawn a Sentence Declaratory, that the Grant extorted from 
the Queen in Priſon (which is Juſtus Metus) was actually void 
from the Beginning ; upon which great Multitudes flocked unto 
her, ſo as within a Day or Two, ſhe had got. an Army of at 
leaſt bovo. But when they joined Battle with Murray, being 
but raw and unexperienced Soldiers, they were ſoon defeated ; 
ſo that the Queen tought to ſave her ſelf by flight, journeying in 

one Day Threeſcore Miles, and coming at Night to the Houſe of 
Maxwell Lord Heris. From thence ſhe ſent Fobn Beton to Queen 
Elizabeth with a Diamon'd-Ring, which ſhe had formerly received 
from her, as a Pledge of mutual Amity ; intimating, that ſhe 

would come into Eiland, and imploring her Aid, if her Subjects 
offered to proſecute her any further. Queen lixabeth returned

Exland, in ſtead of being a Sanctuary to the diſtreſſed Queen 
of Scots, became only a change of Air, but not from Confinement 
to Liberty; for being denied acceſs to Queen E:zabeth, and toſ- 
ſed from one Priſon to another for the Space of above Eighteen 
Years, in which ſhe had often ſtruggled for Liberty (as our An- 
nals do teſtifie) that cruel Tragedy of her Life, begun in Scot- 
land, was here more cruelly ended by the Stroke of an Axe in 
Fot heringha)- Caſtle in Northamptonſhire (much to the Diſhonour of 
this Kingdom) upon the 6th of the Ides of February (vis. the 8th 


Day of February,) 1587. But beginning the Year on the Firſt of 
Januar), Anno 1586. 


Being thus deprived of Life, Queen Elizabeth to ſhew her De- 
teſtation of ſo horrid an Act, which ſhe declared to be done with- 
out her Knowledge, cauſed the Corps of the Queen of Scots to 
be buried with very great Solemnity in the Cathedral-Church of E. 4%.

nificent Tomb (the Figure of which is inſerted in the following 
Page) upon Eight Corint bian Pillars, under the Arch of which lies 


the Portraiture of the Queen: The Frize is Beautified with ſeve- 


ral Matches oſ the Kings of Scotland, and the Top thereof crowu- 
ed with her Achievement; ſeveral Tables of Marble contain her 
Epitaph, which gives the Reader a brief Account of her Royal 
Deſcent and Kingly Relations; the exquiſite Endowments both 
of her Body and Mind, the Troubles of her Life, her Conſtancy 
in Religion, and Reſolution in Death. -

between the Hours of Eleven and Twelve in the Forenoon, on 
the 27th of March 1625, after he had Reigned over this King- 
dom Twenty two Years, and Three Days, and over the King- 
dom of Scotland Fifty nine Years, Three Months, and Twelve 
Days, being = about Sixty Years. His Body, for the greater 
State, was, by Torch-light, conveyed from T beobalds to Denmark- 
Houſe ; where having reſted from the 23d of April to the 7th Day 
of May, it was thence carry 'd to Weſtminſter- Abbey to a ſtately 
Herſe, with great Solemnity, but with greater Lamentation,

ſummation of his Marriage on St. Valentine s-Day ( viz. the 
14th of February) in the Chapel of White hall aforeſaid ; 
the Bride being led to Church by two Batchelors, her 
Brother Prince Charles, and the Earl of Northampton Lord- 
Privy-Seal. She was attired all in White, having a rich 
Crown of Gold upun her Head, her Hair hanging down 
at length, curiouſly beſet with Pearls and Precious-Stones, her 
Train ſupported by Twelve young Ladies in White Gar- 
ments. The King Gave her in Marriage, the Arch-Biſhop 
of Canterbury Marry'd them, and the Biſhop of Bath and 
Wells Preach'd the Bridal-Sermon. Which ended, ſhe was 
led Home by two Marry'd Men, the Duke of Lenox, and the 
Earl of AVottingham Lord-Admiral. Theſe Nuptials were 
celebrated with ſtately Maſques. After which, the 
Lord-Mayor and Court of Aldermen, gave the Bride a 
Chain of Oriental-Pearl, valu'd at Two thouſand Pounds. 
After all things had been perform'd for honouring their Mar- 
r1age, on the 1oth of April the Count-Palatine and the Princeſs 
Hlixaletb, took their Leave of the King and Queen at Rocheſter, 
and there embarking, on the 29th of the tame Month they 
arrived at Fluſhing ; and from thence proceeded to Hydelberg, 
being received, in all Places where they paſs'd, with great

The Count-Palatine being thus ſtrengthen'd by Alliance with 
the King of Grcat-Britain, was thought a fit Perſon to be

Who made him anſwer, There cou'd be 
no better way, than to make a Marriage between his Son 
the Prince of Wales, and the Infanta of Spain ; the effecting 
of which, he ſaid, wou'd be eaſy, if the Prince might have 
Leave to make a Journey into Spam. Which, after much- 
ado, was conſented unto. Upon which, Prince Charles, with 
the Marquis of Buckingham, and others, making a Journey 
thither (by the way of France) was magnificently received : 
But after Eight Months Stay in Spain, by the Delay of the 
Spamards, the Match was render'd ineffectual. So that this 
Exiled Prince, the King of Bobemia, being Diſpoſſeſsd of his 
Hereditary-Eſtate, Died of a Fever, in Mentz, on the 2 
of November, 1632; (a Prince ſo ſweetly Condition'd, as 
that he was univerſally belov'd by all Proteſtants ) leaving his 
Queen a Widow, who continu'd at the Hague in Holland 
till the Reſtoration of her Nephew (King Charles the Second) 
to his Monarchy of Great-Britam; who thereupon ſent for 
her into England : Where ſhe arrived at Louam on the 17th 
Day of May, 1661 ; and continuing till the 8th of Fru 
at the Houſe of the Earl of Craven in Drury-lane, (a Noblenian

Command of his Army, he was unhappily Diſcover'd by 
Cardinal Richlieu, at Moulms, and thence ſent back Priſoner 
to Bois de Vincennes; from whence, after Three and twenty 
Weeks Impriſonment, he was, by the Mediation of King 


Charles the Firſt (his Uncle) ſet at Liberty. In the Year 1643,he 


came again into England; and, with the King's ſecret Conſent, 
(becauſe the King could not continue unto him the wonted Pen- 
hon, whilſt the Rebels poſſeſs d the greateſt part of His Majeſty's 
Revenues) made his Addreſſes to, and Abode with the 
Dilloyal part of the Lords and Commons at Weſtminſter ;

inveſted in his Robes, received his Coronet, and the Golden-Rod ; 
and ſo the Ceremony ended. 

In the Year 1606. the Duke was committed to the Tuition of 
one I bomas Murray a Scotch Man: In 1611. his Royal Highneſs was 

made a Kt. of the Garter, and upon the death of his Elder Brother 

Prince Henry, he was immediately honoured with the Title of 
Duke of Cornwall, and in 1616. was ereated Prince of Wales, and 
Earl of Cheſter and Flint. 

Count Gundomore was ſent over Ambaſſador from the King 
of Spazn, to Treat of a Marriage betwixt this young Prince and 
the Infanta of Spain; who confidently affirming, there was no 
other way to regain the Palatinate, and to ſettle a perpetual Peace 
in England, but by this Match, King James, having a Natural In- 
clination to Peace, gave great Attention thereto, and by Advice 
of the Privy-Council, the Prince on the 17th of February, 1622.was 
ſent diſguiſed with the Marquis of Buckingham, attended b 
Eudimion Porter of the Bed-chamber, and Richard Graham Maſter 
of the Horſe to the Marquis, who were met at Dover by Sir 
Francis Cottington Secretary to the Prince: And there imbarking 
for France, landed at Boloign, and thence went Poſt to Pars, 
where ſtaying One Day, the Prince at a Mask had a Tranſient- 
view of that Beautiful Lady the Princeſs Henrietta Maria, Daugh- 
ter of Henry the Fourth of France, whom Fate, as it ſhould ſeem, 
had allotted for him. 


On the 7th of March he arrived at Madrid, and alighted at bc 
the Earl of Briſtols Houſe, who was then Ambaſſador Extraor- Maid. 
dinary from King James to that Court; whoſe ſudden Arrival 
ſtartled Briſtol, being altogether a Stranger to the Journey. The 

next Morning notice was given to Count Olivares, the Span: 
Favourite, (and by him communicated to King Philip) of 
the Arrival of the Duke of Backmgbam, who in private in- 
formed the King of the Prince's hazardous Adventure to have a 
fight of the Inſanta, which accordingly was afterwards perform- 
ed with a great deal of ſeeming Affection. But the Crafty Spa- 
mard could by no Means be drawn to admit the Reſtitution of 
the Palatmate, but would reſerve it as a Gratuity to be freely be- 

| ſtowed after the Marriage. 

Much time was ſpent, and Articles were drawn on both fides nne ga 
ready to Sign, when on the Sudden Pope Gregory died, who was zain to Eng 
to give his Diſpenſation for the Match; whereupon Application '* 
was made to Pope Urban his Succeſſor, which protracted fo much 
time, that the Prince being ſenſible of Delay, defire leave to 

return, and fo after many Complements paſt, he took his fare- 
wel of the King and Tafanta, and with much Danger arrived the 
5th of Oclober at Portſmouth. The next Day he poſted to London, 
where he was received with unſpeakeable joy of the People, and

whom he gave an ample and large Account of the whole Proceed- 
ings: Which the King communicated to the Council, who there- 
upon concluded to acquaint a Parliament with it; which accor- 
dingly was ſummoned to meet in February following. 

The Parliament being ſate, the Houſe after Debate, deſired 
a further Account of the Particulars of the Spamſbh Voyage, 
which accordingly was given by the Duke of Buckingham and 
the Prince, to their great Satisfaction; who, after mature Con- 
{ideration, adviſed the King to break off the Treaty with Sparn, 
and to proclaim open War, to which the King was hardly per. 
ſuaded by reaſon of his peaceful Diſpoſition, and want of Mo- 
ney to maintain it : But at Jaſt a Council of War was choſen, 
who agreed that 6000 Men ſhould be immediately ſent into the 
Low-Comntries, in order to their Paſſage into Germany. 8 

Hereupon the Duke of Buckingham was accuſed of Treaſon 
by the Spaniſb Ambaſſador; but the Treaty with Spain being nul- 
led, and Prince Charles growing in Years, and 1n favour of the 


People, ſome Overtures were made for a Marriage with the 


Daughter of Fance: Which King James breaking to his Privy- 
Council, and they jointly Applauding it; a Parliament was 
again ſummoned, and the Bufineſs being propounded to them, 
it was entertained by them with an unanimous Conſent, and pro- 
ſed that the Earl of Holland ſhould be forthwith ſent to feel 
the Pulſe of the French King in order to the Match; who upon 
his Arrival in France, finding the French King inclined thereto, 
the Earl of Carliſle was ſent over as an additional Ambaſſador to 
the Earl of Holland, and the French King diſpatch'd the Mar- 
quis d' Effait for England in Quality of his Ambaſſador. Theſe 
noble Inſtruments plyed their Buſineſs fo cloſe, that on the 1oth 
of Nov. 1624. Articles on both fides were figned, there wanti 
nothing for compleating the Match but a Diſpenſation from Rome, 
for which the King of France ſolicited ; but in the Interim, King 
James departing this Mortal Life on Sunday the 27th Day of 
March, 1625. at his Manor of 1 heobalds, left his Son engaged in 
a War with Spain, and an empty Exchequer. The ſaid News of

equal Splendor, they came to Graveſend, and thence by

from him, and call him to an Account: Whereupon the King 
ſeeing that nothing towards his Satisfaction was intended by 
them, he diſſolved them, and took up ſeveral Sums upon Loan, 
from all thoſe of the Kingdom who were beſt able to ſpare their 
Money. 

The Second of February 1625. being the Day appointed for ;;;coom- 

the King Coronation, the ſame was then performed by George e 1623. 
Abbot Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, with all uſual and accuſtomed

Jiu, a Phifician ; till at laft the King was conſtrained to ſend 
them Word by Sir Richard Weſton, that it was beſt for them 
to conſult of Matters of greateſt Importance at preſent, and 
that they ſhould have Time enough for other Things afterwards. 
Anno 16:4, Several thwarting Accuſations at this time paſſed in Parliament 
Puke of But- hetween the Duke of Buckingbamand the Earl of Briſtol, for Mat- 
ae Be ters acted in the late King's time, wherein they Recriminated up- 
beg ch on each other. In fine, the Duke of Buckingham ſuſtained the 
Laſh of all their contumely, and tho to every Article he gave 
as good Satisfaction as in Reaſon could be expected, yet their rage 
cealed not to prefer new Matters of old Concernments againſt 
him; whick tho' true (as he urged) ought not then to have been 
remembred, ſince in Parliament, An. 21. of King James, he 
had been acquitted : Beſides his preſent Majeſty's General Pardon 
at his Coronation was ſufficient to free him, as it did all others, 
from the like Imputation.

Doctor Lamb, a Creature of the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, was murdered in the Streets of London, by the Rabble, 
ior which the City was fined 6000 J. Notwithſtanding, with 
option o much ado, ſhortly after a Third Expedition went on with 6000 
i. Horſeand Foot. 10 Royal Ships, and 90 Merchant-men, under 
, the command of the Duke of Buckingham, for Defence of the 
Rochellers : Who being conducted by one Monfieur Sie ſſe, had 
leized on that Place, and divers others for the Proteſtant Religi- 
on, againſt their King, from whom but a little before they had, by 
Mediation of the Eugliſß Ambaſſadors, obtained a Truce ; which 
afterwards, upon advantage of the King of France's Armies remo- 
ving towards Italy, the ſaid Sobzefſe took an occafion to break, 
by turprifing the Jjie of Rhe, and attempting Port Lewrs : Where- 
upon Leis XIII. the French King, diverting his force from the 
way of Hal) (with the Shipping that had been lent him for that Ser- 
vice by the King of £Ez2land) ſet upon them; forcing them from 
their Holds, and S4re{ſe into the Iſle of Ollerm. When at the 
Sir Fon bu. Duke's coming, he endeavoured to Land at the Iſle of Rhe with 
weretam, his Men, he had a ſharp Fight, wherein many brave Gentlemen 
loſt their Lives on both tides, and little to the purpoſe effected. 
But returning Home, another Fleet was ſhortly provided, which 
the King came himſelſ to view at Portſmouth, where the ſaid Duke 
being very intent upon the Bufineſs, and labouring much to get 
all Things in readineſs, for recovery of that wherein he had 
been unſucceſefol, as he came down Stairs out of his Chamber,

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The remaining Juno (for a Parliament it cannot hereafter be yy og 
properly called) Petitioned the King for a Guard to be command- US 
ed by the Earl of Eſſex, when his Majeſty had more need of one 
for himſelf: Who ſending to the Lord-Mayor and Aldermen to 
ſuppreſs the rudeneſs of their Apprentices, he received no other 
Satisfaction than another Petition from them, much to the ſame 
purpoſe of the laſt from the Parliament; which the King denying, 
was informed that all the late Tumults were chiefly countenanced 
by Five Members of the Commons-Houſe ; viz.

And the 23d of May the Queen was voted a Traitor by the 
Sedentaries, for having expreſſed her love ſo exemplarily to the 
King her Husband. Np 
Many encounters happened in the Weſt between Sir Ralph 
Hopton for the King, and Sir George Chudley for the Juno, with 
various Succeſs. In May this Year Rabert Teomans and George 
Bourcher were executed at Briſtol, for endeavouring the ſur-

render of that City to the King, which was followed by the KingChartes 
Death of that Grand Fomenter of this unnatural Rebellion Mr. is? 
Fobn Pim. Mr. Jobn Hamden, ſuch another, was at this time 
Slain in Chalgrave-Field, where Prince Rupert encountring the 
Buckinghamſhire-Forces, routed them. Several Conflicts hap- 

ned this Year in divers Parts of the Kingdom, wherein the 
king's Forces had commonly the Victory. Briſtol and Exeter 
were both taken for the King ; befides the Signal Victory of 
Roundway-Down, obtained by the Lord Wilmot, the Earl of 3 
Carnar van, the Earl of Crawford, and the Lord Biron, againſt Sir Pons e 
Witham Waller. 

At theſe Loſſes, the Parliament became ſo grievoully diſturbed, 
that they were forced to make uſe of the powerful Preachings of 
their Miniſtry, to help them to fit up an Army for Eſſex and 
Waller, who were both in miſerable Diſtreſs ; which being ſpeedi- 
ly muſtered upon Hownſlew-Heath, out of the Inexhauſtible Trea- 
ſury of Rebellion, for the Relief of Gloceſter, which was then 
beſieged by the King; they did upon the 5th of September effect 
it, his Majeſty upon their advance removing towards London ; 
which had he done before this laſt Army was raiſed, would in all 
likelihood have put an end to the War. 

Eſex hereupon marched to Newberry, where the King reſoly'd mes ntthe of 
to fight him, planting his Ordnance, and making Choice of his Sept. 20.543. 
Ground. The Enemy was received with unſpeakable Valour by 
Prince Rupert, the Engagement on both fides being vigorouſly 
carried on, with the loſs of many Gallant Gentlemen's Lives (the 
Earls of Carnarvan and Sunderland, and the Viſcount Falkland be- 
ing ſlain) till Night concluded the Encounter, wherein the Sedey- 
taries gained not ſo much the better that they had any Stomach 
next Day to renew the Fight, but they marched away back to- 
wards Gloceſter, near which, in a narrow Lane, they were ſo 
furiouſly charged by a Party of Horſe commanded by Colo- 
nel Urrey, that Eſſex's Horſe were forced to run over his own 
Foot, till taking the Field, they rallied again, and put Urrey 
to Flight. 5 

This was News, and cauſe of a Thankſgiving at London, eſpe- 
cially for the great Honour that their Trained-Bands had gained 
thereby : And not long after that pernicious Confederacy, (called | 
the Alina Covenant) was taken by the Brethren at Weſtminſter, Cusn 
Mean-while Gloceſter received many alarms by the Lord Herbert alen. 
and Sir John Winter, who with a Confiderable Force was then 
come out of Ireland ; but the Place was too vigilantly defended by 
Colonel Edward Maſſey (which he afterwards repented) when 
Eſſex having beſieged Reading, the King's Forces withdrew out 
of Gloceſterſhire, towards that Place: Whereby Waller and Maſ- 
ſey getting tome breath, fell upon Hereford, which they took, and 
attempted Worceſter, but durſt not ſtay long there for fear of the 
Lords Capel and Loughborough, who were then at Hand, with 
latention of relieving Eccleſhal-Town and Caftle, then 
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Stuarts,

beſieged by Sir Milliam Brereton, which at that time they effect- 
ed, tho” preſently after the ſame were again ſurrendred unto him. 

The Parliament after this, iſſued out their Proclamation, de- 
claring all to be Traitors that aſſiſted the King; and his Majeſty 
ſummoning his Parliament at Oxford (where were aſſembled the 
Prince, the Dukes of Tork and Cumberland, the Lord-Treaſurer, 


Lord-Keeper, Duke of Richmond, and Marquis of Hertford, 


Nineteen Earls, Eighteen Lords, and a Hundred and Twenty Six 
Knights and Gentlemen) did as much for them, whilſt the 
Forces on both ſides were in one Place or other of the Kingdom 
Daily engaged : The Scots at this Time entring England with 
an Army of 18000 Foot, and 2000 Horſe, to the Aſſiſtance of 
their Brethren. Newark being beſieged by Sir John Meldram, 
he was there Blockt up by Prince Rupert, and made to yield upon 
Conditions. 1 8 ä 
The Marquis of Aſontroſs, upon his Country-mens advance in- 
to England, was by the King made Governour-General in Scotland, 
and entered that Kingdom with an Army, gaining many of the 
Gallanteſt fort of that Country to his Party. About which time 
Sir William Waller having taken Arundel-Caftle, marched againſt 
the Lord Hopton, and near Wincheſter, had bettter ſucceſs than his 
Cauſe deſerved. 
Oliver Cromwell was by the Sedentaries made Governour of the 
Tile of Ely : Fox and Fairfax took Beaudly and Selby. Latham- 
Houſe, after Eighteen Weeks Siege, was relieved by Prince Ru-

(his Majeſty's greateſt Armies being then aboard) reſolved to en- 
viron the King in Oxford, which he perceiving, left that Place by 
Night, and marched Northward; whom the other purſuing Two 
ſeveral Ways, Waller was at laſt met with by the King, and 
ſufficiently routed at Cropredy-Bridge, from whence his Majeſty 
followed Eſſcx Weſtward to Bath, and ſo into Cornwall ; where 
once more a happy Concluſion of this Inteſtine War might have 
been made, had the Advantage been but reaſonably purſued : For 
Eſſex being pinned up in ſuch a Strait, that he had but one way 
to ſhift for himſelf, which was by putting to Sea, he left his Ar- 
my to Mediate for an Accomodation ; unto which the King 
giving too gracious a regard, the Enemy gained ſo much advan- 
tage, that increaſing their Force in the North, Newcaſtle was 
taken by the Scots, and the Earl of that Place beſieged in Jork. 

But Prince Rupert coming to his relief, the Befiegers drew off 

at hisapproach ; and the Prince following them with an Intention 

to fight them, accordingly on the 3d of Fuly, 1644. at Seven a 
Clock in the Morning, the Sedentaries Forces having the Advan- 


in Four Miles of Tok) Prince Rupert with the Right-Wing fel! 
on the Enemy, and routed Part of them, while General Goring 
and Sir Charles Lucas engaged the main Body, and put them to 
Flight: But the King's Forces purſuing the Rebels too far, the 
Enemy rallied, and fell on the divided Bodies, and Totally diſ- 


perſed 
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perſed them, ſo that they took 3000 Priſoners, with Twenty King cba. 
Pieces of Cannon, beſides a conſiderable Number of Officers. pin 
Upon this the Lord Farrfax, with his Son, and the Earl of 
Mancheſter immediately ſurrounded Tork, and by reaſon that all 
the Powder and Ammunition of the Garriſon was ſpent in the 
late Battle, Sir Thomas Glembam, who was then Governour for the dedte Sete 
King, was compelled to ſurrender that City upon Honourable 
Terms. 
_ Hereupon Prince Rupert marched into Lancaſhire with the 
broken Forces he had left, where many of the beſt of his Ar- 
my, together with the Earl of Newcafile, leaving him, they took 
to Sea, and landed at Hamborough. By which the Sedentarzes 
being incouraged, they forthwith made new Levies in the Aſ- 

ſociate Counties, both of Men and Money, which they ſent 
Weſtward, under the Command of the Earl of Mancheſter : 
Whilſt Prince Rupert who was near Briſtol, ſeeking to paſs his 
Army over at Auſt-Ferry near Chepſlow, was there incountred 
and worſted. However the King gathering all his Forces toge- 
ther, came to Newbery, where, with the ſame Preparation, 
came Mancheſter, Eſſex, and Waller. And on the 27th of 
October, 1644. another deadly Battle enſued, which concluded & ben. 
much after the ſame Manner with the former in that Place; af. . 1544 
ter which his Majeſty removing towards Dennmgton, was purſued 
by the Rebels who ſummoned the Caſtle, and in vain attemp- 
ted ict. „„ 5 | 
The Sedentaries, as if hitherto afraid to exerciſe much of their Sir Fobn Ho 
Tyranny in cold Blood, proceeded now with confidence to fit ju- A 
dicially upon the Lives of ſuch whom they had in their Hands, and g. 4 
deemed Delinquents ; the firſt whereof were the Hothams, Sir 
John the Father, and Sir Jobn the Son, with Sir Alexander Carew, 
who were all Three beheaded on Tower-Hlil, for having been 
Traitors, and intended to become Honeſt : After them followed 
the Execution of the Jriſb Lord Macguire at Tyburn. And upon 
the 1oth of December 1644. enfued the Decollation of William Arct-Bilbop 
Laud Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury upon Tower-Hill, who ad. 
after above an Hundred Times attendance on the Jun&o, was by 

the Commons Voted Guilty of High-Treaſon : Not long after 
which was the Treaty at Uxbridge, which like to the Reſt, came 

to nothing. . 
In Scotland the Marquis of Montroſs having ſeized Dumfrees, 
and expecting aid out of Ireland, of which he received but 1100 
Men from the Earl of Antrim, marched into the High-Lands, and 
there had ſeveral Skirmiſhes with Argile: In all which he be- 
haved himſelf with much Heroick Valour. 

The Earl of Eſſex at this time laying down his Commiſſion, 8. nn 

had 10000 l. per Aunum, voted him out of Delinquents Eſtates, ai 
whereupon his Command was conferred on Sir Thomas Fair fax, in deu, 
whoſe Commiſſion the Commons voted that the Clauſe (For Pre- © 
ſervation of his Majeſty's Perſon) ſhould be left out. Hereupon en- 


ſued a new Model of all their Army which was effected; and Oliver

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cue, Cyomwell being made Lieutenant-General, beat a Party of the 
King's at Jjlip-Bridge, took Bletchendon-Houſe, and defeated ano- 
ther Party at Bampton-Buſh. And Maſſey took Eveſham by 
Storm, whilſt Prince Rupert on the other fide relieved Cheſte;, 
then befieged by Brereton, and returning Southwards again, 
forced the Town of Leiceſter. 
Mean-while the Lord Goring in the Weſt, overthrew Colonel 
Welden near T aunton ; which, together with ſome other Succeſſes that 
partlo of happened at that time, made the King's Affairs look again with a 
14. 1643. very good Aſpect, till the fatal Battle of MNaſeby, which was 
1 fought upon the 14th of June, 1645. and was not loſt for want 
of any Gallantry in the King's Party, but occafioned by purſu- 
ing of the Victory too far, when it was as good as gained, the 
Rebels being once put to an abſolute Rout, and all their Carriages 
taken ; till Cromwell rallying his Troops, fell upon the King's 
Left-Wing, whilſt Prince Rupert with the reſt purſued the Ene- 
my, and returning too late, they became Maſters of the Field, not- 
withſtanding the King himſelf, with moſt inexpreſſible Valour, had 
eallantly withſtood the moſt Deſperate Charge of that Villain, and 
no leſs than five times rallied upon him; however, being at laſt over- 
wered, his Majeſty was forced to retire, and tho hotly purſu- 
Die bu ed, made good his retreat to Lichſield. This unlucky overthrow 
tbe ebels. proved the Utter-ruine of all the King's Intereſt, fince after this 
no Place ſtood long againſt the Fury of the Enemy. Leiceſter with- 
in Twenty Days was retaken by Sir ohn Gell ; the Lord Goring 
ſhortly after routed by Farrfadt, and Brideewater taken. In the 


North, the Caſtles of Pontefract and S:arborough were taken by 
Poynes and Sir Matthew Boynton; as in the Weſt again, was 
Bath, by Rich and Okey: And Hereford being beſieged by the Scots, 
they raiſed the Siege with Intention to march into Scotland againſt 
Montroſs. 


And others All this while the King with a Flying Army, which he had got- 


han if together in Wales, came to Leiceſter, and by the way fought 


with a Party of the Scottiſb Horſe, after which he beat Sir John Gell, 
and carried ſome Priſoners to Welbeck-Houſe, and taking Hunting- 
don, came to Cambridge; where after a ſmall Diſpute he forced his 
entrance ; thence he marcht to Oxford, where ſtaying not long, 
he paſſed to Ludlow, being earneſtly bent for the relief of Cheſter, 
which was then beſieged by Brereton; where he fought Poynes at 
Routon-Heath, and had the ſame Fortune as formerly, to win at 
firſt and loſe at laſt ;ſo that being forced to betake himſelf into the 
City of Cheſter, he continued there a while, but finding the Place 
weak thro' Batteries, and the Enemy ready to Storm it, he paſſed 
thence into Wales. 
Fairfax coming before Sherborn, won the ſame from Sir Lews 
Dives, the 17th of Auguſt: From whence he ſat down before 
vie Sat. Briſtol, took the Town by Storm, and the Caſtle by Surrender: 
xadred. From thence he march'd to Exeter. Whilſt Cromwell marching to 
the Dewiſes, took that Place, Wincheſter, and Baſmg-Houſe :

Montroſs in Scotland, (though over-powered, yet) moſt Gal- 
lantly behaved himſelf againſt the King's Enemies there : His 
Majeſty therefore, being defirous to aſſiſt him, ſent Sir Marma- 
duke Langdale, with what Forces he could make, towards him. 
Theſe paſſing through Tork/brre, ſurprized near Sherborn above $00 
of the Enemy, but not knowing well what to do with them, for 
want of a Hold near Hand to convey them to, they themſelves 
were encountred by Copley and Lilburn, and unfortunately made 
to Change Condition with their Priſoners. After this followed 
the loſs of Hereford by ſurprize, and Cheſter by ſurrender, after 
a long Siege. While his Majeſty was at Newark, a Difference 
ariſing there amongſt the Lords of his Party, he left that Place 4 
and came to Oxford: Where in a ſhort time after Fairfax with 
part of his Army Blockt him up; the reſt encountring the Lord 
Hopton at Torrington in Devonſhire, defeated him, and at Truro de 
{hut him up; from whence he failed into France. We 
The Queen having taken her laſt farewel at Abingdon of the rene 
King her Husband, in the Month of July 1644. embarked at ra. © 
Pendenns-Caſtle, and failed into France, where being entertained 
at the Charge of the preſent French King Lewis XIV. her Ne- 
phew, ſhe paſſed a ſolitary and retired Life until the Year 1650. 
When after Nineteen Years Baniſhment (upon the Reſtauration of 
her Son King Charles II. to the Crown of England) ſhe came to 
London, and having ſetled her Revenues here, returned with her 
youngeſt Daughter the Lady Henrietta into France, whom ſhe 
beſtowed in Marriage to the then Duke of Anjou: And in the 
Month of July, 1662. coming again into England, ſetled her 
Court at Somerſet-Houſe ; where ſhe reſided till May, 1665. and 
then croſſed the Seas again to her Native Country; which after 
Four Years more became the Place of her Death. She deceafing , Den at 
at her Houſe at Columbe Four Leagues from Paris, upon the 1oth Q . 
Day of Auguſt, S. N. about Four of the Clock in the Morning, 
An. 1669. in the Sixtieth Year of her Age. Her Body was 
_ expoſed upon a Bed of State in her Chamber, and the next Day 
embalmed, and afterwards conveyed to the Monaſtery of Chaliot, 
attended by the Lady Marſhal de Pleſſyes, and ſeveral other 
Ladies of Quality, to whoſe Memory the ſaid French King her 
Nephew, erected a Sumptuous Mauſolcum in the Abbey- Church 
of St. Dennis, the Figure whereof is repreſented in the following 
Page. For a Character, her Majeſty needeth no other than what 
is found in the Seventh Chapter of that Incomparable Book, com- 
piled by him who knew her beſt. * 
The King, the Duke of Tork, Prince Rupert, and Prince Mau- 
rice, were all this while at Oxford, ſurrounded with the Enemies 
Forces, expecting only the relief of the Lord A/iley's Foot, to join 111 
with the King's Horſe at Farrington ; but theſe were encountred - 
by the way at Stow in the Woulds, by Brereton and Morgan, and 
Totally routed. 
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In all which defeats the Policy of the Sedemaries was very Re- KingCharles 
markable, when they found their Ends near Hand compleated : for UN 
few. or none of thoſe Succeſſes happened unto them, wherein they 
pretended not to find Letters of the King's to publiſh in favour of 
Popery, either in Jreland, or elſewhere (not excepting thoſe Let- 
ters from Publication which privately paſſed betwixt his Majeſty 
and the Queen) intending thereby to alienate the Hearts of the 
People from him, which at the laſt anſwered not their Expecta- 
tion. | 

In Scotland only the King's Affairs at this time, went well under 

the Conduct of the Marquis of Montroſs, who in Two Signal 

Battles at Alderne and Kilſith, gave the Covenanters notable Over- 

throws; but was at laſt himſelf defeated by David Leſley, and un I 

many of his Men killed and taken; yet he till continued to up- fαπt 
hold his Majeſty's Intereft till all was loſt ; and the King commit- | 
ting his Perſon to the Ste, commanded the Marquis to disband 

his Army. Which his Majeſty in a ſad Diſguiſe wasnow forced 
to do, paſſing from Oxford with one Parſon Hudſon, and Mr. John 
Aſpburnbam, to Newark, before which Town, the Scottiſh Army 
lay: Unto whom his Majeſty diſcovering himſelf, commanded 
the Place to be ſurrendred. And now all thoſe that had moſt 
faithfully ſerved him, as their laſt Refuge, were forced to do the 
ſame with themſelves upon any Conditions they could get : All 
the laft Garriſons which had ſtoutly ſtood out for the King's Inte- 
reſt ſurrendring, even Oxford. itſelf. Prince Rupert and Prince 
Mazxrice tranſported themſelves beyond Sea; the Duke of Tork sender et 
was brought to St. James's, where he met his Siſter the Princeſs 
Henrietta Maria who was ſent thither likewiſe, upon the ſurren- 
der of Exeter, and ſhortly after conveyed by the Lady Dalke:th 
from Oatlands into France, Prince Charles being happily gotten 
into the Iſle of Jerſey ſome time before. 5 

The Earl of Eſſex having lived to ſee an end of this Fatal | 
War, whereof he had been a moſt violent Promoter, died of an des m 
Apoplexy the 14th of September, 1646. with whom (tho' the 
horrid Miſchief ſtill continued that was begotten by it) the Preſ- 
byterian Cauſe periſhed ; for the Common Enemy being quite 
beaten out of the Field, there happened great Diviſions among 
the Commons and Army at Home: For being diſtinguiſhed into 
Two Parties under the Titles of Presbyterian and Independent ; 

the Independent being the moſt Subtile and Cloſe, infinuated 
into the greater Part of the Army, and carried on their Deſigns 
with more Vigour and Reſolution than the other. 

His Majeſty being brought by the Scots to Newcaſtle (fearing 
that Fairfax might have forced him out of their Hands) he ſent Ammo 1545 
from thence to the Sedentaries for a Treaty, and they tendered to Tre Kino 
him Sixteen Propoſitions, without ever a Word of Reaſon in them; La 
which being therefore denied by the King, his Majeſty deſired“ 
Perſonally to treat with them at Weſtminſter : Whereupon the

which not being able to ſuſtain the Inſolence of the Army's lying 
near it, complained to their Patriots of both Houſes, to have it 
removed further from them, and they themſelves put into a 
Poſture of Defence; was which ſo ſtrongly argued on both ſides 
at Guild-Hall, that from Words they fell to Blows, and at laſt the 
City was brought to Submiſſion: Whereupon Sir T homas Fair fax

— The King this while was removed to Hampton-Court, from 

Te he Whence, being perſuaded by a ſpecious pretence of one Hammond, 

i: of We. that a Defign was ſet on Foot to kill him, he was jugled into the 
Arno 164% Tfle of Wight ; where while he remained, ſome few of his beſt 

Subjects in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom endeavoured his Relief, 

and ſome that had been his Enemies recanting, took their Parts. 

As in Wales, Powel, Poyer, and Laugherne, with Sir John Owen 

and others of the Loyal-Party : The Earl of Holland, with the 

Lord Francis Villers at Ning ſton-upon- I hames : The Kentiſh Men, 

and others, with the Lords Goring and Capel ; who being forced 

out of Kent, paſſed into Eſſex, and fortified themſelves in Cul- 

cheſter : But all ere long were defeated by the too powerful 

Rebels. The Three Firtt caſting Lots for their Lives, it fell on 


Poycr, who was Shot to Death at London: The Lord Francis . 


was vlain in the Place of Fight, and Sir Charles Lucas and Sir 
George Liſle were Shot to Death by Order of Fairfax, upon the 
ccbeſter Sur- Surrender of Colcheſter. The reſt were reſerved to a further 
rendrel. Tryal, whilſt Duke Hamilton with an Army of Scots entring 
England, joined with Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and ſuſtained 
the ſame Fortune with the former, being defeated by Cromwell 
and Lambert, and the Duke taken Priſoner. 
And now many of the Members, who all this ſad time had 
Nurſed the Rebellion in both Houſes, began to ſee the Miſe- 
ry wherein they had involved themſelves, and, upon more Mode- 
rate Conditions than ever, were contented to treat with his 
Majeſty, and Acquieſce, if Epiſcopacy might be put down with 
ſome few Dependencies upon the tame : Whereto the King not 


agree-

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agreeing, yet for Peace Sake, ſo far condeſcended as to grant King Cherie 
Presbytery a I hree-Years Reign, which the Major Part of the END 
Sedentaries Voted was a Ground of Peace; till from the Arm 
they received a Petition, Seconded with a reſolute Remonftrance, re dme 
That the King, as the moſt grand Delinquent, ſhould be brought 4, ove 
to Juſtice : Againſt which the far greater part Proteſted, and *--n- 
ſtood to their former Vote. Whereupon the whole Army com- 2 
ing up to London, violently entered the Parliament-Houſe, ande“ 
pull'd out all them by the Ears that Voted contrary to their Re- 
 monſtrance. 

Thus, after ſo much Bloodſhed and Ruine to the whole Nation, 
were theſe miſerable Men ſerved by their own Creatures, and 
in a Moment both their Tyranny and Honour laid in the Duſt ; 
for at a Council of War held by the Army at the Bull in St. 

Albans (where were preſent Sixteen Colonels, beſides other Offi- 
cers) a Declaration was Read of all their Grievances and Deſires, 
containing Twenty Six-Sheets of Paper; which was ordered to 
be preſented to the Rouſe, (who were by their Commiſſioners 
entered into a Perſonal Treaty with his Majeſty in the Ile of 
IW/ight ; ) and accordingly was done to the Commons Houſe upon 
the 26th of Novemb. 1648. (being the Day before ſubſcribed by 
the General) ſhewing, The miſeomes of the King and Parliament 
ſeverally ; alſo in all Treaties betwnxt them, eſpecially that they were 
nom in. I hey conceived the Parliament had abundant cauſe to lay 

aſide any further Proceedings in that Treaty, and to return to ther 
Vote of Non-Addrefles ; and ſettle with or againſt the King, that he 
may Govern no more, by rejecting thoſe Demauds of the King, eſpe- 
cially concerning his Reſtitution, and coming to London with Freedom, 

Honour, and Safety ; and that they may proceed againſt the King m 
way of Juſtice ; and that a Peremptory Day be ſet for the Prince of 
Wales and Duke of York to come in; if not, to be declared uncapable 
of any Government, and ſtand exiled for ever as Traitors. 

Hereupon the King was by Colonel Evers conveyed from enge. 
Newport to Hurſt-Caltle, a very Noiſom and Unwholeſom Cane. 
Place; and during his Conftraint, he finiſhed his Book, entitu- 
led, x naa. Or the Portraiture of his Sacred Majeſty in 
his Solitude and Suffermgs : A Royal Monument which he hath 
left to Poſterity. 5 

The Houſe upon this Declaration fate all Day and Night till 
Eight of the Clock next morning, and manv Cpeeches were 
made by divers Members of the King's Conceſſions ; among the 
reſt Mr. Prin made a long Speech, proving the King's Conceſſi- 
ons of be a Ground for a ſetled Peace, which was afterwards 
Voted in the Houſe, 129 being for it, and 84 againſt it.

Manner, Time, and Place; whereupon the Lords Voted, That 
the King could not commit Treaſon againſt the Common-Wealth : and, 
| 'T hat no Ad of the Commons is binding without the conſent of the Lords. 
Cr , Tis laying their violent Hands on Majeſty, and committing 
pre ret an Inſolence beyond all hope of Pardon, they could not juſtifie 
tie king. themſelves but by an Act out-facing all Divinity and Majeſty at 
once, in erecting that High-Court of Juſtice (as they called it) 
to Try their King as a Rebel to Himſelf ; Preparatory whereunto 
they made Proclamation at Weſtmnſter-Hall and the Old-Exchange, 
that all that had any thing againſt him, ſhould come in at the 
prefixed time and be heard : And for the greater Solemnity of 
their Paricide, the Law was filenced in adjourning the Term for 
Fourteen Days, having as a Guard to their Villanies, ordered 
the Army to be quartered in and about London.

Received the Sacrament from the Hands of the Biſhop of London, 
who was licenſed to attend on him, from which he received much 
Spiritual Comfort : And at Ten of the Clock, being attended 
by a Regiment of Foot and a Guard of Partixans, with the Bi- 
ſhop on One Hand, and Colonel TJomlinſon on the other, walked 
on Foot thro' the Park. As they were going, he bid them mend 
their Pace, Telling them he now went before them to Strive for a 
Heavenly Crown with leſs ſolicitude, than he had oftentimes bid his 
Soldiers to fight for an Earthly Diadem. He paſſed into his Cabi- 
net-Chamber at ¶ bite-Hall, and continued in his Devotions, re- 
fuſing to Dine; but about Twelve a Clock he eat a bit of Bread, 
and Drank a Glaſs of Claret.

but declaring himſelf to the World to die an innocent Man, and 
a good Chriſtian, according to the Profeſſion of the Church of 
England, Prayed that his Enemies might Repent, and with St. 
Stephen, That his Death might not be laid to their Charge ; after 
which with an Heroick Magnanimity he endured the fatal Stroke, 
thereby exchanging his Crown on Earth, for one far more glori- 
ous in Heaven. he 

His Body being laid in a Coffin covered with Black-Velvet, 
and from thence carried to his Houſe at St. James's, it was put 
in a Coffin of Lead, and there ſeen by the People. On Wedneſ- 
day the 7th of February his Corps was delivered to Two of his 
Servants, to be buried at Windſor, whither the Duke of Rich- 
0nd, the Marquis of Hertford, the Earls of Lindſey and South- 
ampto, together with Doctor Juxon Biſhop of London, and di- 
vers others repaired. There, with much Difficulty they found 
a Vault in St. George's Chapel, where King Henry the VIII. was 
formerly buried: Which being prepared, a ſmall Piece of Lead, 
ſome T wo Foot Long and Two Inches Broad, was provided, on 
which was inſcribed,

which was ſoddered to the Breaft of the Corps. All things 
being in readineſs, the Body was brought to the Vault by the 
Soldiers of the Garriſon, having a Black-Velvet-Pall, ſpread over 
it, which was ſupported by the Four Lords above-mentioned ; 
and the Biſhop of London ſtood by weeping, while it: was de- 
pofited in Silence and Sorrow, the Pall being caft in after it, which 
{till remains entire laid over the Body. 
Several Elegies and Epitaphs both in Verſe and Proſe, have 
been Celebrated to the Memory of this Glorious Martyr ; Gne 
whereof in Latin, was written by Richard Powell of the Inner-T emple 
Eſq; which, together with his Majefty's Portraiture at large, and 
his Works in Folio under it, were Painted and ſet up (ſince King 
Charles II's Reftauration) in St. Olaves Church in Silver-Street,

Upon the 23 Day of February in the ſame Year, ſhe em- 
barked at Dover (being accompanied thither by the King her 
Father) from whence with the Queen, ſhe ſailed into Holl 
and was there received with much Honour by her Father-in 
Law Henry Frederick, a Prince who, by his great Valour and 
Conduct, had rendred that Republick flouriſhing, by adding 
thereunto ſeveral Towns in Friſe, Over-Iſſel, and Gelderland, 
with ſmall expence, few Forces, and little Bloodſhed, ſo 


that he deſervedly acquired the Appellation of Father of Sol- 


diers. 


He 3 this Life (to the great trouble of that State) 
in the Year, 1648. leaving Iſſue William of Naſſau his only 
Son before-mentioned, to ſucceed him in his Hereditary Ho- 
nours and Commands; but theſe he enjoyed but a little while;

In his Eighth Year this Prince was ſent to the Univerſity of 
Leyden, and An. 1660. upon the Princeſs Royal his Mothers 
fatal Viſit into England, his Intereſt was by her recommended 
to the States, who finding in him an early appearance of the 
Rare Qualities of his Anceſtors, not only admitted him to the 
ſame Dignities and Truſt, which they formerly had in that 
Commonwealth, but raiſed him to a Pitch of Greatneſs and 
Command far above any of them, repoſing in this generous 
Prince a faith Anſwerable to the eminency of his Birth, his 
Royal Alliance, and his growing Courage and Vertue; which 
he moſt happily employed in a brave Defence of his Country, 
with a Conduct moſt Admirable in a Perſon of his Youth : 
But what added much to his Highneſle's felicity, and the benefit 
of the States, was the happy Confirmation of his Alliance 
to the Crown of Great-Briam, by a Marriage with the Lady 
Mary, Eldeſt Daughter of his Royal Highneſs James Duke of 
Tork, afterwards King of England, which was Conſummated 
upon the 4th Day of November, 1677.

The Funeral March was begun by 6o Mouſquetarrs in Black,

On each fide the Coach Walkt a great Number of Foot- 
men, followed by 60 Guards du Corps, each carrying in his 
Hand a Flambeau of White-Wax ; The Coaches of the Duke 
of Bourbon, the Cardinal de Corlzn, and ſeveral others cloſed 
the Proceeding. | 

In the return from St. Denis, they Marcht in the ſame Order, 
and carried the Body to Val de Grace, where it was Interred.

large Poſſeſſions, He being the firſt Prince of Great Britain, 


France, and Ireland, 


He was Baptized upon the 27th Day of June next follow- 
ing, by the then Biſhop of London, Dr. William Laud, having 
for Godfathers his two Uncles Lewis XIII. the French King, and 


Frederick Prince Ele&or Palatine of the Rhine, repreſented by _ 


their Proxies the Duke of Richmond, and Marquis of Hamil- 


ton. His Grandmother the Queen-Mother of France being his 


| Godmother, was repreſented by the Dutcheſs of Richmond. 
In May 1638. He received the Honour of Knighthood, was 
Elected into the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and Inſtalled 
at Windſor with great Solemnity : About which time, by Or- 
der, not Creation, He was called Prince of Wales, and had the 
whole Profits of that Principality, and divers other Lands an- 
nexed, and the Earldom of Cheſter granted unto Him, and held 

his Court apart from that of the King his Father. 
U uuuuuu At 
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At the Age of eight Years the King appointed the Earl of 
Newcaſtle to be Governour to this Prince, and after him ſucceed- 
ed the Earl of Berk/hire; His Preceptor or Tutor was Doctor 
Duppa, late Biſhop of Wincheſter : At the Age of 12 Years he was 
with the King his Father at the Battle of Edgebil, and ſoon af- 
ter at Oxford, where He was committed to the care of the Mar- 
quis of Hertford. At about fourteen Years old we find Him in 
the head of an Army in the Weſt ; whence from Cornwal He 
was trnſported into the Iſle of Scilly, afterwards to Jerſey, and 
from thence to his Royal Mother the Queen at St. Germazns near 
Pais. | 

In the Year 1648. being at Sea with ſome Naval Forces, He 
made an attempt to reſcue the King his Father (who was then 
a Priſoner in the Ie of Wight) out of the Hands of his Rebel- 
lious Subjects.

Farl of Holland, and the Lord Capel, all three Peers of this 
Kingdom; who were Beheaded in the New Palace-Yard in Weſt- 
minſter, on the gth Day of March, in the ſame Year. 

In the Year 1650. his Majeſty King Charles II. was in Hol-

Crommel having been not long before conſtituted General of the 
Commonwealth's Army, invaded Scotland, and upon the 3d Day 
f September, obtain d a great Victory againſt the Scotch Covenan- 
ters at Dunbar: Notwithſtanding which, his Majeſty who was 


then in his twentieth Year, was, on New-Year's Day, Crowned

nity as the State of Affairs would then admit of: For the loſs 
of the late Battle at Dunbar, and the great Diſ union betwixt 
the Royaliſts and the Covenanters, (whoſe Zeal would not ad- 
mit of their Aſſiſtance) ſo much weakned the King's Affairs, 
that the Engliſh Rebels had over-run a great Part of that King- 
dom, forcing His Majeſty into the moſt Northern Parts; where 
find ing he could not long ſubſiſt, He march'd with all ſpeed in- 
to England, and was ſo cloſely attended by Cromwel's Army, that 
His Engliſh Friends were thereby prevented from a conjunction 
with Him, very few coming in unto him of any Quality or In- 
tereſt, except the Earls of Derby and Shrewsbury : So that having 
marched as far as Worceſter, His Majeſty was there encountred by 
Cromwel, upon the ſame Day of the Month that the year before 
he had won the Battle of Dunbar, viz. the 3d of September, and 


had the Fortune (his Army being much Superior in number _ 
the 
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the Scots) to deſtroy the King's whole Army, which were either 
Slain or made Priſoners: But the King, after he had performed 
many heroick Acts of Perſonal Valour, was, by the King of 
Kings, not only ſhielded in the Day of Battle, but wonderful- 
ly deliver'd out of the Hands of his Purſuers, who, after he 
had wandred in Diſguiſe about England for the ſpace of fix 
Weeks, a Sum of Money being promiſed to thoſe that ſhould 
diſcover Him, and a Penalty of High Treaſon inflicted on 
whoever ſhould conceal Him, yet notwithſtanding he was both 


ſeen and known to many Perſons of all Conditions, and both 


Sexes, and neceſſitated to appear in ſo many Places and Compa- 
nies, he paſt unmoleſted till at length He found an opportunity 


of tranſporting Himſelf from a Creek near Shoram in Suſſex, 
to Feccam not far from Havre de Grace in France. Ul pon his Arri-

From the year 165 1. to 1659. He travell'd in Germany, Spain, 
and Flanders, where he not only paſſed his time in thoſe Studies 


and Exerciſes which became his Royal Perſon, but likewiſe ſol- 


licited the Aid of Chriſtian Princes, and withal adviſed and vi- 
gorouſly promoted the ſeveral Attempts of his Friends in Eng- 
land for his Reſtoration to his own Dominions, until the year, 
1660. at which time his Majeſty being at Bruſſels within the 


Spaniſh Territories, and obſerving an univerſal Inclination and tion. 


Diſpoſition of all England to receive Him, He prudently remov- 


ed to Breda in the Dominions of the States of the United Nether- 


lands, in the Month of April, and thence in May to the Hague ; 
whence, after a ſplendid Entertainment, and an humble and 


hearty Invitation by the Englih Commiſſioners, ſent from the 


then Convention at Weſtminſter, He embarqued at Scheveling the 
23d of May 1660. on board the Englih Fleet, landed at Dover 
the 25th, and on the 29th following, being His Birth-day, and 


then juſt Thirty Years of Age, He made His Royal Entry in- 


to London, being received by the People of all Ranks and Con- 
ditions, with the greateſt and moſt univerſal Joy and Acclama- 
tions that could poſſibly be expreſt. | 

Thus was this perſecuted and afflicted King miraculouſly pre- 


ſerved, and by the Almighty Hand (notwithſtanding the Pow- 


er and Subtilty of his moſt inveterate Enemies) Seated in Peace 
in the Throne of his Fore-fathers, the People's Defire of Him 
flying like Lightning throughout the whole Kingdom, in ſo for- 
cible a manner, that He was Solemnly Invited, Triumphantly 
Received, Free and Unburthened from any Conditions or Li-

T2 Efore the Beginning of the Seventh Book, are exhibited the Figures of two Seals of King Charles 
+ I the Second. The Firſt of which bears Date in the Year 1653. upon which the King is repreſent» 
ed ſitting on his Throne in his Royal Robes, with the great Collar of the Order about his Shoulders, 
having the Grown on his Head, a Scepter in his Right Hand, and the Orb with the Croſs in his Left; the 
Arms of his Inauguration-Chair (which differs ſomewhat in the form from that of his Father, K. CharlesT. 
© are ſupported by two Eagles, and over his Head is a Canopy, the Curtains whereof together with 
the Royal Atchievment, are held up by two Angels, which Atchievment (enſign'd with an Imperial 
Crown) contains the Arms of this King, viz. Quarterly, the Firft quarterly France and England, the 
Second Scatland, the Third Ireland, the Fourth as the Firſt. . On the Right fide of his Throne is the 


Standard of St. George, viz. Argent, a Croſs Gules, ſupported by a Lion of England Crowned. And on 


the left fide thereof, a like Standard of the Arms of St. Andrew, viz. Azure, a Saltire Argent, ſupport- 
ed by a Unicorn of Scotland, gorg'd with a Coronet (compos'd of Croſſes and Flowers-de-liz) and a Chain 
athx'd therete. This Seal is Circumſcribed CAROLUS II. DEI GRATIA MAGNAZA 
BRITANNIE FRANCIA ET HIBER: REX FIDEI DEFENSOR 1653. 
On the Counter-Seal, he is figur d ſitt ing on Herſeback Armed Cap-a-pee, Riding towards the left fide 
of the Throne and not towards the Right, as is the Seal of his faid Father King Charles I.) his Caſque 
or Helmet adorn'd with i lumes of Feathers; In his Right Hand he brandiſhes a Sword, mounted 
over his Head, and on his left Arm hangs a plain oval Shield of his own Royal Arms, over his left Shoul- 
der is a Scarf, which comes croſs his Back, and kangs flying under his right Arm; his Horſe is Accou- 
tred like that of King Charles I. without Capariſon or Trappings; before his Horſe is a Crown'd Roſe, 
and behind him is a Shield of his Arms Enſign'd with an Imperial Crown. On the fide of the Horſe 
is a Greyhound current, and under the Greyhound's Eelly a Thiftle of Scotland. The Circumſcription 
is the ſame as the Seal, only the Word HIBERNIZ is at full length.

Before King James was well ſetled in his Throne, this unhap- 
py Duke (being over perſuaded by hisFriends,) invaded England 
in an hoſtile manner, and Sailing from the Texel in Holland on 
the 24th of May, 1685. with one Man of War and two Ten- 
ders, accompany'd by Ford Lord Gray, late Earl of Tanzervile, 
a German Count, c. and about Six or Seven Hundred Officers 
and others who had fled to Holland for Refuge in the laſt Reign : 
After having been Nineteen Days at Sea, they landed at 
Lyme in Dorſetſpire on the 11th of June, about Eight of the 
Clock in the Evening. So ſoon as his Men were landed, the 
Duke led them by a back way into the Town, and ſet up his 
Standard in the Market-Place without Oppoſition; then he mu- 
ſter'd his ſmall Force, who were all well Arm'd and Cloath'd, 
and being askt who they were for, they declar'd for the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, inviting all People to come and join them.

On Saturday the 13th of June, the King receiv'd an Expreſs 
of Monmouth's Landing, and that Day ſent an Account thereof 
to the Houſe of Commons, who immediately voted an Addreſs 
of Thanks to his Majeſty, and humbly offer'd to Aſſiſt and 
ſtand by him againſt James Duke of Monmouth, and all Re- 
bels and Traytors whatſoever ; and the ſame Day Reſolv'd that 
a Bill be brought in for Attainting him of High-Treafon, which 
accotdingly paſt the Royal Aſſent on the Tueſday following. And 


at a Chapter of the Garter held at White-Hall on Thurſday the 


18th of the ſaid Month, he was degraded from being a Com- 
panion of that Order, whereupon his Hatchments over his Stall 
in St. George's Chapel at Windſor, were by the Sovereign's War- 
rant for that purpoſe, publickly taken down, and kickt out of 
the Choir one by one (by the Heralds) thro' the Body of the 
Church, and thence out of the Weſt-Door to the Draw-Bridge, 


into the Caftle-Ditch. All which being Perform'd in the Pre- 


ſence of the Dean and Canons, the Souldiers of the Garriſon 
and a Multitude of People, the Bells were Rung. 

Notwithſtanding the Parliament had promis'd to affiſt the 
King againſt the Duke and all his Adherents, yet the Coun- 
try People flockt unto him in great Numbers, ſo that he ſoon 
had the Appearance of an Army, with which he marcht from 
Lyme to Taunton, a populous Town in Somerſetſhire, where he 
was receiv'd by the People of both Sexes, with unuſual De- 
monſtrations of Joy, which encourag'd him, at the Requeſt of 
his Friends, to ſuffer himſelf to be Proclaim'd King. From 


Taunton he marcht to Bridgwater, and thence to Bath, where be-

to make one deſperate Puſh for all, and forthwith attack the 
King's Troops; ſo that on Sunday the 5th of July about 11 at Night, 
the Duke began his March without Beat of Drum or Sound of 
Trumpet, and Order'd his Men not to Fire till they entred the 
Enemy's Camp; but the Guide miſtaking the way, led them 
to that part of the Moor where the Earl of Dunbartons Re- 
giment was Poſted, who being Alarm'd at the going off of 
a Piftol, ſoon put themſelves into Order, and receiv'd the 
Rebels, who began the Engagement with a Volley of Shot, 
follow'd by a great Shout, and ſoon forc'd the Rear of the 
King's Foot to retreat, but the Lord Gray who Commanded 
the Duke's Horſe, not being able (as he pretended) to bring 
them into Order fo as to ſtand a Charge, and two Parties 
of the King's Horſe advancing towards him ; he thereupon 
quitted the Field and fled. 
The Duke being thus deſerted by his Horſe, and the Foot

Notwithſtanding the Parliament had promiſed to ſtand by and 
Aſſiſt the King with their Lives and Fortunes againſt Monmouth, 
and his Adhcrents, yet the Country People Flockt in to him in 
great Numbers, ſo that he begun to have the ſhew of an Army, 
and therewith Marcht to Taunton, where he ſuffer'd himſelf to 
be Proclaimed King, and begun his Mock Reign with iſſuing three g. ufer, 
Proclamations, v:z. One ſetting a Sum of Money on King Fames's pmk ne- 
Head; the Second declaring the Parliament of England a Seditious King. 
Aſſembly; and the Third commanding the Duke of Albemarle 
(who was at the Head of the Militia of Devonſhire) to lay down 
his Arms, under the Penalty of ſuffering as a Traytor. From dad Mares 
Taunton he Marcht to Bridewater, and thence to Bath, where to B. 
being denied Entrance, he proceeded to Philips Morton, and 
there he cut off the beſt part of a Troop of the King's Horſe, the 
Duke of Grafton narrowly eſcaping with his Life; which Suc- 
ceſs ſo encouraged him, that he Marcht within Two Miles of 
Briſtol, where a Council of War being held, it was reſolved not 

to enter the City, but retreat back to Bridgwater. 

The King's Forces, Commanded by the Earl of Feverſham, being iir ....... 
Incampt at Sedgmore near Bridgwater ; Monmouth was reſolved the King's 
to venture One Deſperate Puſh for All, and Attack them in their S 
Camp; ſo that on Sunday, July 5. about 11 in the Night, the 
Duke began his March, without Beat of Drum, or Sound of 
Trumpet; but the Guide miſtaking the Way, led them to that

Lord Chi) Soon after this Rebellion was ſuppreſſed, the Lord Chief- 
{nr Tuftice Jeffreys, with Four other Judges his Affiſtants, and ſome 
wes derer Troops Commanded by Colonel Nit, were ſent into the Weſt, 
the tifoners. with a Special Commiſhon to Try thoſe who had been in the 

Rebellion; where, at Wincheſter, Mrs. Alicia Liſle, a very old Wo- 
man, was Beheaded ; at Dorcheſter 29 more were Executed ; at 
Taunton and Wells above 520 Perſons were Condemned, out of 
which 239 were Executed ; and divers others were put to 
Death by Order of Colonel Ark, who committed unſpeakable 
Cruelties upon ſeveral of theſe miſerable Wretches. 
The Parliament met on 9 November, when the King in his 
„„ Speech told them, That after the Storm that ſeemed to be comin 
on them when they parted laſt (meaning Monmouth's Rebellion) 
ehe was glad to meet them in ſo great Peace and Quietneſs ; and 
that he hoped ever one would be convinced, that nothing but a 
good Force of well  Niſciplin'd Troops in Conſtant Pay could De- 
tend us from thoſe, who either at Home or Abroad, are diſpoſed 
to Diſturb us. That his Concern for the Peace and Quiet of his 
Subjects, as well as for the Safety of the Government, made him 
think it Neceſſary to encreaſe the Number to the Proportion he 
had done; for the Support of which he askt a Supply anſwerable 
to the Expence, and doubted not but what he had ſo begun for 
the Honour and Defence of the Government, would be con- 
tinued by them with all Chearfulneſs and Readineſs. 
And that no one ſhould take Exception that there were ſome 
Officers in the Army not qualified according to the late Teſts for 
their Employment, for thoſe Gentlemen being well known to 
him, and having always approved the Loyalty of their Principles 
by their Practices, he thought them fit now to be employed under 
him 
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him, and that having had the Benefit of their Services „ he will King James 
neither expoſe them to Diſgrace, nor himſelf to the Want of = 
them.

This Speech being immediately taken, as if the King declared Tie com. 
for a ſtanding Army, divers Speeches were made in the Houſe 4% 
againſt it; and likewiſe againſt diſpenſing with the Popiſh Officers .

and his Government. 

This Year the King ſent the Earl of Caſtlemai his Ambaſſa- 
dor Extraordinary to Pope Innocent the 11th, who made his 
Publick Entry at Rome, with a Magnificent Train and a Sumptu- 
ous Equipage, as by the Hiſtory of that Ambaſſy, written by 
Mr. Michael Wright, is very fully Deſcribed. Es 

On 18 March 168;. the King acquainted his Privy-Council, 
That he was reſolved to Iſſue out a Declaration for a general 
Liberty of Conſcience, to all Perſons of what Perſuafion ſoever; 
in purſuance whereof a Declaration was accordingly Publiſhed, 


dated at White-Hall, 4 April, 1687. for which the Difſenters of 


all Perſuaſions preſented Addreſſes of Thanks to his Majeſty. 
But it ſoon appeared that this outward ſhew of Liberty, was 
only to facilitate and introduce a greater Defign, which was, to 
get ſuch a Parliament as would agree to take off the Penal Laws 
and Teſt ; For this Purpoſe the Inclinations of ſeveral Perſons, 
both in Office and otherwiſe, were Try'd by the King himſelf, 


who were either continued in Favour or Diſmiſt, according as 


they ſeemed to Comply,” or ſhewed any Reluctancy to what 
the King put to them ; and the Judges in their ſeveral Cir- 
cuits had likewiſe ſecret Inſtructions, to Feel the Pulſe of the 
Officers in the Militia, and the Juſtices of the Peace, and where 
they found any Averſe to the King's Intention, to turn them out 
of all Offices and Employments. 

And to give this Project the greater Sanction, his Majeſty 
thought fit to Invite the Prince and Princeſsof Orange to join in it, 
by their Aſſent and Approbation; but their Highneſſes Anſwer 


was, That as to repealing the Pœnal Laws they were ready to give 


their Concurence; Provided the Roman Catholicks were Shut 
out of both Houſes of Parliament, and excluded from all Offices 
and Employments, Civil and Military, Nc. But as to the Re- 
peal of the Teft they could by no Means agree. 

On the 2d of July the King by Proclamation Diſſolved the 
Parliament, and the next Day Seignior Ferdinand dq Adda, Arch-

The King, this Summer, took a large Progreſs, intending, as rte king 
was given out, to take a View of his Ports and Harbours, and ges. 
particularly that of Portſmouth ; but the true Cauſe was, rather 
to influence the ſeveral Corporations through which he paſs'd, to 
chooſe ſuch Members for an enſuing Parliament, as ſhould con- 
firm all his Majefty's Proceedings, and concur with him in his 
Defign of Repealing the Pena!

On the 6th of February the Lords agreed with the Commons in Prix ad 
the foreſaid Reſolution : whereupon the Marquis of Hallifax put get, 
this Queſtion, Whether Their Highneſſes the Prince and Princeſs end 
of Orange ſhould be declared King and Queen: upon which it was“. 
Reſolved, That the Prince and Princeſs of Orange ſhall be decla- 
red King and Queen of England, and of all the Dominions there- 
unto belonging. 

The next Day the Lords ſettled the Succeſſion of the Crown, 
to which the Commons agreed, as likewiſe to the Oaths which

And on the fame Day the Prince and Princeſs were Proclaimed 
King and Queen of England, France, and Ireland, by the Heralds, 
at the uſual Places in London and Weſtminſter; each Proclamation 
being ecchoed with univerſal Acclamations of Joy. 

Thus was accompliſh'd this great Revolution, without Blood- 
ſhed, which put an end to the ſhort Reign of this unfortunate 
King, who at his firſt coming to the Crown had all the Advanta- 
ges of making himſelf the greateſt Prince in Europe, and his People 
the moſt happy and flouriſhing of any Subjects in the Univerſe : 
He had the greateſt Opportunity of any of his Royal Predeceſſors, 
to have ſettled and maintain'd a true Ballance of Power in Europe, 
and to have prevented France from making ſo many unjuſt Invaſi- 
ous upon her Neighbours, and ſaved the Effuſion of abundance of 

Chriſtian Blood. His Majeſty could not but be ſenſible (having 
met with too many occaſions of underſtanding the natural Tem- 
per and Genius of his People) that had he Governed according 
to the known Laws of the Realm, and not been prevailed upon 
by Popiſh and wicked Counſellors to act by a Diſpenſing Power, 
in order to introduce a new Religion among his Subjects; he might 
have been as great as he could have wiſh'd, and been able to have 
given Laws even to a Prince who too maniſeſtly enfnared him to 
his Ruin. Ir's faid, his Royal Brother King Charles II. often per- 
ſuaded him (if he ſhould come to be King) againſt having any 
thoughts of attempting to introduce Popery into his Dominions ; 
and gave him ſufficient Reaſons to convince him he would never 
{ucceed in it. Had His Majeſty but followed this Advice, and 
kept himſelf juſt to his firſt Speech he made to his Parliament; 
then he might have prevented the Misfortunes that afterwards be- 
fell him, and inſtead thereof have eterniz'd his Name in Glory to 
future Ages. | > 

Upon his Arrival at the Caftle of St. Ger mains, which was the 
Place aſſigned him by the French King for the keeping of his 
Court ( and whither the Queen was before arrived ) the French 
King appointed him a Royal Entertainment, ſuitable to his Dig- 
nity ; where, after above 12 Years ſecond Exile, and many fruit- 
leſs and unſucceſsful Attempts (as will appear in the Hiſtorical 
part of the ſucceeding Reign) to recover and regain his King- 
doms, being much broken with Grief and Sorrow, on the 4th of 
Sept. 1701.

Two Days after, one Crone deliver'd a Letter from K. James 
to the Convention; and the Lord Levin being at the ſame time 
arrived Expreſs with another Letter from King William, it was 
debated which of the two Letters ſhould be read firſt ; but the 
Majority carrying it for King William, His Majeſty's Letter was King witian's 
read with great Applauſe. After reading whereof, a Committee ee. 
was appointed to draw up an Anſwer thereto ; which being a- 
greed to, and fign'd in a Meeting of the whole Houſe, it was im- 
mediately ſent away to London by the Lord Roſs, who preſented 
it to His Majeſty : And then they paſs'd an Act for aſſerting and 
maintaining the Lawfulneſs of that Convention ; and declaring, 

That they would not Diflolve, but continue Sitting until the Go- 
vernment, Religion, Laws, Liberties, and Properties, were ſet- 
tled and eſtabliſh'd.

After this, King James's Letter was read; which, inſtead of Pigs. 
ſerving his Intereſt, rather provok'd that Aſſembly to be the more 
forward in ſettling the Government after the Example of Exeland ;

April Mr. George Walker, Rector of Donaghmore in the County of 
Throne, (who had raiſed a Regiment for Defence of the Prote- 
ſtants) receiving Intelligence that King James having taken Cole- 
rain and Kilmore was drawing his Forces towards Derry, haſtned 
thither to give the Governour Notice thereof, On the 17th of 
April Colonel Lundy called a Council of War, and order'd that 
Colonel Cunningham and Colonel Richards, who two Days before 
came into the River of Lowhfoyle with their Regiments from 
England, ſhould be Members of it ; where it was concluded, That 
there being no Proviſion in the Town for the preſent Gariſon and 
the Regiments on Board for above a Week, or ten Days at moſt; | 
and it appearing that the Place was not tenable againſt a well ap- 
ointed Army; therefore it was not convenient to Land the two 
Regiments: but, on the contrary, confidering that the Enemy 
would, in all likelihood, ſoon poſſeſs themſelves of the Place; 
That the principal Officers ſhould privately withdraw themſelves, 
in hopes that the Inhabitants, by a timely Capitulation, might 
make better Terms with the Enemy. After this Reſolution, Co- 
lonel Lundy the Governour could not be perſuaded to continue 
his Government: but poſitively refuſing to concern himſelf any 
farther, they permitted him to diſguiſe himſelf, and in a Sally 
made out of the Town for the Relief of Culmore, he got away.

All this while the Siege of Londonderry was carried on with the Major RR | 
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Siuarts. Beſieged receiving this Letter with the ſame Ind ignation as they 
had done Hamilton's Propoſals, about 7000 poor Proteſtants were 
brought under the Walls of the Town, where they muſt have fa- 
miſh'd, had not the Gariſon erected a Gallows in view of the 
Beſiegers, threatning to Hang all the Priſoners they had taken 
during the Siege, by way of Repriſal; which, together with an 
importunate Letter from the Priſoners, did at laſt prevail up- 
on Hamilton: fo that on Fuly 4. the poor half-ſtarv'd Proteſtants 
had Leave to return home. | 

By this time, the Scarcity of the worſt of Eatables was ſo much 
increaſed, that they began to dread the Neceſſity of Preying up- 
on one another. Under this diſmal Scene, Mr. Walker the Go- 
vernour Preach'd in the Cathedral before the Gariſon, and re- 
minded them of the many Inftances of the Divine Providence 
ſhewn to them fince the Beginning of the Siege, and endeayour'd 
to aſſure them, that if they placed their Confidence in God, he 
would not ſuffer them to fall into the Hands of their Enemies. 
This Diſcourſe ſeem'd to come not only from a Chriftian Zeal, 
but even from a Spirit of Prophecy ; for, about an Hour after 
The Ton Sermon, the Gariſon diſcoyer'd three Ships which Major-General | 
Releved. Kirk had ſent to their Relief: and after a furious Firing from the 
Enemy on both fides the River, and the great Difficulty of Paſ- 
ſing the Bomb, they did at laſt get up to the City, and brought 
unſpeakable Joy to the Gariſon, which reckon'd only upon living 
two days longer, having nothing left but nine lean Horſes and a 
Pint of Meal to each Man. This ſucceſsful Exploit ſo diſcou- 
raged the Enemy, that on the laſt of July they raiſed the Siege in 
the Night-time with great Confufion, and in their Retreat made 

a miſerable Havock of the Country.

by the Dach and Inshillm Foot, after a brave Reſiſtance, 
were moſt of them cut in Pieces.

On the Sth of December the Lord Sidney, one of the Lords 
Juſtices of Ireland, was recall'd and made Secretary of State; and 
the 3oth of the ſame Month, his Highneſs George William Duke Puke of cet 
of Cell, eldeſt Prince of the Houſe of Brunſwick Lunenburgh, was « the Carter. 
elected a Knight Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter. 

His Majeſty having prepar'd himſelf to go over to the famous i= Ks 
Congreſs at the Hague, on the 16th of January he went to Graves gegn 
Eid, and Imbark'd there with divers of the Nobility, under a a 
Convoy of 12 Men of War. When they came on the Holland 
Coaſt, the Ice near the Shore was ſo great, that it appear'd to be 
extreamly Dangerous toattempt to Land ; but the King, whoſe 
Buſineſs requir'd haſt, went into a Shallop, and order'd the Sea- 
men to put off; and after having been for 18 hours together ex- 
pos d to Cold, and the Mercy of the Sea, at laſt the Shallop 
by break of day came near the Iſle of Goree, where the King 
went aſhore, and got a little Refreſhment, and then went into his 
Boat again, and happily landed at Oranje Polder, from whence 
he went to Hounſlaerdike, where he was met by the Deputies of 
the States, who conducted him to the Hague. 

And now began the Congreſs, the great Deſign whereof was —_ 
for all the Confederate Princes and States to concert Meaſures the Congreſ. 
with King William, in order to preſerve the Liberties of Europe; 
and therefore his Majeſty made a very pathetical Speech to them, 
which had ſo good effect, that they came to a Reſolution of em- 
ploying 222000 Men againſt Fance, of which the Emperor, the 
Kings of England and Spain, were to find each of them 20000, 
and before their riſing made an unanimous Declaration againſt 
the French King: Yet notwithſtanding the large Proportions pro- 
miſed by divers Princes and States of Germany, England and Hol- 
land were forc'd to pay them, and bear the burthen of the War. 

In the mean time the French King was reſoly'd to be before-hand e and one 
with the Confederates, and having divided his Army into two kn e 
Bodies, with one of them he took Vice from the Duke of Savoy, 
and with the other he inveſted Mons, on March the 15th, and 
came before it in Perſon ; which on the 1oth of April N. 8. 
was ſurrendred upon Honourable Terms; whereupon K. IWillam 
immediately left the Army, return'd to the Hague, and Imbark'd

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In the King's abſence the Jacobites were Plotting for the Re- 
LN dor ſtoration of their Maſter, and held ſeveral Meetings, the reſult

Thus the [r:/þ Town of Athlone (which was well fortt- 
fed, and thought inacceſſible) was reſolutely taken in an hours 
time, only by 3000 Men, in the face of a great Army; an En- 
terprize ſo brave, that its hardly to be matcht in Hiſtory ; and 
therefore their Majefties, in Juſtice to General Gz»ke, who had the

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Laus. The General, after he had put Athlone into a poſture of De- 
fence, marcht out with his Army on the 1oth of Fuly, and en- 
campt along the River Suck, on Roſcommon fide : The Iriſh, who 

The batte og had poſſeſs'd themſelves of a very advantagious Poſt on the other 
Ain. fide of the Caſtle of 4ehrim, lay encampt along the ridge of a 
Hill, where the General having viewed the Enemies Camp, found 
it of very difficult Acceſs ; but confiderihg that he muſt either 
fight his way thro', or retreat with loſs, he brought up his Army 
to front the Enemy. Monfieur St. Ruth, a French General, who 
Commanded the Jriſb, ſuppoſing that the Englſb were reſolved 
toattack 'em, made a Speech to his Men, and concluded with 
a ſtrict Order not to give Quarter to none. On Sunday 12 July 
the Ergliſh Army marcht early in the Morning towards the Ene- 
my, and about Noon adyanced in as good Order as the Nature 
of the Ground would admit, and after ſeveral Attempts to gain 
a Paſs, which at length engaged a conſiderable Body of both Ar- 
mies, the Generals held a Conſult, whether it would not be bet- 
ter to defer the Battle till the next Morning ; but afterwards per- 
ceiving the Enemy to be in ſome diſorder, the Battle was fully 
reſolved on. Accordingly about half an hour after four in the 
Afternoon the Engliſh Left Wing moved towards the Enemy, 
and the Battle began afreſh by five; the Ditches were lined 
with 1r:/þ Muſqueteers, and the Horſe advantageouſly poſted to 
ſupport them, ſo that they defended themſelves with unparalell'd 
Obttinacy, which occafioned great firings on both fides, and con- 
tinued almoſt an hour and half, before the Center, and the Right 
Wing of the Army began to engage. In the mean time the 
main Army advanced, and the Generals obſerving ſeveral Bodies 
of the Enemies Horſe and Foot draw off from the Left, and 


move towards the Right, where they were hard put to it by the 


Engliſh ; they ordered the Foot to march over the Bog, which 
fronted the Enemies main Body, and to move to the loweſt of 
the Ditches ad joyning to the fide of the Bog, and to Poſt them- 
ſelves there, till the Horſe could come about and ſuſtain them; 
but the Engli/b being expoſed to the Enemies Fire, were forc'd 


to retreat again with confiderable loſs, and among others the Co- 


lonels Earl and Herbert were taken Priſoners ; the former, after 
being twice taken and retaken, at laſt got clear of the Enemy, 
but the other (as was reported,) was murthered by the Tr:/b. 
While things paſs'd after this manner on this fide, ſeveral o- 
ther Regiments marcht over below upon the Bog, and were no 
ſooner got within 20 yards of the Ditches but the Iriſb fired very 


furiouſly upon them, which the other ſuſtained, and ftill preſ- 


ſed forward, tho they could ſcare ſee one another for Smoak ; 
and the Battle ſeemed ſo doubtful, that it might be rather judg'd 
the Victory inclined to the Jriſb. 
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them from the Enemy, and the preſſing over a very dangerous K /#ilien 
Paſs, they lodged themſelves at laſt in a dry Ditch in the hotteſt WS) 
of the Enemies Fire from Agbrim Caſtle, and ſome old Walls 
and adjoining Hedges. | 

The Eygliſb Foot in the Center laboured ſtill under very great 
Diſadvantages, which General Talmaſb obſerving, he haſted to 
their Relief, and ordered the broken Regiments to face about 
and charge the Triſb, of whom they killed above 300. At the 
ſame time General Mackay fell upon the Enemy with a good 
Body of Horſe on their Left, and a Fench Regiment of Horſe 
forced a Regiment of Iriſb Dragoons from an Advantageous Poſt, 
and put I zrconnel's Horſe to Flight; whereupon Monſieur Ru- 
v101y, at the Head of Oxford's Horſe, ſupported by his own Re- 
giment, marcht along the Bog, and bore down all before him : 
And now the Horſe and Foot of the Enel:/b Right, and the Iriſb 
Left Wing being mixt, there was nothing but continual Firing all 
along the Lines. The Iriſh with great Reſolution endeavoured 
to maintain their Ditches, but at length St. Ruth ſeeing ſome 
Regiments of Horſe preſſing over towards the Caſtle, he ordered 
a Brigade of his own Horſe to march up ; then Riding to one of 
the Batteries, and afterwards leading on ſome Horſe towards the 
Place where he ſaw the Engliſh endeavour to get over, as he rode 
down Kilcommodon Hill juſt under the 1r:/þ Camp, he was killed — 
with a Cannon Ball; as ſoon as he fell, his Body was removed 
behind the Hill, and his Guard rode off, which was no ſooner 
obſerved by the 1r:/þ Horſe, but many of them drew off, and in 
a ſhort time their Army was driven to the top of Kilcommodon The nil be. 
Hill, where their Camp had lain, which lying now more openly Flues to 
expos d to the Evgliſh Shot, the 1riſh began to betake themſelves 
to an open Flight, the Foot towards a large Bog behind them, 
and the Horſe on the Road to Longhreah.

The Army in few days having refreſht themſelves marcht on 
to Galway, which the General ſummoned to ſurrender ; but 
tho' the Lord Dillon, the Governour, anſwer's, That he and the 
Officers were reſolv'd to defend the Place to the laſt Extremity ; 
yet forall this boaſt, theErgl;ſb had no ſooner march'd part of their gane

Party, either to preſs the Siege on that fide, or elſe to burn the 
Enemies Forage. On the 22d General Gzukle paſs'd the Shannon 
with ſtrong Detachments of Horſe and Dragoons, 10 Batallions 
of Foot, and 14 Pieces of Cannon, leaving the Prince of Mirtem- 
agb, with the Generals Mackay and 1almaſh to Command on this 
fide : Then all the Engl;fþ Grenadiers, ſuſtain'd by 4 Regiments 
of Foot, were commanded to attack the Works that cover T ho- 
mond Bridge, wherein the Enemy had poſted above 200 Men; 
the Diſpute was hot and obſtinate for a while, and the Attack 
extreamly hazardous, however, the {riſh being furiouſly preſs'd 
by the Grenadiers, were abandoning their Poſts when a 
ſtrong Detachment was ſent from the Town to ſupport them ; 
but the £22/:/þ advanced with ſuch Courage and Bravery, that 
they beat the Enemy, and purſued them over the Bridge into the 
Town, and lodged themſelves within ten Yards of the Bridge ; 
whereupon the 1r:{þ finding all Communication cut off between 
them and their Horſe, and beginning to deſpair of the French 
Succours, entertained ſome thoughts of ſurrendring ; according- 
ly the next Day a Ceſſation of Arms was agreed on for three 
Days; and on the 26th Sarsfield and Colonel Wachop dined with 
the General, and Hoſtages being exchanged, in order to a Treaty,

dered to halt, except the Engliſh Lire Guards, and the Regi- 
ments of Cuts, Mackay, Grahme and Angus, which being inter- 
lin'd with the Horſe, were Commanded to the skirts of the 
Wood on the Right, whilſt the Regiments of Heſſe, Lowther and 
Leven were alſo inte; mixt with the Horſe of the Left Wing, and 
poſted upon the outhde of the Wood: Things being thus diſpos d 
the Prince of Wirtembergh, after he had Cannonaded the Ene- 
my for above two Hours, began the Attack ; and for as long a 
ſpace of time never were more terrible Firing heard; the Van- 
guard behay'd themſelves with ſo much Bravery and Reſolution, 
that they drove ſeveral Batallions of the Enemy beyond one of 
their Batteries; and Sir Robert Douglas with his firſt Batallion sr e 
beat the Enemy from three ſeveral Hedges, and made himſelf lk, 
| Maſter of the fourth, when going through a Gap to get on the 
other fide, he was unfortunately kill'd on the ſpot. | 

The K. being made ſenſible of the great Difficulties the Vanguard 

had to encounter, diſpatcht Orders to Count Sm, who Com- 

manded the main Body, to ſend more Foot to the Prince's Aſ- 
ſiſtance; but that Count (who was ever envious of the Engliſh) 
inſtead of obeying his Majeſty's Commands, order'd the Horſe 
to march, and the Foot to halt, which prov'd the loſs of the Day, 
for the Ground was ſo ſtreight, and the Enemy had ſuch Hedges 
and Ditches to cover them, that there was nothing to do for the 
Horſe, ſo that when the Vanguard began to engage, the Body of 
Foot was almoſt a Mile in the Rear ; However, the King made 
all poſſible Diligence to get the Infantry up, but before they could 
reach the Wood, the Vanguard and Infantry of the Left Wing, 
being overpower'd by thirty Batallions of the Enemy, and by a 
freſh Body of Dragoons, headed by Boufflers, they were forc'd 
to retreat and leave the Wood in poſſeſſion of the Enemy. 

The King being enraged at this Diſappointment, expreſt his 
Concern for the Miſcarriage, and conſidering that the Fight was 
not to be renewed, without endangering the loſs of the whole ons 
Army ; his Majefty commanded a Retreat, which was perform'd 
in very good Order, and without much diſturbance from the Ene- 
my.

paſs along the Lines, or the Army ſhould decamp ; but Provi- 
dence permitting this black Conſpiracy to be diſcovered by Leef-

The Duke of The Duke of Savoy, who had been brought into the Confede- 
Babu; racy by King William's Influence, and ſupported in it by great 
Sums of Money, and by confiderable Forces under the Duke of 
| Leinſter, marcht at the Head of 20000 Men, and Invaded Dau- 
phine ; and having firſt Plunder'd ſeveral Villages, on the 5th 
of Augyſt he croſt the River Durance, and Beſieged the City of 
Takes tbe Ambrun, which after 9 Days Surrendred to him upon Articles. 
Ciry of 4®- In this Place he found 20 Pieces of Cannon, and the City gave 
him 40000 Livres Contribution, beſides which he ſeiz'd on 60000 
more of the French King's Money. From Ambrun the Army marcht

Stuarts. was coming to attack him in his Camp; his Majeſty immediate- 
ly ordered the whole Army to be drawn up in order of Battle 
ready to expect the Enemy; hereupon enſued the famous Battle 
of Landen, in the beginning whereof the Succeſs ſeem'd to be 
on the Confederate fide, and the Allies kept their Ground, which 
however did not diſcourage the French from attacking the Left 
Wing of the Allies, who were poſted at Veer Landen, when 
the Enemy after a ſharp Diſpute of about two hours, were en- 
tirely beaten off, and purſued quite out of the Defile into the 
very Plain: But Luxemburgh having ſtill ſeveral Brigades of freſh 
Men, reſolved to gain the Village of Veer inden, and order'd 
the Prince of Conti to make the Attack, who charged the Con- 
federates ſo vigorouſly that they were ſoon obliged to yield the 

Avenues of the Village to the Enemy, which they afterwards 
endeavour'd to regain, but the French being conſiderably Rein- 
forc'd, the Attempt became impoſſible, the Dutch and Scotch 
Guards having ſpent all their Ammunition, DE 

At length the King ſeeing the Battle loft, ordered the Infantry 
to retreat to Dormal on the Brook of Beck, and finding that the 
Enemy were ſurrounding him on all Sides, his Majeſty order'd 
the Regiments of Windbam, Lumley and Gallway to cover his 
Retreat over the Bridge at Neerheſpen, which he gained with 
great Difficulty; there was nothing now but Confuſion in the 
Confederate Camp, and all thoſe who could not gain the Paſſes 
for the Retreat, being preſs'd by the Enemy, were forc'd to fling 
themſelves into the River, where abundance were drown'd. In this

left a ſmall Contufion in his fide ; in ſhort, his Majeſty gained fo 
much the Reſpect and Admiration of his very Enemies, that it 
was a common ſaying amongſt them, T hat they wanted but ſuch a 

King to make them Maſters of Chriſtendom. 
Some time after this Battle, the French Army ſet down before 
233 Charleroy, which Place having held out 26 Days from the open- 
des. ing of the Trenches, the Garriſon Surrendred on the 1oth of 
October upon Honourable Terms: In Catalonia the Enemy were

off from before Pignerol, and encampt at Mar ſalia, where the . 
Army was preſently drawn up in Battalia, and on the 3d of No- 
vember marcht into che Neighbourhood of Orhaſſan ; early the 
next Day the French advanced towards the Confederates, having 
the Advantage of the Ground, which was full of Woods and 
Vineyards ; and ſoon after the Cannon began to play on both 
ſides, when the French fell on the Left Wing of the Confederates 
with near 20000 Men, Sword in Hand, whom the Allies at firſt

fiderable Miſchief ; but the Enemy being very advantageouſly 
Intrenched at every Place where there was a poſſibility of Land- 
ing; the Forces could not Land ſo regularly as had been agreed 
on, however, General Ialmaſh went with about 900 Men, and 
landed under a little Rock on the South fide of the ſmall Bay, 
but a Detachment of French Marines fell in immediately upon 
'em with ſuch Fury, that the Engliſþ were forc'd to retire 
to their Boats in great Diſorder ; and it being Ebbing Water the 
Boats ſtuck faſt, ſo that General T almaſh was mortally wounded, 
and the Men on board them were either miſerably ſlaughter d, or 
forc'd to beg Quarter. The Marquis with incredible Labour 
and Hazard brought off the Ships, (except a ſmall Dutch Man 
of War of 30 Guns) which were all diſabled in their Sails, Maſts, 
and Rigging, having loſt 400 Men, and of the Land Forces 
about 700 were ſlain, wounded, and taken Prifoners, and the 
brave General I almaſh ſoon after died of his Wounds. To make 
ſome amends for this Diſappointment, the Lord Berkley fail'd 

towards Diepe, and on the 12th of July threw 1100 Bombs into 
the Town, which ſet it on Fire in ſeveral Places, ſo that the

From Diepe the Fleet alarming all the French Coaſt, ſail'd to- 
wards Havre de Grace, which Place was likewiſe Bombarded, and 
the Town confiderably Damaged. 

But the Grand Fleet in the Med#erranean in a great Meaſure 
repaired the Misfortunes at Breſt, for there Admiral Ruſſel rode 
in Triumph, and block'd up the whole French Fleet under Mon- 
fieur Loe in the Harbour of T houlon, who durſt not adven- 
ture out to Sea: The gliſb Fleet thus Triumphantly Riding in 
the Mediterrancan, was one of the moſt Illuſtrious Actions of this 
King's Reign, for by this means the Engliſh Dominion of the 
Streighis was added to that of the Narrow Seas, a ſtop was put 
to the Conquering Arms of Fance in Cataloma, all the French 


Coaſts were expos'd to the Inſults of the Contederates, and even 
all the Tralian Princes were kept in Awe.

the Town immediately Surrendred. On the 21ſt of September, 
N. S. the Trenches were open d againſt the Caſtle, and all things 
being ready by the 27th for an Aſſault, the French Governor 
beat a Parley, and Surrendred that Fortreſs the next Day, 
whereby the French were totally expell'd the Biſhoprick of Liege. 

On the 1oth of November the King arrived from Holland, and 
two Days after the Parliament met; on Friday the 22d died that Thc king 2. 
great Ornament of the Church Dr. Fob Lillotſon, Lord Arch- en 
biſhop of Canterbury, who was bury'd in the Church of St. Lau- 
rence Fury in London, where he had been Tueſday Lecturer for 
many Years ; his Funeral Sermon was preacht by the Lord Biſhop 
of Salsbury, whole Account and Character of him are worthy of 
Remembrance. On $ December Dr. I homasTenmſon, Lord Biſhop 
Lincoln, (being the Perſon amongſt all the Candidates recom- 
mended to their Majeſties for filling up the See of Canterbury that 
was moſt efteem'd by them,) was nominated to that See, and on 
the 16th of January following was confirmed in the Church of 
St. Mary Le Bow in London. 


The Queen being taken ill at Kenſmgton, on Friday the 2 1ſt of 
December, her Diſtemper proved to be the Small-Pox, of which peatt of G 
her Majeſty departed this Life the Friday following, a quarter 7 
before One in the Morning, leaving the King under an inexpreſ- 
ſible Grief and Affliction, and the whole Kingdom in the deepeſt 
Sorrow for the loſs of a Princeſs of ſo great Piety, Clemency, 
Goodneſs, and other exemplary Vertues. 

Upon this ſad and melancholy Occaſion the Lords and Com-

The Beſiegers in the mean while broke Ground before the

Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bed-chamber. Es 
On June 27. his Majeſty declared in Council, that the Publick 
Affairs requiring his going over to Holland for a ſhort time, he 
had appointed the Lord Archbiſhop of Canter/ury, the Lord 
Keeper, the Lord Prefident of the Council, the Lord Privy Seal, 
the Lord Steward, the Earl of Bridgwater firſt Commiſſioner of

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Starts. the Admiralty, the Earl of Marlborough Governour to his High- 
V neſs the Duke of Glouceſter, and the Earl of T ankerwlle firſt Com- 
miſſioner of the Treaſury, to be Lords Juſtices of England, du- 
ring his abſence ; after which, on Fuly 4. he went from Hampton- 
Court, lay that Night at Canterbury, and fail'd the next Evening 
from Mar gate with a fair Wind for Holland. 
The part. Before the King's departure, the Parliament of Scotland met 
rd mect. at Fdenborovgh, and at the beginning of the Seſſion there came

High Commitlioner fearing the Conſequences of this Vote, im- 
mediately adjourned them. be, 
von Jul) 24. being the Birth-day of his Highneſs the Duke of 
len Glouceſter, the fame was ſolemnly obſerved at Windſor ; but his 
Highneſs having over-heated himſelf, towards the Evening found 
himſelf Fatigued and Indiſpos'd, which at length turning to a 
Fever and Raſh, he thereof died on the 3oth of the ſaid Month; 
of which I ſhall ſpeak more hereafter. : 
Wirin me The Kings of Denmark and Poland with the Czar of Muſcovy 
North, -» having entred into a League to cruſh the young King of Sweden 
with their united Force, and kindle a violent War in the North, 
and in order thereunto (whilſt the Poles fat down before Riga in 
Livonia,) the King of Denmark attack'd the Duke of Holſtein, the 
King of Sweden's Brother-in-Law, under pretence of having 
ſome Forts demoliſh'd, and laid Siege to Jonningen, tho' with- 
out Succeſs, hereupon ſeveral Princes and States (but more par- 
ticularly Eagland and Holland) endeavoured to make up the 
Breach ; but finding an Amicable Mediation would not do, the 
King ſent a Squadron of 3o Engliſh and Dutch Men of War, be- 
tides Fireſhips and Bomb Veſſels into the Sound, where they 
arrived on 20 July, and the Swedb Fleet ſoon after joyning the 
Confederates near Landſcroon, the Daniſh Fleet quitted the Sound 
and retir'd in ſome Confufion, for fear of being attack'd under 
the Caſtle of Copenhagen ; which City the Confederates made a 
ſhew of Bombarding, not with deſign to do it any Damage, but 
only to incline the King of Denmark to a Peace, which was much 
haſten'd by the King of Sweden's making a Deſcent in Perſon, at 
the Head of his roops into the Iſle of Zealand; for the King of 
Denmark being thut up in Holſtein, and therefore unable to ſave 
his Capital City otherwiſe than by a Treaty, the Negotiations 
were reaſſumed, and effectually carried on at Travendal, near 
5 Segebing in Holſtein, where both the Daniſh and Confederate Ar- 
4s, © mies lay; ſo that after 6 Days Debate, the Peace was at length

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Sign d on 18 Aug. between Denmark, Sweden and the Duke of King 2 
Holſtein, but Muſcovy and Poland were excluded. woke UV 
His Majeſty having writ to the Czar of Muſcovy to preſs him Tie King ar- 
to an Accommodation with the Crown of Sweden, and to offer la *. 
him his Mediation, and having diſpatch'd ſeveral Important Af- 


fairs at the Hague, on 17 October he Embark'd for gland, and 
the 2oth arrived at Hampton-Court. 


The Parliament of Scotland being to meet again on the 28th Proceedings | 
of October, the King ſent them a very kind Letter, in relation to —— 2 
their African Company; but during the Interval of the two Seſ⸗ “ | 
fions, the Melancholy News arriving in Scotland of their Peoples 
having abandon d (or rather ſurrendred) their new Settlement 
at Darien, occaſioned the Company to repreſent to the Parlia- 
ment, That for want of due Prote&ion Abroad, ſome Perſons 
had been encourag d to break in upon their Privileges even at 
Home : This Repreſentation was back'd by a National Addreſs, 
which was preſented to his Majeſty on November 16. to which 
the King anſwer'd, That he could not take further Notice of it, 
ſeeing the Parliament was then met, and he had made a Declara- 
tion of his Mind for the Good of his People, wherewith he 
hop'd all his Faithful Subjects would be ſatisfied. So that after 
the Parliament had ſat near 3 Months, amidſt Heats and threat- 
ning Feuds about the Miſcarriages at Darien, at laſt they came 
to a Cool and Good Reſolution, anuuary 21ſt. That they would 

ſtand by and Support both his Majeſty and his Government, 

to the utmoſt of their Power, and maintain ſuch Forces as 
ſhould be requiſite for thoſe Ends. And after having provided by 
a Land- Tax, for the maintaining of thoſe Forces, the Duke of 
Queensbury, his Majeſty's High Commiſſioner, Prorogued them to 
the 6th of May. | - 

On November 1. N. S. died Charles II. King of Spain, Vc. Death of 
without Iſſue; he was born the 6th of November 1661. and 1 
ſucceeded his Father King Philip IV. in the Year 1666. About 
a Month before his Death, to wit, on Oclober 2. this Crazy and 
half Dead King fignd a Will, being the Management of the 
Cardinal Portocarero, the Prime. Minifter, open a Reſult of the 
Intrigues of the Marquis de Harcourt, the French Ambaſſador ; 
by which Will Philip Duke of Anjou, Second Son to the Dau- 

hin, is declared and appointed Univerſal Heir to the ſaid %% Due of 
King Charles II. and to ſucceed to the whole Spaniſb Mo- f cedar 
narchy. Upon King Charles's Death, the ſaid Will was open d 

in the Preſence of the 1 Court, and a Copy of it forth- 

with diſpatch'd to the French King, who ſoon after declar'd 

his Acceptance of the ſaid Will, without conſulting thoſe 

Allies with whom he had ſo lately concluded a Treaty of 
Partition; ſo that on November the 16th, N. S. the Duke of 

Anjou in his Grandfather's Court was declared and ſaluted King 

of Spain. | 
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Count Briord, the French Ambaſſador in Holland, laboured 
to put a Colour upon this groſs Proceeding of his Maſter ; 
and not long after preſented a Memorial to the States, repre- 
ſenting the inſuperable Difficulties of the Partition, which, if 
adher'd to, muſt be the Cauſe of Univerſal War; and there- 
fore his Maſter had choſe rather to anſwer the End of that 
Treaty, which was, to preſerve the Peace and Tranquility of 
Europe. Soon after this the ſaid Count made a florid Harangue 
to the States, in which he acquainted their Lordſhips, That he 
came to give them new Aſſurances of the King his Maſter's 
conſtant Amity, and his ſincere Deſire to obſerve inviolabl 


the laſt Peace; and that all the Steps his Maſter had trod ſince 


it was concluded, might convince the whole World that he 
had no other Deſign than to maintain the Publick Tranqui- 
litv, of which his Majeſty thought he had given a convincing 
Proof, in accepting the deceaſed King of Spain's Will. In a 
word, That his Union with the Crown of Spam would only 
ſerve to ſettle Peace over all Chriſtendom, which is the only Aim

In England the People were in an uneaſie ſuſpence between 
War and Peace, and as much between the Continuance of the Par- 
liament, and the Expectance of a new one, and as ſome Ad- 
dreſſes did inſinuate the deſire of a Diflolution, ſo others were 
as zealous for the Continuance of the preſent Parliament; but to 
ſolve this Difficuity, an unforeſeen accident happen'd, which gave

Henry the VIIth's Chapel, where it was depoſited on Treſſels, 
and a Canopy of Purple Velvet born over it by the Gentlemen of 
the Privy Chamber, til! the Service, according to the Liturgy of 
the Church of Eyland, was Read by the Dean. His Royal High- 
neſs Prince George of Denmark, who was Chief Mourner on this 
Occafion, was in a long Cloak with a Star Embroider'd thereon, 
wearing the Collar of the Order, and his Train born by the Vice- 
Chamberlain, together with his two Supporters the Duke of 
Somerſet, Lord Prefident of the Council, and the Duke of De- 
vonſbire, Lord Steward of his late Majeſty's Houſhold, (both like- 
wiſe with long Cloaks and Stars, and wearing their Collars of 
the Order) were ſeated in Arm'd Chairs placed for them at the 
Head of the Corps, and the Lords Affiſtants and others ſeated 
themſelves in the Stalls on each fide the Chapel.

he had made in the Year 1695. and depoſited in the Hands of 
Monſieur de Schuylemburgh, was open'd in the preſence of Mr. 
Stanhope, and Monſieur Schmettau, Envoys from the Queen of 
Great Britain, and the King of Pruſſia, and before the Agents of 
the Princes of Frzeſland, Anbalt, and divers others; by which 
Will the faid King William names and appoints his Couſin the 
Prince Frijon of Naſſau, Eldeft Son of Prince Caſimir of Naſſau, 
at preſent Stadtholder of Frzeſland, his Sole and Univerſal Heir 
of all his Eftates, as well Feodal as Allodial, which he ſhall 
leave at the Day of his Death, reſerving to himſelf a liberty to 
appoint him Guardians ; reſerving alſo to himſelf the Power 
of bequeathing ſuch Legacies and Gifts as he ſhall hereafter think 
fit; naming and appointing for Executors of his Laſt Will and 
Teſtament, the States General of the United Provinces, defiring 
them to accept of it, and to execute his Will; In Witneſs, &c. 
at the Hague, October 18. 1695. Sigu'd William R. His Majeſty's 
Seal was put on the fide of it, Impreſs'd with black Wax, and 
the Will was Certified to be the King's Laſt Will, by a formal 
Atteſtation of Adrian Van Stervelt, Publick Notary (with allow- 
ance of the Court of Holland) and reſiding at the Hague, dated 
19 Oclober 1695.

The Queen dined at a Table at the upper end of the Hall, 
under a Canopy with his Royal Highneſs Prince George of Den- 
mark, her Royal Conſort, on her Left Hand, and the Nobility 
and other Perſons of Quality were ſeated at the reſpe&ive Ta- 
bles provided for them ; the firſt Courſe of Hot Meat for her 
Majeſty's Table was ſerved up with the uſual Ceremonies, being 
Preceeded by the Officers of the Board of Greencloth, and by 
the Lord High Steward between the Lord High Conſtable 
(both for that Day) and the Earl Marſhal of England, all on 
Horſeback in their Robes and Coronets. 

Juſt before the ſecond Courſe, Charles Dymoke, Eſq; her Ma- 
jeſty's Champion, came into the Hall in compleat Armour, be- 
tween the Lord High Conſtable, and the Earl Marſhal, before 
mentioned, all on Horſeback, and perform'd the Challenge;

On April 16. the Town of Keyſerſwaert, on the Rhine, be- Lese Nr. 


longing to the Elector of Cologn, very mean, but well fortified, 
into which he had the Year before received a French Garriſon, 
was Inveſted, and the Forces employed in the Siege, under the 
command of the Prince of /Vaſſau Sarbruck, were then called the 
Emperor's Auxiliary Troops, becauſe the War againſt the Uni- 
ted Powers of France and Spain, was not at that time publickly 
declared; however, on the 18th at Night the Beſiegers open'd 
the Trenches, and before Morning were advanced 100 Paces. 
On the 23d in the Morning the Pruſſians attackt an Iſland in the 
Rhine about £00 Paces broad, a little below the Town, which 
they took that Evening. The next Day the Beſiegers carried 
their Trenches within 200 Paces of the Town, and had four Bat- 
teries continually firing, with which they had made conſiderable 
Breaches in the Rampart, ſo that they intended to make an At- 
tack upon the Counterſcarp, for which Purpoſe a great number 
of Faſcines and Wool-ſacks were prepared; by the taking of 
which it was not much doubted but the Place would ſoon Sur- 
render : However, the Confederates were much miſtaken in 
their Calculation, for tho' they propoſed at firſt to be Maſters 
of the Place in three Weeks, they found it held out near two 
Months, and had like to have prov'd but a bad beginning of a 
new War; yet there was no way to prevent it, for the Rains fell 
ſo much, and overflow'd the Rhine to that degree, as not only 
very much incommoded the Beſiegers in their Trenches, and put 
the Glacis of the Cover'd Way under Water, but gave the Enemy

ficulties the Siege was ſtil] carried on, and the Beſiegers ſo warm- 
ly plied the Town with their Cannon and Mortars, that the 


Place was wholly reduced to Aſhes ; ſo that on June 9 the Con- 


federates made a general Attack upon the Counterſcarp and 
Ravelin, which was Bloody and Obſtinate, nothing being ſeen 
for 2 hours together but Smoak and Flame ; but at length 
the Beſieged were forced to give Ground, and leave the A\- 


ſailants Maſters both of the Ravelin and Counterſcarp, up- 


on which they immediately lodg'd themſelves. The Prince 
of Naſſau, and all the other Officers and Soldiers, behaved 


themſelves in this Action beyond what could be expected from 


'em; however, the number of the Slain and Wounded was 
very conſiderable, and twas thought the Beſieged loſt near as 
many Men as the Allies, altho' they ſprung three Mines du- 


ring the Attack: The Governour having demanded a Ceſſation | 
of Arms to bury his Dead, the ſame was granted him, which 


being expired both Sides began again to Fire on each other 


with great Fury, when the Beſiegers, having got all Things in 
readineſs for a general Storm, the Enemy beat a Parley, and 


on Fune 15 Surrendred on Honourable Conditions. 


Soon after her Majeſty's Coronation ſhe was pleaſed to con- 
ſtitute the Earl of Nottingham and Sir Charles Hedges, Knight, 


her Principal Secretaries of State; the Lord Godolpbin was alſo 


appointed to be Lord High Treaſurer of England, and there- 
upon his Lordſhip took the uſual Oaths in the Courts of Chan- 
chery and Exchequer at Weſtminſter. On May 2 her Majeſty 
in Council having Ordered a Declaration of War to be drawn

rogued them to the 7th of July enſuing. Two Days after, the 
Earl of Abingdon was made Conſtable of the Tower of London,

Things appearing now to be in earneſt, and the War begin- general co. 
ning to grow warm on all Sides, General Coborn was ſent into sehr, ee: 
Spaniſh Flanders with a Body of 10000 Men, to demoliſh the p 
Lines erected between Fort St. Donat, and Fort Tjahella, which 5 
he manag'd ſo well, that after he had taken Middleburg, which 
the French had begun to Fortifie, and made himſelf Maſter of 
Fort St. Donat; he in a few Days levelled thoſe Lines with the 
Earth, which the French had been making many Months, at an 
extraordinary Expence, and laid part of the Caſtellany of Bruges 
under Contribution to the Confederates ; however, after theſe

The Parliament of Scotland met on 9 June, in purſuance of 
their laſt Adjournment, but Duke Hamilton, before the Queen's 
Commiſſion was Read, Proteſted for himſelf and all others that 
adher'd to him, againſt the Legality of the Meeting, not think- 
ing themſelves Warranted by Law to Sit and Act any longer as 
a Parliament, the ſame being Diſſolved by the King's Death; 
whereupon he took Inſtrument, and then withdrew : After 
which the Queen's Letter was Read, and then the Duke of 
Queensbury, her Majeſty's High Commiſſioner, and after him the 
Earl of Afarchmont, Lord Chancellor, made each of them a 
Speech in reference to the Queen's Letter. Iwo Days 
after the Parliament met again, and proceeded vigorouſly 
upon an Act for declaring their Meeting Lawtul ; and alto upon 
another Act for Eſtabliſhing, Ratifying and Confirming the Pres- 
byterian Church Government and Diſcipline, which on June 12. 
were touch'd by the Royal Scepter. On the 19th they paſs'd 
an Act for a Supply of Ten Months, and about the ſame time 
the Union Bill, being the ſame with that in England, obtained 
the Royal Aſſent; after which they went upon ſetling 
the Succeſſion to the Crown; but tho' thoſe Members who con- 
tinued to Sit and Act in the Houſe agreed well enough in all

the Netherlands and in Ital), had not ſo well provided for their 
Frontiers in Germany, where the Army commanded by the 
Mareſchal de Catinat, was but weak, and drawing together but 
ſlowly, gave the Germans an Opportunity of Beſieging the Strong 
and Important Fortreſs of Landau, in the lower Alſatia, ſituate 
in the Territory of Waſeow, upon the River Quiech, ſo that a- 
bout 6 June, Prince Lewis of Baden decamp'd with the Imperial 
Army from Langencandel, and Poſted himſelf before Landau, 
which in a few Days he Beſieged in form. On July 27 the 
King of the Romans arrived in the Camp, where he was no 
leſs Indefatigable than Venturous, and expos'd his Perſon to the 
thickeſt Fire of the Enemies Cannon from the Town. On 16 
Aug. every thing being got ready for Storming the Counterſcarp, 
the ſame was pertorm'd that Night, and laſted above three hours;

which was accordingly done ; and 1t blowing a freſh Gale, the 
2 Men of War bore up directly upon the Bomb, and received all 
Torbyy breaks the Enemies Fire, till they were got within the length of it; 
tie bond. Vice Admiral Hopſon, in the Torbay, broke thro' the Bomb at 
once, but the reſt of his Diviſion, and Vice Admiral Vandergoes, 
with his Detachment, who ſail'd a-breaft, all ſtuck, and were 

forc'd to hack their way thro. „ 

The Onſet was made with extraordinary Reſolution and Bra- 
very, and the Land Forces having contriv'd to aſſail the Forts 
juſt as the Men of War, bearing up to the Bomb, pour'd their 
Broad-fides upon 'em, conſtrain'd the Forts to yield at Diſ- 
cretion. 

The Dukeos The Duke of Ormond, as ſoon as this hot Service was over, 
omont rakes marcht with his Forces to Rodondello, where, 'twas ſaid, that he 
with the Dutch, ſeiz d a conſiderable quantity of Plate. When 
the Engliſh and Dutch Ships had paſt the Bomb, the Enemy, 
after the Example of Monſieur Chateaurenaud, the French Ad- 
miral, who blew up his Ship, fir'd and blew up ſeveral of their 
Ships, and ran others aſhore ; however there being of all ſorts 
Tre Frexh 37 Or 38 Sail, there was not one that eſcap'd being either taken 
ur Ga. or deſtroy'd : The Engliſh took 5 French Men of War, which they 
Icons aken brought Home, and the Dutch one, which afterwards ſunk, and 
others were burnt and ſunk ; befides two Frigats and a Fire- 
ſhip. burnt ; of the Galleons the Dutch made themſelves Maſters 
of 5, the reſt were burnt and ſunk, but ſome Silver was taken 
out of the bottoms of thoſe that were burnt ; Admiral Hopſon's 
Ship was clapt on Board by a French Fireſhip, and had been 
burnt if the Fireſhip had not fortunately blown up; yet the Tor- 
bay was much damaged in her Maſts and Rigging, and loſt 115 
* A kill'd and drown'd, beſides 9 wounded, the other Ships re- 
ceived but little damage ; of the Land Soldiers, 2 Lieutenants, 
and about 30 Soldiers were ſlain, Colonel Pierce was wounded 
in the Thigh with a Cannon ſhot, and Major Talmaſhb, Colonel 
Seymour and Colonel Newton were wounded. Of the French 
Monſieur de Alegre, Chief of a Squadron, the Marquis de Galliſon- 
mere, with ſeveral other Officers, and 4 or 500 Private Soldiers 
were taken Priſoners, beſides a very Rich and Conſiderable 
Booty in Plate, Money and Goods, that was got by this Glo- 
rious Action, which was a very conſiderable Blow to En

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and Spain, and ſucceeded very luckily for the Good of England ; Ween mee, 
beſides the ſtifling of the Diſcourſes of the Miſcarriage of the Ex. . 
pedition to Cadiz : This welcome News was brought to the 
Queen by the Lord Shannon before-mention'd, on Octob. 30. which 
was very acceptable to Her Majeſty and to the whole Kingdom, 


and prov'd a very great Encouragement to the Allies to purſue 
the War with the greater Vigour. 


The New Parliament which was to have Met on 20. being Tie Queen 
Prorogued to the 8th of Oclober enſuing, Her Majeſty, for the roo 
ſake of the Prince's Health. who was ſomewhat Indiſpos'd, and #5. 
conceiving the Bath Waters might do him good, reſoly'd to ac- 
company him thither ; ſo on Avg. 26. the Royal Pair ſet out from 
Wrindſor,and lay that Night at Oxford, where Her Majeſty was re- 
ceiv'd by the Univerſity with very great Solemnity, and conducted 
to Her Lodgings in Chri/t-Church-College. The next Day, Her Ma- 

jeſty after having accepted of the Entertainment of the Univerſity, 
receiv d the uſual Prelents,and declar'd Her Self ſatisfy'd with the 
Expreſſions of their Duty, ſet out from Oxford, and lay that Night 
at Mr. Maſters's Houle at Cirenceſter. On the 28th ſhe left Ciren- 
ceſter, and not far from thence was waited on by the Duke of 
Beaufort, who conducted Her Majeſty to his Houſe at Badminton, 
where a very ſplendid Entertainment was prepar'd for her, with 
which Her Majefty was well pleas'd, and about Eight the ſame 
Evening Her Majeſty and His Royal Highneſs arriv'd fafe at Bath, 
where they were likewiſe receiv'd in an extraordinary manner. 
On Sept. 1. the Mayor, Aldermen and Sheriffs of Briſtol waited 
upon the Queen, to Compliment her, upon her Arrival in thoſe 
Parts, and humbly beſought Her Majeſty, That She would Pleaſe 
to Honour her City of Briſtol with Her Royal Preſence ; which 
She promis'd them to do the I hurſday following, and accordingly 
Her Majeſty, accompanied by the Prince, and the whole Court, 
went to Briſtol, where ſhe was receiv'd and Entertain'd at the 
Charge of the City, and ( having before Dinner conferr'd the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood on Fobn Hawkins Eſq; the Mayor) in the 
Evening Her Majefty and His Royal Highneſs, with the Court, 
return'd again to Bath. | 5 

Towards the latter end of Auguſt, the French and Spamards 
having made a vain Attempt upon the Town of Hulſt in Flanders, 
at the Expence of about 1009 Men: In the mean time, the Allies, 
(not being able to bring the Army of the Two Crowns to an En- 
gagement, ) were diſpoſing all things for the Siege of Venlo, a ſtrong 
Town in the Dutchy of @uelderland, whilſt General Schultz took 
the Town and Caſtle of Wert, which Capitulated, after a ſhort 
Refiſtance, and the Garriſon was conducted to Ruremond: On the — 
28th Venlo was Inveſted by the Baron de Heyden; and on Sept. 6. 
the Trenches were open'd before the Town on both ſides the Maeſe, 
without any Loſs : On the 18th in the Morning, the Fort of 
St. Michael over- againſt Venlo, was Taken by Storm, in an Attack 

made by th: E gliſb, under my Lord Cutts ; the tour following

On the ſame Day that the City of Liege Surrender'd to the gate af 
Allies, a ſharp Engagement happen'd between Prince Lewis of be. 
Baden, who lay encampt at Fridlingen with only a ſmall Reſerve 
of about 8000 Men, and the French who were divided into two 
Bodies, whereof one was Commanded by the Mareſchal de Villars, 
and the other by Count Guiſcard; whereupon the Prince, for 
fear of being encloſed between the two Bodies of the French, de- 
campt from Fridlmgen, and whilft he was marching, Count Merci, 
who brought up the Rear with 400 Horſe, ſent him Word, That 
Villars was advancing towards him with 30 Battalions, and 
40 Squadrons, in Order of Battle. Upon which the Prince Or- 
der'd his Army to Face-about ; and both Armies being advanced 
within 1500 Paces of each other, both Sides made a Halt, and 
the Prince began by playing upon the French with his Cannon: At 
firſt the Succeſs was on the ſide of the Jnperialiſts, but on a ſudden 
the Second Line of the Imperial Cavalry was put into ſuch Diſor- 
der, that all the Horſe quitted the Field in great Confuſion: 

Upon which the Prince had thoughts of Retreating with the In- 
fantry ; but they being not at all diſmay'd that the Horſe had de- 
ſerted em, fell in with the French Foot with ſuch undaunted Bra- 
very, that they drove 'em from their Ground into a Wood ad- 
joining, through which they purſu'd em almoſt to Hunnnghen : 
Whereupon the French Horſe, who ſtood Spectators all the while 
in the Plain without any Motion, ſeeing their Infantry quite 
routed, retreated alſo towards Hunnnghen, 

The Prince having thus obtain'd the Victory, continu'd Five Thc ei. 
whole Hours on the Field of Battle, and then march'd towards l. 
Staufen, having recover'd ſeven Pieces of Cannon which were taken 
from the Imperial Horſe in the firſt Engagement, together with 
five of the Enemy's, of which they carry d off two, and buried 
the reſt. The Loſs of the {mperialiſis was not ſo confiderable as 
that of the French ; notwithſtanding which, the French King or- 
der'd Te Deum to be Sung, as if his Troops had gain'd a Victory 
over the Inperialiſts; and to ſupport the Reputation of it, aſſerted, 
they took Fridlingen the next Day: But however it were, they 
were certainly diſappointed by this Action, in joining with the 
Elector of Bavaria; for the Prince being reinforc'd by General 
Thungen with 15000 Men, the French were forced to repaſs the cpa =

In Taly this Year we find that on March 21. there happen'd an proceediogs 
Action between Count Teſſe Governor of Mantua, and Count u t] 
Trautſmanſdorf Commander of the Blockade of that City, in which 
Count Teſſe was wounded in the Hand, and his Son mortally 
wounded in the Body, beſides a Spaniſh Major-General, and the 
Count de Clermont Mareſchal-de-Camp, who died of his Wounds, 
as alſo a great Number of inferior Officers, and about 400 private 
Men kill'd and wounded: The Germans loſt 5 Officers, and about 230

Relieve Mantua: Whereupon Prince Eugene contracted his Forces 
cloſer together, that he might the better fruſtrate the Enemy's 
Defigns. | 

On the 17th of April King Philip arriv'd from Barcelona at 
Naples, and in the Beginning of May he wrote a Letter to the 
Duke of Vendoſme, wherein he told him, That he was afraid he 
would beat the Enemy before he came; That he would give him 
leave to Relieve Mantua, but that he ſhould ſtop there, and wait 
for him for the reſt, reckoning to be at Final about the end of the 
Month. On the other hand, Prince Eugene took as much Cau- 
tion as could be to prevent the Relief of that City; but being 
neceſſitated to quit Uſtiano, and draw off his own Men from Mar- 
mirolo, whereby Mantua was free on that fide next to Veroneſa, the 
Duke of Vendoſme paſs'd the Chieſa without Oppoſition, and came 
to Mantua on the 24th of May, whereby a Way was open'd to 
Relieve the Place: But Prince Eugene having took Cereſa, and 
fortify'd it, all the French pretended to do at preſent, was to attack 
Caſtiglione, which, after a brave Reſiſtance, was Surrender'd to 
them, and the Garriſon made Priſoners of War. In the mean 
time, the Germans continu'd very ſucceſsful in harraſſing the 
Ewpene's fault, that the 
Duk of Vendoſme was not Surpriz d in his Quarters, which was 
prevented by a Soldier's Firing inadvertently upon the Centinel 
placed near the Houſe ; by which means the French Army being 


Alarm'd, General Davia was forced to give over the Deſign. 


In Revenge of this Affront, the Duke of Mantua, who was 
made a kind of General in the French Army, obtain'd liberty of 
the Duke of Yendoſme to Cannonade the Prince's Quarters, and 
play'd upon the Tower of Cereſa for a whole Day together, but 
with no great Damage to the Imperialiſls, Prince Eugene, on 
the other hand, to repay the French in their own Coin, rais'd 


three Batteries upon a Rifing-Ground, and in like manner thun- 


der'd upon the Town and the French Camp both at once : Which 
ſo incens'd the Duke of Mantua, that the next Day he made a 


Sally with 200 Men; but was ſo warmly receiv'd by the Musket- 


Shot of the Imperialiſts, that he was forced to retreat with con- 
fiderable Loſs. After which, Prince Eugene poſleſs'd himſelf of 
an important Poſt within Musket-Shot of the Gate of Pradella, 


and having raiſed a Battery of Mortars thereon, and taken ſome 


other Poſts and a Riſing- Ground near the City, they play'd upon 
the Town with their Cannon and Bombs ; during which, the Gar- 
riſon made ſeveral unſucceſsful Sallies, in all which they were 
obliged to retire with Loſs. 

About the Middle of July, the ſeparate Bodies of the French 
Army having join'd Monſieur de Vendoſme, King Philip put him- 
ſelf at the Head of them, and march'd towards the River of 
Parma, in order to paſs it: Whereupon Prince Eugene, whoſe 
principal Care was to Provide for Berzello, ſent General

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Viſconti with three Regiments of Horſe to reinforce that Body of Ween ne. 
the Army which lay Intrench'd along the Banks of the Lenxa, 8 
with a deſign to Diſpute the Paſſage of that River with King General . 
Philip, who was advancing towards it with a numerous Army . 
but the ſaid General being Surpriz d in his Camp at Sana Victoria, 
by a whole Column of the French Army, which conſiſted of the 
Flower of their Cavalry, who, notwithſtanding they fell upon 
them ſo unexpectedly, that the Jnperialiſts had hardly Time to 
mount their Horſes; yet they ſo bravely Defended themſelves 
(though their Number did not amount to above 1500 Men) that 
they Repulſed the French Three times, and at the beginning of 
the Combat took T hree Standards ; but at length being preſs'd 
by the Enemy's Infantry, who fir'd ſo thick upon them, that 
not being able to make any further Refiſtance, they were forc'd to 
retreat. In this Action the Vnperialiſts loſt two Pair of Kettle- 
Drums, and all their Baggage, but not above 400 Men were 
miſſing, of which 270 were made Priſoners ; however, the French 
magnify'd this Action to a great degree; and King Philip, in his 
Letter to the French King his Grandfather, made the Loſs of the 
Imperialiſts to be much more confiderable. 
But to make amends for this Defeat, about the Middle of Auguſt, Battle of Lu- 
King Philip being encampt at La Teſta with an Army of 35000 
Men, he march'd in the Night between the 14th and 15th from 
La Teſfia to Luxara, with deſign to take that little Place, and to 
make it his Head-Quarters : But the Commander of the Town 
ſoon put himſelf into a Poſture of Defence, and Anſwer'd King 
Philip's Summons with the Mouths of his Cannon. The Duke 
of Vendoſme had ſcarce Inveſted the Place, when the Left-Wing 
of the French Army perceiv'd ſome of the Imperial Troops; and 
about Five in the Evening, Prince Eugene at the Head of the In- 
perial Army, which conſiſted only of 25000 Men, gave the Signal 
of Battle, and then the Artillery began to play upon the Enemy; 
about Six, the Right-Wing of the Ynperialiſts engaged the Left- 
Wing of the French, and attack d em in their Poſt ; but the Prince 
of Commerci, who Commanded them, being killd at the beginning 
of the Fight, was very much Lamented, and wrought ſuch a Con- 
ſternation in the whole Body, that three Battalions and as many 
Squadrons were put into Diſorder by the Enemy's Small- Shot, and 
gave Gronnd; however, they ſoon Rallied again, and at length 
drove the Enemy from their Poſt, and chaſed them above 1000 
Paces from one Intrenchment to another, yet not without a ſtout 
Reſiſtance; for the French Rallied four times in their Retreat, 
but at length were utterly Routed. The Left-Wing fought no The be 
leſs: Valiantly than the Right, and all the Troops in general, as Wär. 
well Horſe as Foot, perform'd Wonders, as did likewiſe the Ar- 
tillery under the Command of General Wirner ; at length Night 
parted the Combatants, and put an end to the Fight; however, 
both Sides claim'd the Victory, and both the Inperialiſts and 
French Sung Te Deum for it; though the Imperralifts certainly

About the Beginning oſ March, Count Schlick having drawn

till being wounded with a Musket-Shot, he was carry'd out of The Mir 
the Field, and died the next Morning, much lamented.

Notwithſtanding the Elector's repeated Promiſes, not to

In the mean time Count Stzrum being join'd by the Saxon 
Forces detach'd from Count Schlick, quitted the Upper Palatinate, 
in order to cover Saha, and obſerve the Motions of the French 
and Batarians, and encampt at Nordlingen on the Neckar with 
a good Body of Troops; while the Elector of Bavaria, in order 
to his Expedition to Tyrol, having concerted Matters with the 
Mareſchal de Villars at Ridlingen, return'd to Munich. 

On Apr. 24. Lieutenant-General Bulau with the Lunenburgh 
Horſe, and ſome Regiments of the Pruſſian Cavalry, Inveſted 
Bonne, and poſſeſsd themſelves of the Avenues on the fide of 
the Dutchy of Bergaes: On the 25th Lieutenant-General Fogel 
arrived with the Foot; and after him the Duke of Marlborough 
and Baron Obdam, and the next Day Lieutenant-General Coborn. 
On May 6. the Batteries were all finiſh'd, and on the gth the 
Fort was Taken by Storm. After which the Confederates made 
a new Battery againſt the Town, of 3o Pieces of Heavy Cannon, 
and 18 Mortars, which began to play the 12th, in order to 
make two Breaches, with Intent to Aſſault the Place: The 13th 


about Noon the Beſieged made a Sally out of the Town, againſt 


Major-General Dedem's Attack; but at length they were repuls'd 
with the Loſs of 100 Men, and as many Wounded : About Eight 
the fame Evening the Firſt Counterſcarp on the Prince of Heſſe's 
fide was attackt, in order to make a Lodgment, and the Men went 


on with ſuch Reſolution, that in leſs than an Hour's time they beat 


the Enemy from their Works, and made their Lodgment ; ſo 
that on the 14th, at Threee in the Afternoon, the Enemy beat a 
Parly ; at Six the Hoſtages were exchang'd ; and the next Day 
the Duke of Alarlborough having Agreed to the Capitulation, it 
was Sign'd and Exchang'd on the 16th, and the Garriſon March'd 
out on the 15th, and were conducted to Luxembureh. 
While the Allies were ſet down before Bowie, the Mareſchals 
Bouſjlers and Villeroy having fail'd in their Defigns upon Maſtricht 
and Liege, advanc'd on a ſudden into the Neighbourhood of

more, were Quarter'd, who defended themſelves with extraordi- 
nary Bravery for 28 Hours, but then were forced to Surrender 
at Diſcretion. Soon after that Bonne was Surrender'd, the Duke 
of Marlborough ſet forward with the Army towards Liege, as well 
to Secure that Place, as to Force the French Army to Decamp 


Poſted ; and on May 25. having paſs'd the River Fecker, ad- 
vanc'd to Hautin, where the Enemy intended to have Foragd 
that Morning, but upon Notice of the Confederates Approach, 
they March d with great Precipitation to Bookworn, not daring 


them, and advanc'd within Half a League of their Camp ; but 
though the Jecken parted the two Armies, and the Enemy had 
ſecur d all the Bridges and Paſſes of the River, yet the French 
thought themſelves not ſafe, but retreated to Hannuye; ſo that 
the Allies Marchd to Thys, and there Encampt ; whereupon 
the French Drew up in Battle Array, and ſent away their Baggage, 
as if they intended to have Fought ; but their Courage failing 
them, they again retired before the Confederates. 


Important Deſign in Execution in Spawſb-Flanders, Monfieur 
Cohorn ( who had drawn together a Well-provided Army in 
Dutch-Flanders) towards the End of June made the neceſſary 
Diſpoſitions for Attacking the Enemy's Lines in ſeveral Places at 
once; vix. Baron Spaar was appointed to Command ſome Troo 
that were to Act near Stekene ; Monſieur Cohorn with another De- 
tachment paſs't over the Scheld, to make an Attack near Lief- 
kenſbock ; and General Obdam, with the reſt of the Army ſtay d 
on this fide the Scheld, in order to make an Attempt on the 
Lines before Antwerp : Accordingly Baron Spaar, on Fune 27. in 
the Morning, Attack'd and Forc'd the Lines in the Country of 
Waes near Stekene ; the Action was very hot and ſharp, and coſt 
the Lives of a great many Brave Men ; the Line was Guarded by 
Seven Battalions, and cover'd with a River inſtead of a Ditch, 
which the Allies were forced to fill up before they could pals it, 
and then attack a Fortification by a narrow Way. Much about 
the ſame time Monſieur Coborn attackt the Enemy's Lines at the 
Point of Calo, which were (after a little Reſiſtance) Forc'd ; the 
Redoubt on the Point of St. Aut hony was likewiſe Attack d, which 
the Enemy ſeem'd at firſt reſolved to Defend, but at length they 
Surrender'd at Diſcretion. This News occafion'd great Joy ; but 
it was ſoon interrupted, by a ſtrange Account ſent by General 
Obdam from Breda, wherein he acquainted the States, That the 
French had Surrounded the Body of the Forces under his Com- 
mand, who upon the 27th had March'd from Lito to Eckeren, 
and put them to a Total Rout ; That he had made his Eſcape 
to Breda with only 30 Horſe, and could give no further Account

of their Army: This put the Dutch into a very great Conſterna- 
tion; but the States afterwards receiving ſeveral particular Rela- 
tions of this Battle, and more particularly one from Lieutenant- 
General Slangenburg, Reſolved, That Thanks be given to the ſaid 
General, for the good Conduct, Zeal and Courage which he 
ſhew'd in the ſaid Battle of Eckeren ; and that he be made ac- 
quainted, That their High Mightineſſes were likewiſe very 
well fatisfy'd with the good Conduct and Valour of the other 
General Officers, as alſo with the extraordinary Courage and 
Bravery ſhewn as well by the Superior and Subaltern Officers, as 
by the Private Soldiers, for having maintain'd the Honour of the 
Troops of that State, and perform'd their Duty in the Service 
of the Country. In this Battle the Dutch loft 1717 Men Kilbd, 
1003 Wounded, 694 Priſoners or Deſerted, and 376 Horſes ; 
(and the French own'd themſelves to have had between 15 and 
1600 Men Killd and Wounded, beſides 150 Officers; ) and 
notwithſtanding Monſieur O5dam ( whoſe Conduct in this Battle 
was very ſeverely Cenſur'd both in England and Holland) fled 
away in the midſt of the Action, yet the other Dutch Generals 
maintain'd the Fight againſt the Enemy (who were Double 
their Number) until Evening, and continu'd all Night on the 
Place of Battle: So that this can be call'd by no other Name 
than that of a Victory, the French Marching off betwixt Ten and 
Eleven at Night, without Beat of Drum, or Sound of Trumpet, 
towards their Lines ; however, the French claim'd the Victory 


to be on their Side, and accord ingly Sung Je Deum for it. 


But to treturn Home: On the 16th of May, N. S. a Treaty 
of Alliance Offenſive and Defenſive, was Sign'd at Lisbon, between 
the Emperor, the Queen of England, the King of Portugal, and 
the States- General, by which the King of Portugal was to make up 
20000 Men; That the Allies ſhould pay him a 
Million of Crowns Annually during the War; That the Army 
might be Commanded in the Name of the Arch-Duke Charles; 
That the Allies ſhould Attack Spain with all poſſible Vigour, 
ſo as it might return to the Houſe of Auſtria ; That the Allies 
ſhould ſend a great Fleet to Portugal, and Twelve Veſſels of the 
Line of Battle ſhould Winter there ; And that there ſhould be 
no Peace, without Conſent of all the Allies, and entire Security 
for His Portugueze Majeſty. | 

The ſame Day, O. S. the Parliameet of Scotland Met at Edin- 
burgh, where the Ceremony of the Duke of Queensbury, Her Ma- 
jeſty's High-Commiſſioner, Riding from the Palace of Holy-Rood- 


Houſe to the Parliament-Houſe, was perform d with great Solem- 


nity: The ſame Day Duke Hamilton gave in a Draught of an 
Act, Recognizing Her Majefty's Juſt Title to the Crown of Scot- 
land, by Virtue of the Claim of Right, which was Paſs'd on the 
19th, wherein it was Declared High- Treaſon in any of the Sub- 
jects, to Diſown, Quarrel, or Impugn Her Majefty's Right and 
Title thereto, or Her Exerciſe of the Government thereof 
frem Her Actual Entry to the ſame. Then an Act for the 


Security 
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Security of the Kingdom, was offered by the Marquis of T we- Queen Ann 


dale, which containd the ſeveral Conditions of Government 
upon which the Succeſſor ſhould accept the Crown: But this 
Bill, after ſeveral Months Debate, Amendments made, and 
Clauſes added thereto, though it Paſs'd in the Houſe ; yet on 
Sept. 10. the Lord High-Commiſfioner acquainted the Parlia- 
ment, That Her Majeſty did not think fit to give the Royal 
Aſſent to the ſaid Act. About the ſame time, the Parliament 
having Ordered an Account of the Progreſs of the Commiſſioners, 
in their Treaty of Union with Emxland, to be laid before them, 
Reſolved, ** That the Commiſſion for the ſaid Treaty was 
“ Expir'd, and that no New one ſhould be Granted, without Con- 
* ſent of Parliament. At length on Sept. 16. the Lord High- 
Commiſhoner came to the Houſe, and after having given the 
Royal Aſſent to ſeveral 4s, he put a Period to this long Seſſion, 
by Adjourning the Parliament to Os. 12. enſuing,

Men of War upon ſome Secret Deſign, he Cruis'd for ſome time 
off of Belle- Ile, and the French Coaſts in the Bay of Biſcay, 
whereby he greatly Alarm'd the Enemy, inſomuch that they 
drew down great Numbers of their Militia and other Troops 
to Defend their Coaſts ; he likewiſe took many Prizes which 
were coming Home from the Weſt-Indies and other Parts, whereof 
ſome of them were very Conſiderable. 


On July 1. the Exgliſb and Dutch Fleets, under the Command Afaics at 


of Sir Cloudeſley Shovel and Vice-Admiral Allemond, ſail'd from 
St. Helen's for the Strezghts, where they arrived before the End 
of Auguſt, and put into Altea for Freſh Water. On the Laſt of 
ſo that a more Orderly Deſcent could not be made in an Enemy's 
Country; this done, they form'd a Camp; and the Spanuards 
ſeeing them offer no Injury, brought Plenty of all Proviſions to 
the Camp, ( for which they paid them Ready-Money) and 
ſeem'd to be very well diſpoſed for the Houſe of Auſtria, and 
in particular for the Arch-Duke Charles. On Sept. 3o. the Fleet 
appear'd in fight of Leghorn, and the two following Days 
Anchor'd in that Road, where they took in Freſh Water, and 
received from the Governor Preſents of Freſh Proviſions, by 
Order of the Grand Duke ; after which, they made the beſt of 
of their Way for England. 

On June 22. Rear-Admiral Dilks, having receivd Orders to 
look for a Grand Partee of French Merchant-Ships, who were 
ſaid to lie in Cancal-Bay, accordingly ſail'd, in purſuance thereof, 
from Spithead with a {mall Squadron under his Command. On 
the 25th he Anchor'd off of Ferſey, and ſent to the Governor to 
learn what Intelligence he could give of them : Whereupon the 
Governor ſent two Captains to the Admiral, who well underſtood 
that Coaſt, by whom being inform'd of a Fleet of about 40 Sail, 
plying to the Windward on the 15th to get to Granville, the 
Admiral reſolved to fail immediately thither ; ſo that on the

Auguſt the Regiments of Marines Landed without any Diſorder,

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Stuerts. 26th in the Morning, perceiving the Enemy's Ships at Anchor 
about a League to the Weſtward of Granville, they, upon his Ap- 
proach, got under Sail, and ſtood in for the Shore: However, 
by Noon, the Amiral had Took Fifteen Sail, Burnt Six, and 
Sunk Three; the reſt ſtood ſo far in, that it was not thought 
adviſable to attack 'em ; yet on the 27th in the Morning, it was 
Reſolved at a Council of War, to go into the Bay, which was 

rform'd in the preſence of the Admiral, where they found 
Three Ships Equipt for War, the firſt (which carry'd 18 Guns) 
was Burnt by the Enemy ; the ſecond (of 14 Guns) was ſet on 
Fire by the Firſt Lieutenant of the Kent; and the third (of 
8 Guns) was brought off; Seventeen more of the Merchant-Ships 
were Burnt and Deſtroyed ; fo that of the whole Fleet, only 
Four eſcaped by getting under Granville Fort. But in the begin- 
ning of Auguſt, the Affairs at Sea ſtood but very indifferent 
with the Dutch ; for Monſieur St. Poll, with the Dunkirk Squa- 
dron, fell in, on Aug. 6. with the Maes Fleet of Dutch Herring- 
Buſſes, conſiſting of 200 Sail, Convoy'd by Five Dutch Men of 
War, and took Four of them, with ſome of the Buſſes. After 
this, the French Squadron, conſiſting of Seven ftout Ships, pro- 
ceeded on their Voyage to Greenland, attackt the Dutch Green- 
land Fleet, and took a great many of them. = | 

Her Majeſty, on Aug. 12. Held a Chapter of the Garter at

Under the Marſhal de Pillars with that of the Ele&or of Bavaria, 
which had fo Elevated the Elector, that his Miniſter at Rati bonne 
triumph'd over the Diet there, as if they were his Maſter's 
Captives; and the Elector being not content with that, would

be ſeen no leſs to deſpiſe and ſet at nought both the Empire and Queen _ 


Emperor, and to that Purpoſe publiſh'd a Manifefto, wherein he 
complain'd, in the firſt place, againſt the Emperor and his Allies, 
accuſing them of Exorbitant Plundering, Extorting Contributions, 


Burning his Country, Murther and Outrages committed even in 


the Churches ; and thence infinuating, That he took up lawful 
Arms in his own Defence, 5c. And having concerted Meaſures 


to Invade the Country of Tirol on one fide, while the Duke £!e&or * 
de Vendoſme, with part of the French Army in Italy, was to Force — 


his Way through the Trentme, and to make an Irruption 
into Germany on the other: In purſuance thereof, the Elector, 
272. 15. advancd with the Main-Body of his Forces from 
Roſenbaimb towards Kuffſtem a Poſt on the Borders of Tirol, and, 
by an Accident which happen'd, he made himſelf Maſter of that 
Town on the 19th. On the 22d he march'd to Rotenburg ano- 
ther Poſt on the River In; and the Trenches being open'd that 
Evening, the Garriſon Surrender'd the next Day. The 25th 
the Elector proceeded to Hall, where he was met by the Chan- 
cellors of the Regency of Inſpruck, who made their Submiſſion 
to him, and, at his Defire, Order'd the Inhabitants of that 
Place to lay down their Arms: At Inſpruck the Elector con- 
tinued ſeveral Days, from whence he ſent out Detachments to 
make himſelf Maſter of the Paſſes on the Frontiers of Tirol, and 
took upon him to Regulate the Government of that Part of it 


which he had Subdued, and demanded Homage, and a Monthly 


Contribution of 120000 Florins, befides a great Quantity of 
Ammunition and Provifions ; at the ſame time one of his De- 
tachments took Eberenburg a very ftrong Place, where the 
found a great Quantity of all Sorts of Provifions defign'd for the 
Army in Tal). 

But here the Tide turn'd, and the Elector's Fortune changing 
on a ſudden, put a ſtop to his Career; for the Huntſmen and

dina, defeated a Bavarian Detachment at Brutz, ſlew near 1000 
of them, and took the Commanding Officer, with 50 Soldiers, 
60 Horſes, and a conſiderable Quantity of Baggage. This bold 
Action of the Boors, engagd the reft of the Inhabitants of thoſe 
Parts, ſo that ſeveral Hundreds of them got together, under the 
Command of the Baron of Heindel, Major of General Geſchwmd's 
Regiment, who had with him a few Huntſmen, and about 


or 400 Regular Troops, with this Body he march'd along the 
bu, and on July 21. ſurrounded a Body of 140 Bavarian Foot 


and Dragoons near Inſpruch, who were all cut off, except the 
Officer that Commanded them, and 24 Private Men : After this 
Succeſs, the Major advanc'd towards Scharnuz, of which he made 
himſelf Mafter the ſame Day, and found there 22 Pieces of 
Cannon.

The 
23d. he began to Intrench himſelf near the top of that Moun- 
tain, upon Notice that two Inperial Generals, the Counts of 
Guttenſtein and Solari, were in Motion towards Stertzing with 
5 or 6000 Regular Troops, who being next Day advanced near 
to his Camp, and diſpoſed all Things in order to attack him, 
the Elector did not think fit to hazard a Battle, and therefore, 
to avoid it, retir'd with great Diforder and Precipitation, having 
left behind him moſt of his Tents, with his Plate, and ſeveral 
Waggon-Loads of very good Booty, and went back to Inſpruch; 
but not thinking himſelf ſafe there, he decampt the 27th 1n the 
Morning, and the ſame Evening Count Guitenſtem poſſeſs'd him- 


his Acquiſitions in T, except Kuffftem, he retir'd into his own 
Country, and the rather, becauſe Major-General Raventlau had 
entred it by the Way of Paſſau ; therefore, to revenge theſe Diſ- 
graces, on Aug. 28. he ſent Orders to General Santini, to make him- 
ſelf abſolute Maſter of Ratisbonne, which Place was in a manner in 
his Power before. After which, the Elector (deſigning to repair 
his Lofles in T:rol in ſome meaſure) reſolv'd to ſeize and take 
the Epiſcopal and Imperal City of Ausburgh ; but was happily 
prevented, in Time, by Prince Lewis of Baden, who having No- 
tice that the Elector demanded one of the Gates to be put into 
his Hands, he haſten'd his March, and on the 5th of September 
came in fight of the Place, and that Evening Encampt cloſe by it: 


lions of the Ynperialiſts to ſtrengthen the Garriſon. Whereupon 
the Enemy, who ſtood upon a Riſing-Ground between Wellem- 
berg and Hailbofen, divided themſelves in two Bodies, the Elector 
and the Mareſchal de Villar marching towards Donawert ; and 
Count d" Arco, General of the Elector's Forces, retreating over 
the Lech to Friedburg, which Place was ſoon after Surrender'd to

In the midſt of theſe Tranſactions, the Prince of Baden Order'd 
Count Strum to paſs the Danube, and endeavour to oblige the 
Elector to quit an advantageous Poſt which he poſſeſs d upon the 
Lech. Whereupon the Elector and the Mareſchal, having Intel- 
ligence of Count S tums Motion, reſolv'd to fall upon him, and 
to that Purpoſe, ſent to the Marquis d'Uſſou, who was left in the 
Camp at Lavingen, to come forth on a certain Signal, and fall 
upon the Imperialiſts in the Rear, whilſt they Charg'd them both 
in Front and Flank. All things thus Order'd, the Elector and 
the Mareſchal pals'd the Danube at Donawert, and firing Six Guns, 
were an{wer'd with Two from the Marquis: Thereupon Count 
dirum, who knew the meaning of the Signal, March'd and fell 
upon the Marquis, (who had with him 15 Battalions, and as man 
Squadrons) before the Elector and the Mareſchal could attack 


him; 


Foot, he advanc'd with ſome ſelect Squadrons, and Charg'd the 
Enemy ſo well, that they were utterly Broken and Routed, 
having loſt 20 Standards, and many Hundreds ſlain. Where- 
upon Monſieur 4'Uſſon, finding his Cavalry totally defeated, fled 
with his Foot with great Precipitation to his Camp at Lavingen ; 
ſo that all his Men were in danger of being cut to pieces, had 
not the Elector and the Mareſchal Charg'd the Imperralsts at the 
ſame time. General Schuylemburg, the Saxon General, ſtood the 
firſt Shock with admirable Bravery ; but a Regiment of Bareith 
giving ground, and the Enemy being much ſuperior in Number, 
Count Strum retreated in good Order to Nordlingen. The Fight putatiengeh 
continu'd from Six in the Morning till Four in the Afternoon, Shes 
when the French and Bavarians, being no leſs weary of an obſti- 
nate Reſiſtance, gave over the Combat, and let the Imperzaliſts, 
who were but a handful of Men, in compariſon to the Enemy, 
march off with little or no Moleſtation, having loſt in the 
Battle, beſides their Cannon and Baggage, between 1000 and 
1500 Men; and the French, 'twas reported, loſt as many Men 
on their Side, if not a greater Number. 
On Sept. 12. the Emperor and' the King of the Romans made Tbe arch. 
a Solemn Act of Renunciation of all their Right and Claim to vrodum's

the Spaniſh Monarchy, in favour of the Arch-Duke Charles of OI. 


Auſtria, the Emperor's Second Son ; and the ſame Day the Arch- 
Duke was Proclaim'd at Vienna, King of Spain, and receiv'd the 
Compliments upon it of the whole Court, the Grandees of Spain, 
the Neapolitan Lords that were in Town, and of ſeveral Publick 
Miniſters. The next Day the Emperor notified the ſame, by 
Letter, to Her Majeſty of Great Britain, and the King of Por- 
tygal : And the ſame Day all the Imperial Family were ſplendidly 
Entertain'd at Dinner by the New King. Soon after His Catho- 
lick Majeſty ſet forward for the Hague, in order to his Journey 
for Spain, and on Odo. 16. arriv'd at Duſeldorp, where the Nuke 
of Marlborough had Audience of His Majeſty, who preſented the 
Duke with a Sword ſet with Diamonds, to a conſiderable Value. 
After a few Days ſtay at the Palatine Court, King Charles left 
Duſeldorp, and went on Board a very fine Yacht for Holland. 
On Nov. 2. His Majeſty arrivd at Rotterdam, and the next Day 
went to the Hague, having been Welcom'd and Saluted in all 
Places through which he paſs'd, with all poſſible Demonſtrations 
of Joy and Reſpect; and after a ſhort ſtay there, His Majeſty 
being defirous to fee England, and to pay his Acknowledgments 
in Perſon to Her Majeſty of Great Britain, embarkt, Decemb. 23. 
on Board the Exgliſb Fleet Commanded by Sir George Rooke, 


and on the 28th Landed ſafely at Portſmouth, where he was te arrives |

of her; and Decemb. 31. early in the Morning, His Catholick 
Majeſty left Windſor, Din'd that Day at Gwlford, and at Night 
arriv'd at the Duke of Smerſet's Houſe at Petworth. On Fan. 1. 
His Majeſty came to Spit head, and went on Board the Royal Ca- 
therme ; and the 5th, the whole Fleet, under the Command of 
Sir George Rooke, ſail'd away for Portugal with a very fair Wind; 
but on the 12th, being in the Latitude of 46 Deg. 6. Min. it 
blew a violent Storm of Wind at W.S. W. which forced them 

back again, and on the 2oth His Majeſty return'd to Spit head. 
Her Majeſty having thought fit to Call a Parliament in Ireland, 
they accordingly Aſſembled at Dublin on the 21ſt of September, 
when the Duke of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of that Kingnom, 
made a Speech to both Houſes, acquainting them,“ That the 
„Queen could not more effectually manifeſt her Concern for 
them, than by giving them an Opportunity, at this Time, 
Hof Paſſing Bills already ſent over, and of Making ſuch 
other Laws as may yet be wanting for the Eſtabliſhment of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and the Welfare of the Kingdom. 
After which (the Commons having Choſe Allen Broderick Eſq; 
Her Majeſty's Solicitor-General, for their Speaker,) the Lords 
and Commons Addreſsd His Grace upon his Speech; which 
were follow'd by two very Loyal Addrefles from both Houſes, 
to Her Majeſty, and tranſmitted to Her by His Grace the Lord- 
Lieutenant; which Her Majeſty receiv d very Gracioully : 
Then they Proceeded on the Confideration of the State of the 
Nation, and on ſeveral Bills tranſmitted to them from England, 
which having receiv'd the Royal Aſſent, His Grace the Lord-- 
Lieutenant, on Nov. 27. Adjourn'd the Parliament to Jan. 27.

to attack General Ublefeldt, who lay Intrencht at Qzarantola with 
two Regiments of Horſe and three Battalions of Foot, to cover 
the Country on that fide, Count Guido Staremberg thought fit to 
lay hold of this Opportunity to fall upon that Body of the Enemy's 
Troops, conſiſting of about 8000 Men, before they had Advice 
of the Duke of /endoſme's being retired from Oſtiglia, and there- 
fore ſent 11 Battalions of Foot, 10 Companies of Grenadiers, 
1200 Horſe, and 12 Pieces of Cannon, who on the 11th by 
Break of Day, arivd in the Neighbourhood of AMirandola, where 
having reſted, they march'd towards the Enemy, and came upon

them ſo unawares, and attack'd them with ſuch Succeſs, that 


they intirely Routed them, and obliged them to retire in great 
Confufion towards Buon Porto, with the Loſs of above 1000 Men 
Kill'd, and 100 Priſoners, befides the abandoning Final de Modena, 
of which the Imperialiſts took Poſſeſſion. But the French were 
ſoon made amends for this Defeat, by the Surrender of the 
ſtrong Fortreſs of Berſello in the Dutchy of Reggio, belong- 
ing to the Duke of Modena, which, after a vigorous and tedious 
Detence, was forc'd to Capitulate on Fuly 27. upon Articles,

In the mean time, the Duke of Vendoſme was preparing to 
Invade the Irentme, and thereby endeavour to open a Commu— 
nication with the Elector of Bavaria; in order whereunto, he 
broke up with his Army on July 20. from Due Caſtell, and 
march'd to San Cetro near Villa-FHanca, and from thence to Rwol:. 
On the 26th the Germans quitted Monte Baldo : And on

the German Retrenchments in the Vale of Leder. After which, 


he march'd to Riva, which the Germans abandon'd at his Ap- 
proach. On Aug. 1. Torbole Surrender d without Oppoſition, 
as did the Villages of Nago and Mori within five Miles of Ro- 
veredo. On the 5th, Caſtlebarco was Taken, Pillag'd, and Ras'd : 
Three Days after, the Town of Arco was Taken ; and on the 


1$th, the Caſtles of Brena, Madruzzo, and Todlmo, ſubmitted 
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Starts. to the Enemy. The 26th, having finiſh'd their Bridge over the 
CY Sica; they paſs'd that River, and diſpos'd their March towards 
Trent, where they arrived on Sept. 2. when the Duke of Vendoſme 
ſent a Trumpeter to Summon the Town to pay Contributions ; 
but the Inhabitants not complying with his Demands, he Bom- 
barded the Town, and threw above 400 Bombs, but moſt of 
them burſting in the Air, and thoſe that reach'd the City doing 
but little damage, on the 10th he drew oft from before Trent, 
and march'd back towards Riva, and ſo on to Benedetto. 
He retarns, J/cndoſme having thus fail'd in his deſign of opening a Com- 
we ir munication with the Elector of Bavaria, (which was very luck 
«37. for the Imperialiſts) Order'd Count Medavi, who was left behind 
in the Trentine to blow up the Fortifications of Nago, Arco, Tor- 
bole and Rina, and return to the Main Army ; fo that on 
O49. 31. the ſaid Count arrived with all the Troops under his 
Command at Dexzenzano, and with 24 Barks laden with their 
Artillery and Baggage. 7 
The Duke of Savoy all this while was ſuſpected by France, 
(they having intercepted a Letter (as was given out) from the 
 tmperial Miniſter, to Count Zinxindorf in Holland, whereby the 
Duke's Inclinations to the Confederacy were diſcover ; ) where- 
upon the French King ſent Orders to the Duke of Yendoſme, to 
Diſarm the Duke of Sawoy's Troops that ſerv'd in the Armies 
of the Two United Crowns in Italy; which he effected on the 
29th of September at Night, by firſt ſecuring the Marquis Pala- 
vicini who Commanded them, and at the ſame time all the Offi- 
cers were ſcizd, and the Soldiers diſarm'd, being in all 2200 
Men, befides 1000 more who lay fick in the Hoſpitals of Cre- 
mona ; at the ſame time, he Orderd 20000 Men to March for 
Piedmont, in order to diſmember from the Duke's Subjection ſuch 
Towns and Fortreſſes, by main Force, which His Royal High- 
neſs refus d to Surrender upon Demand. 
The Duke This ſudden Surprize of the Troops of Savoy, occafion'd a 
benen a great Conſternation at Turin, and ſo much Incens'd His Royal 
Dire ® Highneſs, that he caus'd the French and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors, and all 
their Subjects and Officers, to be Confin'd, Order'd 10000 Fire- 
Arms, and a conſiderable Sum of the French King's Money, to be 
Seiz d, Iſſued out Orders for the Nobility and Gentry of Savoy to be 
Rais d, and ſent a conſiderable Number of Arms to be diſtributed 
among the Vaudois; and having made the beſt Proviſions he could 
to oppole the French Army for the preſent, His Royal Highneſs 
conſider'd how to ſtrengthen himſelf by proper Alliances, that 
he might not in time be Overpower'd by ſo Unequal an Enemy; 
he therefore ſent Monſieur de Mellorede to the Canton of Zurich, 
who was very favourably receiv'd ; and likewiſe wrote Letters to 
the Emperor, England and Holland, to acquaint them with the 
French King's Violence towards him, againſt all Publick Faith, 
in Seizing, Diſarming, and Detaining all his Officers as Priſoners, 
who were in the Army of the Two Crowns in Italy ; That he 
he was glad that an Uſage of ſuch a Nature, afforded wet 
— — 
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the Liberty to let them know the ſame, and the fincere Deſire he Queen gun 
had to join with the Allies, expecting from their Friendſhip, that 

they ſhould afford him all the Aſſiſtance that was neceſſary for 
vigorouſly maintaining fo juſt a Cauſe, for which he was ready 

to ſacrifice all that depended on him. 

Count Staremberg, being ſenſible of the Streights the Duke of Sag end. 
Savoy muſt be exposd to, without ſpeedy Succour, ſent him a bim Suc-ours. 
Detachment of 1500 Horſe, under Major-General Hannibal Viſ- 
conti, who, notwithſtanding all the Secrecy and Diligence he could 
uſe in his March, was attack d by a Body of 4000 French, under 
the Duke of /endoſme, moſt Foot, in the Mountains of St. Sebaſtian 
near Seravalla, on the Frontiers of Genoa ; fo that they were torc'd Genera! . 
to Fight their Way through, and at length got clear of the Enemy, wm. © 
with the Loſs of their Baggage, about 150 Men, and as many Horſes. 

The French magnified this Action toa great degree, and made as if a 
very few of the Germans had eſcaped, and that none of them could 
ever get into Piedmont; though they afterwards: did, to the 
Honour of their Commander, and to the grand Diſappointment 
of the Enemy. Soon after, Count Staremberg himſelf, according 
to the poſitive Orders he had receiv'd from the Imperial Court, 
to attempt a Junction with the Duke of Savoy, began his March 
for Piedniont on Decemb. 23. with an Army of 15000 Men, from 
the Secchia through the Enemy's Country; and notwithſtanding 
the great Troubles and Fatigues they under went, yet at length, 
on Jan. 13. being arrived at Canelli, the Duke of Savoy came 
thither in the Evening, and Poſted his Forces within a Mile of 
their Camp, and join'd the Imperialiſtv. Things being come to 
this paſs, and the French King ſeeing there was no hopes of 
making up this Breach betwixt him and the Duke of Savoy, re- 
ſolv'd to Declare War againſt him; which was Publiſh'd accor- 
dingly on the 4th of December. „ es 

To return to the Netherlands: After the Taking of Huy by tinws sur. 
the Confederate Army, Lieutenant-General Bralau, on Sept. 19, 
with 24 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, Inveſted Limburs 
the Capital City of a Province of the Spawſh-Netherlands, ſituated 
near the River Waes, which was Surrender'd to the Allies on the 
the 27th, and the Garriſon, to the Number of 1400 Men, were 
made Priſoners of War. After the Surrender of Limbureh, the 
Prince of Heſſe was detachd with a good Body of Troops to- 
ward the Upper-Rhme, in order to join the Palatme and other 
Troops; while the French did the fame under Monſieur Pre- 
contal, to reinforce Count Tallard, who on Octob. 10. open'd the 
Trenches before Landau, and began to batter the Place with ggg.“ 
100 Pieces of Cannon and 60 Mortars : The Siege was carry'd 
on with the utmoſt Vigour by the French ; and the Place was 
gallantly Defended by the Count de Frize the Governor, who 
from Time to Time had Aſſurances of Relief; and in order 
thereunto, the Hereditary Prince of Heſſe having on Nov. 13. 
join'd the Count of Naſſu Weilburg, General of the Palatine 
Forces near Spires within four Leagues of Landau, the next "7

all Things were prepared to attack the Enemy in their Lines 
on the 16th enſuing ; but on the 15th, when the Prince thought 
to have been joined by ſome other Troops, Count Naſſau came 
riding to the Prince's Quarters, and told him the Enemy was at 
hand, marching directly to attack him, and defird him to Com- 
mand the Right-Wing to their Arms : Which did not a little 
ſurprize the Prince ; however, he Mounted immediately, and

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| The 26th of November, about Eleven in the Night, began de

Flaſhes of Lightning, and continu'd till about Seven the next 
Morning, in which time a multitude of Chimneys, Houſes and 
Tops of Houſes were blown down, whereby a great many People 
were Kill'd in their Beds, and ſeveral Wounded, abundance of 
Trees were torn up by the Roots in St. Fames's Park, the Inus 
of Court, and other Places; a great many Veſſels, Barges and 
Boats ſunk in the River Thames, the Water flow'd into Weſt- 
minſter-Hall, and ſeveral Arches of London-Bridge were ſtopt up 
with Wrecks : At Briſtol one of the Churches was blown down, 
and the Tide was ſo high in the Streets, that the People paſs'd 
about in Boats, and Hogſheads of Tobacco and other Goods 
floated about the Streets, ſo that the Damage was computed at 
150000 J. At Wells, Dr. Thomas Kidder the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe, and his Lady, were Killd in their Bed, by the 
fall of a Stack of Chimneys: At Cambridge, part of Kings-Col- 
lege-Chapel blew down, and ſome part of the New Chapel of 
Cat herine- Hall was damnified, beſides ſome other Colleges were 
much damaged. The Lightning that accompany'd this Storm 
was very amazing, and in ſeveral Places fir d many Corn- Stacks, 
and conſum'd them to Aſhes. But though the Damage ſuſtain'd 
by Land amounted to ſome Millions, yet the Nation ſuffer d a 
very ſenſible Loſs by Sea, for there were 12 Men of War and 
Fire-Shops loſt and ſunk in this Dreadful Tempeſt, in which 
periſh'd 1519 Souls, beſides what were loſt in the many Mer- 
chant-men that likewiſe periſht. | 

Tis obſervable, That this Great Storm was not ſo violent in 
the North-parts of England, nor in France, but in Holland and 
the Spaniſb- Netherlands it did very conſiderable Damage, and the 
ſame was felt in ſeveral Parts of Germany, and alſo in Hamburgh, 
Denmark and Norway, which in ſeveral Places was attended with 
an Earthquake. |

After the Ceremonies of the King of Spazn's 1 were over, 
and the Compliments upon his Arrival all paid, his Majeſty ap- 
plied himſelf to the Buſineſs he came about, and on March 9. 
Publiſh'd a Declaration to all his Loving Subjects; which was 
follow'd by a Maniſeſto of the King of Portugal, in his Favour : 
Whereupon the Duke of Anjou, not thinking it fit to defer any 
longer to Proclaim War againſt Portugal, he caus'd a Declaration 
to be Publiſh'd on May 2. at Madrid, againſt the King of Portugal 
and all his Adherents. | 

Amo 1504. In few Days afterwards, viz. on May 11. Sir George Rooke 
ſail'd out of the River of Lisbon with the Confederate Fleet under 
his Command, having the Prince of Heſſe D'armſtadt with a Body 
of Land-Forces on-Board, making the beſt of their Way into the 

Deſign m. Mediterranean, and on the 18th appear'd before Barcelona: But 

miſcacry'd. the Deſign that was form'd for Delivering up the Place being 
diſcover'd a few Hours before the Landing of the Troops, pre- 
vented King Charles from becoming Maſter of that Important 
City ; ſo that the Forces, to the Number of 2500 Men, were 
forced to return on-Board again. After which, the Fleet ſaibd 
higher up the Sirezzhts, and being on the 25th off of Thoulon, 
the Charles Gally join'd them from Lisbon, with an Expreſs, 
The Feet giving the Admiral an Account, That a French Fleet, to the 
ireighes, Number of Forty Sail, had paſſed by there. Upon which it 
was Reſoly'd, in a Council of War, That they ſhould make the 
beſt of their Way back, and endeavour to Intercept them. On 
the 28th in the Morning, the Confederates ſaw the French Fleet 
about 40 Leagues from I houlon, to the Number of 38 Sail; but 
the Wind coming up in their Favour, prov'd a very great Ad- 
vantage to them : So that on the 29th in the Morning, the 
Enemy's Fleet being got a League farther off the Confederates 
than the Night before, Sir George Rooke Conſulting with the 
Flag-Officers thereupon, left off Chaſing them, and bore away. 

The Kinpsof In the mean while, great Preparations were made at Lisbon,

The next Places that fell into the 
Enemy s Hands, without Oppoſition, were Moaforte and Adveira : 

The Garriſon of Caſtle Branco Surrender'd Priſoners of War, in

at Villa Velba, and enter'd into the Province of Alentejo without 
Oppoſition, and encampt near Caſtel de Vide. On Fune 4. the 

Duke of Berwick Inveſted Portalegre, which in a few Days Sur- Ebi 
render'd, and the Garriſon were made Priſoners at Diſcretion, Surcender'd. 
After which, Caſtel de Vide, a Place ſtrongly fituated, and pro- 

vided with a numerous Garriſon ( confifting of 650 Engliſh, and 

1350 Portugueſe Regular Troops) was Inveſted on the 20th, and 

the 22d the Marquis of Villa Darias arrived before the Place, and 
Beſieg d it in Form; when, ſoon after, the Beſieged offered to 
Capitulate; but Villa Darias refuſing to grant them any other 
Conditions, than that the Town ſhould not be Pillag d, and that 

the Garriſon ſhould be Priſoners of War, the Exliſb refus'd theſe 

Terms, and retir d into the Caſtle ; but at length conſidering they 

could not hope to be Reliev'd, they yielded to March out without 

Arms, Colours and Drums, to be conducted through France, or The zi 
by Sea, to England, and took an Oath not to bear Arms againſt Si > bord 
the Duke of Anjou during the War. The 25th, the Marquis T*, 
de Lede was ſent with a Detachment to Beſiege Montalvan, in 

which were 4 Companies, who Surrender'd at Niſcretion : And 

on the 27th, Marvan likewiſe Surrender'd on the fame Terms to

On the other hand, the Marquis das Minas, having drawn The Marquis 
together a Body of Portugueſe Troops at Almeida, Marcht from 8 
thence on June 2. towards Aldea de Ponte, and being there ct!

and moſt fertile Valleys of the Kingdom of Caſtile, had carryd

attack the ſaid Place, which he executed with ſo much Bravery, 

that he enter'd it at the firſt Aſſault, made the Garriſon Priſoners 


at Diſcretion, and gave the Plunder of the Town to the Soldiers.

But though the Enemy exerted all their Vigour to break his 
Troops, the Marquis with the Portugueſe Troops acquitted them- 
ſelves ſo couragioully in this Action, that not only the Left-Wing 
of the Enemy was repulſed, but their Right-Wing was likewiſe 
put to Flight, and were purſued by the Horſe, till it was 
Dark, towards Hanha 4 Velba: Notwithſtanding the Portugueſe 
got the Victory, the Caſtle of Monſanto, after the Fight, con- 
tinued to defend it ſelf very vigorouſly, the Situation of the Place 
rendring it very difficult to be taken; but the Beſiegers having 
ſet Fire to the Gate with Faſcines, the Enemy retir'd within 
Mente Sor- the Caſtle, and on une 14.

Prince 
Eugene of Savoy and Count Wratiſlau arriv'd in the Camp at 
Mondelſbeim, where His Highneſs was receiv'd by the Duke 
with all the Marks of Honour due to his Rank and Quality. 
On the 12th, the Army being drawn up in Order of Battle, 
the Prince took a View of them. The next Day in the Evening 
Prince Lewis of Baden, General of the Imperial Army, had a 
Conference with the Duke at Great Heppach, wherein it was 
Reſolved, That the Troops Commanded by His Grace, ſhould 
join the Army on the Danube for ſome Days, and that Prince 
Lewis and the Duke ſhould ( while they were together ) each 
have his Day of Command alternately. The 14th the Army 
march'd from Great Hippach, from whence Prince Lewis went to 
his Army on the Dannbe ; and Prince Eugene went Poſt for Phi- 
l;psburgh, to Command the Army on the Rhine. The 22d the 
Duke join'd Prince Lewss at Weſterflet. The 24th the Army 
march'd from thence to Elchingen, and the 25th to Gingen. The 
27th the Erliſþ Foot and Artillery, under General Churchil be- 
fore-mention'd ) arriv'd in the Camp at Gingen. The 3oth the 
Army march'd to Landt hauſſen, at which time they paſsd near 
the Enemy's Camp, and on July 1. continued” their March in 
fight of the Enemy < Intrenchments at Dillenghen, and encampt 
the Right at Amerdighen, and the Left at Ondermeen. 

The Elector of Bavaria, judging by the Confederates March, 
that their Generals intended to attack Donawert, made a Detach- 
ment of his beſt Troops to reinforce Count d Arco, who was 
Poſted at Schellenburg near that Place, where he had caſt up great 
Intrenchments to cover Donawert, and had a conſiderble Number 
of Troops to defend them. Notwithſtanding which, the Duke 
of Marlborough was reſolv'd to attack the Enemy, and accor- 
dingly the next Morning early, July 2. he advanced with a De- 
tachment of 600 Foot and 30 Squadrons of Engliſh and Dutch, 
befides 3 Battalions of Imperial Grenadiers, and the reſt of the 
Army follow'd with all poſfible Diligence. About Three in the 


Afternoon the whole Detachment, with the Artillery, paſ$'d the St 


River Wermitx which runs by Donawert, and the Duke at 
the Head of the Cavalry having paſs'd the ſame, view'd 
the Intrenchments, and made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for 
the Attack: The Engliſh and Dutch began the Attack with an

General Paland in the Belly; beſides which, Major-General Wood, 
and ſeveral other Officers of Note, were allo Wounded. The next 

Day after the Victory the Bavarian Garriſon quitted Donawert, 

upon the Approach of the Confederates, and broke down the 
Bridges, but had not Time to deſtroy their Ammunition and Pro- 
viſions, nor to burn the Place, as they had deſign d. The Elector, 

upon the News of the Defeat of his Troops, quitted his Camp 
between Dillingen and Lavingen, repaſs'd the Danube with great 

Precipitation, and mov'd towards the Lech. 

ths cone, The Duke of Marlborough, in purſuance of what he had pro- 
babe the Lab, mis'd in his Letter to the States of Holland, (That he would 
make the beſt Advantage he could of this Succeſs, to preſs the 

Elector of Bavaria as hard as poſſible, and to bring him to Reaſon ) 
paſs'd the Danube on the 5th of Ful) near Donawert : And two 
Days after, the Count de Friſe, with a Detachment of 4000 Men, 
and 12 Pieces of Cannon, march'd over the River Lech, and took 
Poſt in the Country of Bavaria : The whole Army march'd at 
the ſame time, and encampt with the Right at Hamler, and the 
Left at Ginderkingen. Upon Notice of the Allies having paſs'd 
the Lech, the Garriſon of Newburgh march'd out, and retir'd to 
wing 2g Ingolſtadt; whereupon the Duke of Marlborongh (ent a Party of 
Newiws: Dragoons to take Poſſeſſion of that Place. On the 1oth the 
whole Army paſs'd the Lech; and the 13th Count Veblen ar- 
riv'd Expreſs from Prince Eugene, with Advice, That the 
Mareſchals Villeroy and Tallard had paſs d the Rhine above Fort 
Kehl, and gave out, They were Marching to Succour the Elector 
of Bavaria; whereupon he deſir d a Reinforcement of Horſe, to 
enable him the better to obſerve the Enemy's Motions.

the Enemy, (who were divided in two Bodies, whereof the Right 


was Commanded by the Elector of Bavaria and the Mareſchal 
de Marſm, and the Left by the Mareſchal de Tallard) the Duke 
Order'd his Troops to move, and begin the Attack ; which was 
accordingly done: Prince Eigene and the Imperial General Officers 
at the Head of the Imperial Troops were on the Right, General 
Churchil with the reſt of the Engl;ſh and Dutch General Officers 
were on the Left, and the Duke of Marlborough Commanded 
the Whole. The Diſpute was very Sharp and Bloody, and con- 
tinued till near Five a Clock, at which time the Troops on the 
Right under Prince Egene, being hard preſs'd by the Bavarians, 
began to give Way; which His Grace perceiving, went in Perſon 
thither, and Order'd the Body of Reſerve to paſs the Rivulet, 
and there form'd them, which put a Stop to the Enemy's advan- 
cing any farther ; (but it had like to have prov'd fatal to the 
Duke, who very narrowly eſcap'd being ſhot by a Cannon-Ball, 
which graz'd under his Horſe's Belly, and cover'd him all over 
with Dirt, inſomuch that he was thought to have been daſht in 
pieces.) In the mean time, the Engl/b and Dutch gain'd Ground 
upon the Left-Wing Commanded by Count Tallard, and oblig'd 
their Horſe to retire in great Confuſion, leaving their Foot to 
the Mercy of the Victors, who cut moſt of them to pieces. The 
Fight laſted with great Vigour till Sun-ſet, when it pleaſed God 
to give the Allies a Compleat and Glorious Victory, great Num- 
bers of the Enemy having been cut off in the Action, as well as 
in the Retreat, beſides above 30 Squadrons of the French Horſe 
which the Duke puſh into the Danube, where he ſaw the greateſt 
part of them periſh; Mareſchal Tallard, with ſeveral of his 
General Officers, being at the ſame time taken Priſoners. At 
the Village of Bleinbeim, which the Enemy had Intrencht and 
Fortified, and where they made the greateſt Oppoſition, 26 en- 
tire Battalions and 12 Squadrons of Dragoons were obliged to 
Lok of the ſurrender themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion : The Enemy alſo 
Bln. Loft all their Tents that were ſtanding, with 45 Pieces of Cannon, 
and their Ammunition, a great Number of Standards, Kettle- 
Drums and Colours, and above 1 3000 Officers and Soldiers were 


made Priſoners. 


The Bravery of all the Confederate Troops in this Glorious 
and Immortal Action cannot be ſufficiently expreſs'd : The Duke 
of Marlborough and Prince Eagene, as well as the other Generals, 
Officers and Soldiers, behav'd themſelves with the utmoſt Cou- 
rage and Bravery. At the beginning of the Fight the Enemy 
were Superior in Number to the Confederates, their Army con- 
fiſting (as they own'd themſelves) of 82 Battalions, and 147 
Squadrons ; whereas the Confederates were but 64 Battalions, 
and 166 Squadrons, of which Number, 1500 were with Prince 
Lewis at the Siege of Ingolſtadt: So that, by Computation, they 


> 


had 
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had above 4000 Men more than the Allies; yet the Total of 
their Kill'd, Wounded, and taken Priſoners, amounted to near 
40000 Men, having had about 60 Battalions of their Infantry 
cut off and entirely ruin d. The Confederates had 4485 Men 
Kilbd, 7523 Wounded, and 273 Loft or made Priſoners ; 
in all 12081. 

For this Memorable and Never-to-be-forgotten Victory, the 
whole Army return'd Thanks to God, on Aus. 17. and in the 
Evening Publick Rejoycings were made, by a general Diſcharge 
of all their Artillery and Small-Arms. : 

The Succeſs of this Battle having quite chang'd the face of 
Affairs in the Empire, and fav'd the Houſe of Auſtria from 
Ruine, the Duke of Marlborough ( being willing to loſe no Time, 
and judging it more Advantageous for the Common Cauſe to 
join all the Confederate Forces together, to ſtreighten the Enemy 
more and more, and oblige them to quit Germany and re- 
paſs the Rhine) ſent an Expreſs to Prince Lewis o Baden, to 
give over the Siege of Ingolſtadt and rejoin the Army with the 
Forces under his Command, wiſely foreſeeing, that not only that 
Place, but the whole Country of Bavaria, muſt fall of them- 
| ſelves into the Emperor's Hands. The Enemy having quitted 
the City of Ausbu gh, Four Deputies came to the Camp, and 
defir'd the Duke of Marlborough's Protection: Whereupon His

Soon after, the Mareſchal Tallard, with the 
other Officers of Note, were ſent towards Francfort and Hanau, 
under a Guard of Dragoons, and the other Priſoners were ſent 
into the neighbouring Places. 

On Aug. 21. the Army Encampt at Sefell;ygen within Half a 
League of Ulm, where the Duke continued ſeveral Days, to 


Concert with the ſmperial Generals, the further Operations of 


the Campaign. The ſame Day Prince Lewis paſs'd the Danube 
at Donawert, in order to join the Army ; and on the 24th being 


arrived in the Camp, the Duke held a Conference with Prince 


Lewis and Prince Eugene, wherein it was Reſolved, That ſeeing 
the Enemy were returning towards the Rhine, all the Army ſhould 
likewiſe March that Way, except 20 Battalions and 40 Squa- 
drons, which ſhould be left under the Command of General 
Thungen, to carry on the Siege of Ulm, In Purſuance whereof, 
the Confederate Troops began their March from the Neighbour- 
hood of Ulm on Aug. 26. by different Roads, for the Eaſe of the 
Country, to the General Rendezvous of the Army, which was 
appointed to be at Bruchſal near Philipsburgh. On Sept. 12. 


Prince Lewis March'd towards Landau with the Troops ap- 3 
pointed to Beſiege that Place: And the Duke of Marlborough, 4m 


with Prince Eugene, advancd with the reſt of the Army to 
Coon Weyſſenburgh, and there encampt, in order to Cover the 
Siege. On Aung. 19. the Trenches were open'd, and on the 22d 
the King of the Romans arriv'd in the Camp. The 26th Gene-

Was Entertain'd with extraordinary Reſpect, his Pruſſian Majeſty 
1 5 preſenting him with a Hat, having a Button, Loop and Hat- 
band all of Diamonds, valu'd at 30000 Crowns, beſides two fine 
Saddle-Horſes with rich Furniture,, and other Things. In his 
Way to the Hague, he alſo made a Viſit to the Court of Hanover, 
Where he was Receivd by the Elector, the Electoreſs, and all 
the Electoral Family, with particular Marks of Eſteem. From 
whence he continued his Journey by the Way of Amſterdam to the 
Hague, where, after a few Days ſtay, he embarkt for England ; 
and upon his arrival at London, was very Graciouſly receiv'd b 
Her Majeſty ; and ſoon after receiv'd likewiſe the Thanks of both 
Houſes of Parliament, for the Eminent Services he had perform'd 
to Her Majeſty and the Kingdom, as well in the Glorious Victo-

the 21ſt. The ſame Day the Eqliſb and Dutch Marines, to the 
Number of 1800 Men, with the Prince of Heſſe at the Head of 

them, were ſet on-Shore on the Neck of Land to the North- 

ward of the Town, where His Highneſs having Poſted his Men, 

{ent a Summons to the Governor, to Surrender the Place for the 

Service of His Catholick Majeſty : Which he Rejecling, the 
Admiral, on the 22d, gave Orders, That the Ships which had 

been appointed to Cannonade the Town, and to Batter the 


South- 
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South-Mole, ſhould range themſelves accordingly : But the Wind Queen aue 


blowing contrary, nothing was done that Day ; but by Break of 


Day the next Morning, the Ships being all placed in their Sta- 


tions, the Admiral gave the Signal for beginning of the Can- 
nonade 3 which was perform'd with very great Fury, above 
15000 Shot being Fir'd in five or fix Hours time againſt the 
Town; inſomuch that the Enemy were ſoon beat from their 
Guns at the South-Mole-head, of which Captain Whitaker, with 
all the Boats well arm'd, ſoon poſſeſsd himſelf, which he per- 
form'd with great Expedition; but the Enemy ſpringing a Mine, 
blew up the Fortifications upon the Mole, which kill'd 2 Lieu- 
tenants, with about 40 Men, and wounded 60 others: However, 


our Men kept Poſſeſſion of the Great Platform, which they bad 


made themſelves Maſters of, and Captain Whitaker landing with 
the reſt of the Seamen, they advanced and took a ſmall Baſtion 
half-way between the Mole and the Town, and poſſeſs'd them- 
ſelves of many of the Enemy's Cannon. The Admiral then ſent 
a Letter to the Governor; and a Meſſage to the Prince of Heſſe, 
to ſend him a Peremptory Summons ; which His Highneſs did 
accordingly : And on the 24th in the Morning, the Governor 
_ defiring to Capitulate, Hoſtages were exchang'd ; and the Capi- 
tulation being concluded, the Prince march'd into the Town in 
the Evening, and took Poſſeſſion of the Land, and North- Mole 
Gates, and the Out-works. 

The Town was very ſtrong, and had 100 Guns mounted, all 
facing the Sea, and was well ſupplyd with Ammunition : The 
Officers who view'd the Fortifications, affirm'd, there never was 
ſuch an Attack as the Seamen made, for that Fifty Men might 
have defended thoſe Works againſt Thouſands, The Admiral 


having put 1800 Engliſh Marines into Gibraltar, the Fleet fail'd 


on Aug. 2. for the Coaſt of Barbary, to take in Freſh-Water, 
and on the 4th they Anchor'd under Cape Tetuan, where having 
taken in Water and ſome Freſh-Provifions, they ſail'd again the 
gth : And on the 11th, the Scouts being between Gibraltar and 
Malaga, made the Signal of ſeeing the Enemy's Fleet. Where- 
upon the Admiral held a Council of War, wherein it was Re- 
ſolved, That the French Fleet, conſiſting of 66 Sail, and 24 Gal- 
lies, and having the Wind of us, we ſhould wait for them before 
the Strezghts, in caſe the Wind continued at Eaſt, and that Half 


the Garriſon of Gibraltar ſhould be taken on-Board the Engliſo 


Ships of War : But perceiving that Night, by the Report of the 
Enemy's Signal-Guns, that they wrought from us, we follow d 
them in the Morning with all the Sail we could make. On the 
12th, not hearing any of the Enemy's Signals, nor ſeeing any of 

their Scouts, it was Reſolved, That in caſe we did not ſee them 


before Night, we ſhould make the beſt of our Way to Gibraltar: 
But ſtanding in to the Shore, about Noon we ſaw the Enemy's 
Fleet and Gallies to the Weſtward near Cape Malaga, going 
away Large ; whereupon we made all the Sail we could after 
them, and continued the Chaſe till Night. On Sunday, Aug. 13. 
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Stuarts. 


in the Morning we got within three Leagues of the Enemy, 
who brought-to their Heads to the Southward, and lay to receive 
us : Their Line conſiſted of 52 Ships, and 24 Gallies ; they 


were very ſtrong in the Centre, and weaker in the Van and 


Fight off of 
Maga. 


Rear. Our Line conſiſted of 53 Ships, the Admiral and Rear- 
Admirals Bing and Dilks being in the Centre, Sir Cloudeſley Shovel 
and Sir Jobn Leake led the Van, and the Dutch the Rear. 

A little after Ten a Clock we bore down upon the Enemy in 
order of Battle, when being about half Gun-ſhot from them, 
they ſet all their Sails at once, and ſeem'd to intend to ſtretch a- 
head and Weather us; ſo that our Admiral put the Signal out, 
and began the Battle, which fell very heavy on the Royal Cathe- 
rine, the St. George, and the Shrewsbury. About Two in the 
Afternoon the Enemy's Van gave Way to Ours, and the Battle 
ended with the Day, when the French went away by the help of 
their Gallies to the Leeward. The next Morning, the Wind 
ſhifting to the Weſtward, the Enemy had the Wind of us, ſo we 
lay by all Day within three Leagues of one another, repairing 
our Defects, in ExpeQation of a ſecond Engagement, but at 
Night they ſtood to the Northward. On the 15th in the Morn- 
ing they were got five or fix Leagues to the Windward of us ; 
and on the 16th, the Wind being Eafterly, and the Weather 
Hazy, and having no fight of them or their Scouts, we bore away 
to the Weſtward, ſuppoſing they would have gone to Cadix; but 
being advis'd from Gibraltar and the Coaſt of Barbary that they 
did not paſs the Strezghts, we concluded they had been ſo ſeverely 
treated, as that they were obliged to return to I houlon. 

In this Engagement all the Officers in the Line did their Duty ; 
and the True Ergl:fb Spirit was never more apparent and preva- 
lent in the En2l:/þ Seamen, than on this Occaſion. The Battle was 
ſo much the more Glorious to Her Majeſty's Arms, becauſe the 
Enemy had a Superiority of 600 Great Guns, and likewiſe the 
Advantage of Cleaner Chips, being lately come out of Port, be- 
ſides the Uſe of their Gallies in Towing on or off their Great 
Ships, and in ſupplying them with freſh Men as often as they 
had any kill'd or difabled : But all theſe Diſadvantages were 


| ſurmounted, by the Bravery and Good Conduct of the Officers, 


and the Undaunted Courage of the Seamen. In this Fight, 
neither the Engliſb nor Dutch loſt one Ship, though ſeveral were 
much diſabled in their Maſts and Rigging; but the Exgliſb had 


6487 Men Kill'd, and 8 Officers, whereof the chief were Sir An- 


drew Lake and Captain Cow, and 1632 Wounded, beſides 
31 Officers; In all 2358. The Dutch had about 360 Men Killd 
and Wounded. But the Loſs of the Enemy was much more con- 
ſiderable, both in Number of Officers and Seamen, as well as 
in the Damage their Ships ſuſtain'd in the Fight; however, they 
pretended to have gain'd the Advantage, and therefore the French 
King ( the better to bear up the Spirits of his People) caus'd 
Je Deum to be Sung, for an Imaginary Victory, in the Metropo- 
litan Church of his City of Paris.

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After the Confederate Fleet had left Purſuing of the Enemy, Queen gm 
they returmd to Gibraltar, whete the Admiral having left 2000 0 
Engliſb Marines in Garriſon, under the Command of the Prince dere let 
of Heſſe d Armſiadt, with a ſufficient quantity of Stores and Pro- * Home. 
viſions, and 45 Guns, beſides thoſe they found in the Place; 
and conſidering the Seaſon of the Year was far advanc'd, and 
the Proviſions almoſt ſpent, the Admiral held a Council of War, 
wherein it was Refoly'd, The Fleets ſhould repaſs the Streiohts 
and return Home, except a Squadron of Men of War, who were 
to remain at Lisbon, under the Command of Sir fobn Leake. 

Some few Days before the Engagement happen'd, the Marquis The $pavia-4s 
de Pilladarias, who, by Order of the Duke of An jau, had drawn jg © 
together a Body of 8000 Men in Andaluſia, with which he was 

Order'd to March to Gibraltar, and lay Siege to that Place, ad- 
vanced pretty near to it; but not having Men enough, nor 4 
Train of Artillery ſufficient for ſuch an Enterprize, the Count 
de I bolouſe retiring after the Fight to Malaga, the Marquis went 
thither, and had a Conference with him, relating to the Neceſ- 
ſaries wanting for carrying on the Siege. Whereupon the Count 
detach'd the Baron de Pont with 13 Ships of War, 4 Frigots, 2 Fire- 
Ships, and 2 Bomb-Veſlels, who arriving at Agexira in the Bay of 
Gibraltar on Oclob. 4. he there landed 3500 French Marines, 30 
Pieces of Cannon of 24 and 26 Pounders, 100000 weight of 
Powder, together with a certain Number of Bombardiers and 
Gunners, a great Quantity of Proviſions and other Neceſſaries. 
Upon receiving this Reinforcement, the Marquis prepar'd to lay 
formal Siege to the Place, but did not begin to attack it until 
the 2 iſt of October, when the ſame Day the Trenches were open'd 
at the neareſt Mill to the Town. ; | 
Ihe Prince of Heſſe having about the beginning of Odtober 
ſent an Account to Lisbon, That he was like to be Befieged both 
by Sea and Land; Vice-Admiral Leake fitted out his Squadron 
with all poſſible Diligence to go and Relieve him. In the mean 
time, the Spaniards carry d on the Siege with great Application,

Notwithſtanding this Succour, and the Rigour of the 
Seaſon, which had filld their Trenches full of Water, they con- 
tinued the Siege by Land with great Obſtinacy, thaugh they 
made very little Progreſs therein, but till flatter'd themſelves, 
that the Squadron of French Men of War that were fitting 1 * at 
8 Cadiz 
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Start. Cadiz would ſoon oblige the Ewiſb and Durch to quit the Bay of 


Gibraltar, and by that means they ſhould become Maſters of the 
Place. On Febr. 26. Monſieur de Pointi arrivd in the Bay with 
12 Men of War from Cadiz, and brought with him ſeveral new 
Pieces of Cannon and Mortars, as alſo a great Quantity of 
Ammunition, the landing whereof, and the removing the Enemy's

Portugueſe Troops, and Baron Fagel who Commanded the Dutch, 


having Agreed to Command each his Week alternately, Muſter'd 
the Army, which being found to conſiſt of upwards of 24000 
Men, having with them a Train of Artillery of 20 Heavy Cannon, 
24 Field-Pieces, 7 Great Mortars, and 80 Small Mortars to 
throw Grenado's, March'd towards alenza in Eſtramadura, and 


the 2d of May Inveſted the Place : The 6th the Batteries began 
to Play, and that and the following Day the Beſiegers fir'd 2500 


Shot againſt it, which made a Breach wide enough for an Aſ- 
ſault : But the Governor refuſing to Capitulate, on the 8th in 
the Morning a Terca of Portugueſe Foot, one Regiment of Exgliſb, 
and two of Dutch, mounted the Breach with great Courage and 
Reſolution, and the Fight was obſtinate on both Sides for ſome 


time, till the Caſtilians, unable any longer to endure the Fury of 


the Aſſailants, retreated to the Caſtle, where they ſoon hung out 
a White Flag to. Capitulate ; but before the Terms were Agreed 


on, the Soldiers Mutiny'd, and open'd the Gates : Whereupon 


the Confederates immediately enter'd, and made themſelves 


Maſters of the Place, in which was found great Store of Ammu- 


nition and Proviſions, 10 Braſs-Guns, many Iron ones, and one 
Great Mortar. 


| Before the Surrender of Valenxa, the Marquis das Minas, with 
a ſeparate Body of Portugueſe Troops, took Salvaterra and Sarca, 


which laſt Place he firſt ſuffer'd to be Pillag'd by his Soldiers, 
and by the Portugueſe Peaſants who enter'd with them, and then 


causd the Houſes of the Town to be Burnt, and the Walls to 
be Demoliſh'd. 


On May 14. the Confederate Army having put a good Gar- 


riſon into Valenza, decampt from thence, and the next Day came 


before Albuquerque, which was Inveſted the 16th : By the 20th 
the Beſiegers had made ſuch a confiderable Breach in the Wall of 
the Place, that at length both the Town and Caſtle Surrender d 
on Articles, and March'd out accordingly on the 22d, to the 
Number of 800 Men, moſt of them being almoſt half-Naked, 
and were conducted to Merida. The 26th the Army March'd 
from Albuquerque, and Encampt within two ſhort Leagues of 
Noſtra Signora de Carioua, having the River Chevra on the Right. 
The 28th a Convoy of 600 Waggons arrived ſafe in the Camp 
from Campo- Major: And the ſame Day a Council of War was 


Held, upon the Receipt of an Expreſs from Lisbon, with Orders 


to the Generals to March into the Province of Abeira and Join 
the Marquis das Mmas ; which being oppos'd by the Generals, 
by reaſon ſuch an unneceſſary March of above 50 long Leagues in 
that Hot Weather, would ruine the Army, and leave all the 


Places in the Alentejo expogd to the Enemy, they therefore ſent 


back the Expreſs, with the ſame Reaſons which oblig'd them to 


continue 
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continue in thoſe Parts. The 29th the Army came to St. Salvador Queen dun, 
near Qgnella, where they had plenty of Forage ; and the 31ſt Y P 
the Generals with a Detachment of 400 Horſe, advanc'd within rue amy 
a League of Badajox, and took a View of the Enemy's Camp on w g - 
both ſides the Guadiana.

The 4th the Army March'd accordingly, 

but upon their Approach the Enemy retir'd ; yet the four fol- 
lowing Days the two Armies continued in fight of each other, 

and the Confederates made ſome Preparations to paſs the Gua- 

diana; but not having a ſufficient Number of Boats, and wanting 

other Neceſſaries for a Siege, on the th they gave over that

The Parliament of Feland being Re- aſſembled, in Purſuance The ran, 
of their laſt Adjournment, the Commons Addreſsd the Queen, and in Felond. 
gave Her Majeſty the humble Thanks of the Houſe, for the many 
good Bills tranſmitted this Seſſion: They likewiſe return'd 
Thanks to His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, for his good Admi- 
niſtration, and particularly for his being Inſtrumental in procuring 
ſo many good Bills for that Kingdom.

vroceedins JI now come to the Tranſactions of the Grand Fleet, under 
debe Con'e- the Command of the Earl of Peterborough and Sir Cloudeſley Shovel, 
who arriv'd at Lisbon with the Land-Forces in the beginning of 
Fuly, where, after a ſhort Stay, Sir Cloudeſley Shovel fail'd with 
the greateſt part of the Fleet a Cruiſing towards the Strerghts ; 
but the Earl of Peterborough was detain'd ſomewhat longer with 
the reſt, and the Tranſport-Ships, for want of Forage for two 
Regiments of Dragoons, which were embarkt at Lisbon; how- 
ever, all the chief Difficulties being at length got over, King 
Charles embarkt on-Board the Ranelaugh, (though His Majeſty's 
Embarkation was ſtrongly oppos d by ſome of the Council of Por- 
tuoal, upon ſeveral ſpecious Pretences.) The Prince of Heſſe d Arm- 
ſtadt, who arriv'd at Lachon ſome few Days before, embarkt on- 
Board the Leopard for Gibraltar, to give Orders to that Garriſon 
for their Embarkation. The intended Expedition was kept very 
private, and few Perſons knew any thing of it, except by Con- 
jecture; ſo all Things being in a readineſs, the Earl of Peterbo- 
rongb Tail'd, July 28. from Lisbon, and the next Day the whole 
Fleet got over the Bar, and ſteer'd their Courſe towards Gi- 
braltar, where they arriv'd on the 2d of Anguſt, when the King 
went on-Shore to view the Fortifications of that Place, the Gar- 
riſon of which being exchangd, and two new Regiments left 
therein, the Fleet proceeded Eaſtward, and put the Saniſb Coaſt 
into a great Confternation. On Auguſt 10. they Anchor'd in 
Altea Bay, where they met with a kind Reception, and the

ſpeedy Supply of Men and Money; Her Majeſty, on Nov. 27. 8% of Men 
went to the Houſe of Peers, and Communicated the ſame to 
both Houſes, and Order'd Copies of the ſeveral Letters to be 
Laid before them, recommending the Conſideration of them par- 
ticularly to the Houſe of Commons, as the Speedieſt Way to 
Reſtore the Monarchy of ain to the Houſe of Auſtria.

At this time Shoals of Pamphlets flew about, concerning the

Of Barcelona out of the Hands of King Charles, (which as yet 
Jon. was but in an indifferent ſtate of Defence, to withſtand the Efforts 

of a Powerful Army ; ) on Apr. 2. the French Forces from about 

Gironne, under the Command of the Duke de Moailles, join'd Part 

of thoſe that came from Lerida, Commanded by the Mareſchal 

de T heſſe, and encampt before the North-ſide of Montjuich, within 
Musket-Shot of the Fort, and about Nine in the Morning they 

fort Mor made an Attack with a Body of Foot, ſupported by two of 
gi Horſe, on the weakeſt part of the Outworks, where were only 
100 Engliſh of Hamilton's Regiment, who fairly repuls'd the 

Enemy.

Day towards Barcelona, and having put ſome of his Troops on- 

Board ſeveral Barks at Matteo, ſome of them (with the utmoſt

and the reſt put back for Matteo. At the ſame time, my Lord

King Charles was in the moſt hopeful way that could be of Poſſeſ- ch 
ſing the whole Syaniſb Monarchy, without much Difficulty , 
eſpecially ſeeing there was an Army on the other fide of the 
Country, compos d of Enghſh, Dutch and Portugueſe Troops, 
under the Command of the Marquis das Minas and the Earl of 
Galway, that had, in a manner, no body to oppoſe 'em, and were 
advancing towards Madrid, all Places ſubmitting to them where- 
ever they came; but the ſaid Army unhappily changing their 
Route to Beſiege Ciudad Rodrigo, it gave the Duke of Anjou 
Time enough to go to Perpignan, and from thence march through 
Navarre into Spam, by which means he reach'd Madrid on the 
6th of June; which, probably, he might never have ſeen more, 
had it not been for the fatal Alteration of the March of the 
Portugueſe Army, as aforeſaid : However, Ciudad Rodrigo being 
Surrender'd, and the Portugueſe Army advancing, Pbilip did not 
ſtay long there, but, on June 21. retird towards Burgos, to join 
the French Forces who were coming through Navarre, in order 
to oppoſe their Progreſs. . | 
From Ciudad Rodrigo, the Army, on June 3. march'd towards 
Salamanca; and two Days after, the Marquis das Minas re- 
ceivd a Letter of Submiſſion from the Town, and the 7th 
the Magiſtrates in their Formalities made their Submiſſion 
to King Charles : Which done, the Army decampt the 12th, 
and march'd towards the Paſſage of Guadarama. The 19th. 
they came to Efpmal, within two Leagus of the Eſcurial, and 
twelve from Mairid, On the 22d, the Marquis des Minas, the 
Earl of Galway, and ſeveral other Generals, with 8 Battalions, 
and all the Hake of the Army, paſsd the Puerta of Guadarama, 
and the 24th came to Torre within 3 Leagues of Madrid. Next 
Day, the Megnazi/ 2 with three other Deputies, came from 
the Corrigider of Madrid, to make their Submiſhon to King 
Charles, to whom ſeveral Couriers had been ſent, to haſten his 
coming to that Place, where he was impatiently expected; 1 4

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Stuarts. he made it the 8th of Auguſt before he join'd the Portugueſe Army 
with the Forces he brought with him from Valencia. 

Every one was of Opinion, That it was of the higheſt Impor- 
tance to King Charles to get with the utmoſt Expedition to Ma- 
drid ; in order whereunto, the Earl of Peterborough, having ſome 
of the Forces on-Board, fail'd from Valencia the 29th of May; 
and the King himſelf was to March with the reſt of the Forces by 
Land, and fo conjointly advance towards Madrid. But notwith- 
ſtanding what had been Agreed on, His Catholick Majeſty con- 
tinued in Barcelona the greateſt part of June, and in the begin- 
ning of Jul) was got no farther than Terragona, where he

Whereupon Count Noyelles was Order'd to March with ſome

gon Declare with them Soo Horſe, and 2000 Foot, who Complimented him 
che in the Name of the States; and on the 5th of July he arrived at 
Saragoſſa, where he was alſo Complimented by the Magiſtrates, 
whither the Nobility of the Kingdom, and Deputies from moſt 

of the Towns, were come to make their Submiſſion to King 

Charles, and who Swore Allegiance to the ſaid King, 1n Preſence 

of His Excellency.

So that, contrary to all the Advices given him, His Majeſty 

He aries went on to Saragoſſa, where he was Complimented with a 
Tauridore or Bull-Feaſt, and after having ſpent 30 Days there 

to a fruitleſs Purpoſe, his Adviſers ſaw, too late, that the 

direct Way from thence to Madrid was not practicable, and then 

alter d their Meaſures again, took the Road towards Valencia, 

and ſent to the Earl of Peterborough to meet the King with all 

poſſible ſpeed. 

On the other hand, when the Confederate Army came to 
Madrid, inſtead of Encamping and Fortifying themſelves, ſo as 

to Cover that City, and to lay up Magazines of Corn there, they 
ef: Army March'd and Encampt at Guadalaxara, where, in leſs than a 
cons Month, they wanted Provifions ; and having had but very bad 
Intelligence of the Motions or Strength of the Enemy, on a 
ſudden they were ſurprizd to ſee an Army of 20000 Men 
encampt on the other fide of the River over-againſt 'em, who 
perceiving themſelves to be Superiour to the Confederates in 

Horſe, and very near a Match to them in Foot, they detach'd 

Anjou retakes a Body of Horſe, and repoſſeſſed themſelves of Madrid, where 
they kill'd many of King Charles's Party. Upon which, Segovia, 
Toledo, Salamanca, and other Places, which before had Submitted 
Segovia, 7 to His Catholick Majeſty, Revolted again to the Duke of

ſhould be worſted, there could be no hopes of a Retreat; 
therefore he propos'd to retake Alcala, as a proper Place for 
covering Madrid, and offer'd to attempt it with 5900 Men: 
Which Propoſal was approved ; but the Execution of it meeting 
with ſeveral Delays, the Opportunity was loſt ; ſo that the Con- 
federate Army was forc'd to March higher up into the Country, 
for the Conveniency of Proviſions ; and my Lord Peterborough, 
finding there were Generals enough for the reſt of the Campaign, 
went to Genoa, to Negotiate ſome Money Matters there ; from 

whence he proceeded to the Confederate Army in the Milanexe, 
to Confer with Prince Eugene of Savoy ; where I ſhall leave him 
to effect his Negotiations, and proceed to take a ſhort View of 
what happen'd moſt material between the Confederate and French 
Armies in Flanders, and begin with a brief Account of the Ever- 
Famous Battle of Ramelies, which has ſo happily freed the 
greateſt Part of the Spaniſb- Netherlands from the Tyranny of 
French Servitude. 

In the beginning of May, the Army of the States began to 
encamp near I ongeren ; and on the 12th, N. S. the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Monſieur d Auverquerque arriv'd from the Hagne at 
Maeſtricht, and the next Day they Review'd the Army. The 
21ſt the Ergliſþ Troops join d the Dutch between Borkloen and date of . 
Groes Warem ; and the next Day the Danes in the Confederate 
Service join'd alſo the Army. About the ſame time, the French 
having been joind by the Horſe of the Mareſchal de Marſm's 
Army, and confiding in their Superiority of Number, came out of 
their Lines, and encampt between Tirlemont * : Where- 
upon the Duke of Marlborough and Monſieur dq Auverquerque, re- 
lying upon the Goodneſs of their Troops, reſolv'd to advance 
towards the Enemy; and accordingly on Sunday the 23d. (being 

 Whit-Sunday ) about Three in the Morning, the Army March'd 
in Eight Columns towards Ramelies (a little Village where the 
River Gheete takes its Source. Being advanced near the ſaid dg P 
Village, they found the Enemy getting into the Camp of Mount c=e- 
St. Andre, and placing their Right to the Mebazgn, next to which 
River they had Poſted a Brigade of Foot, and fil'd the Space

At Ramelies they had above 20 Battalions of Foot, with a Batte

with as great Obſtinacy, until the Horſe had gain'd Ground enough 
to attack the Enemy in Flank, who began then to give Way. 
While His Grace was Rallying ſome, and giving Orders to 
others to Charge, he was in very great Danger, being fingled 
out by ſeveral of the moſt Reſolute of the Enemy, and falling 
from his Horle at the ſame time, had either been Kill'd or made 
Priſoner, if ſome of the Foot had not come up very ſeaſonably

to his Aſſiſtance, and oblig'd the Enemy to retire : But after- 


wards the Duke had a greater Eſcape, a Canon-Ball having 
taken off Colonel Bringfield's Head, as he was Remounting his 
Grace. Whilſt the Horſe of the Left-Wing were engag'd as afore- 


ſaid, Lieutenant-General Schultz, with a Detachment of 12 Bat- 


talions of Foot, attack d the Village of Ramelies, and Enter d it 
at once with great Vigour and Reſolution, who being ſupported 
by the Foot of the Line, at length beat the Enemy quite out of 
the Village, and at the ſame time Charg d the reſt of their Foot 
that were Poſted behind the Gheete. 8 
By this time the Enemy's Right-Wing of Horſe being entirely 
defeated, the Horſe of the Confederates Left fell upon the Foot 
of their Right, and cut to Pieces about 20 of their Battalions, 


whoſe Colours and Cannon they took; and the reſt of their 


Foot were entirely Broke, though the Horſe of their Left-Wing 


ſeem'd to make a Stand, to gain Time for them to retire ; but 


were Charg'd ſo quick, and with ſo much Bravery, by the 
Enghiſþ Horſe, that they entirely abandon d the Foot; and the 
Dragoons Puſhing into the Village of Auregliſe, made a terrible 
Slaughter of them, where the Nest King's own Regiment of 
Foot, call'd the Regiment du Roy, begg'd for Quarter, and 
deliver d up their Arms and Colours to the Lord Jobn Hays's 
Dragoons. 3 

The Confederates purſued the Enemy all Night, bythe Way 
of Judoigne, as far as Meldert, being 5 Leagues from the Place of 
Battle, and 2 from Lovam, whither part of the French Army re- 
tired, and another part of them to Waveren. Upon which the 
Army of the Allies puſsd the Great Ghee in three different 
Places at Fudoyne, and advanc'd the 24th near Meltert.

ſued the Enemy till One the next Morning. The reft of the 
Generals likewiſe very ſignally Diſtinguiſh'd themſelves ; and all 
the Troops, both Officers and Soldiers, fought with the utmoſt 
Bravery and Reſolution. 
The Glory the Confederate Army acquir'd, was ſo much the 
greater, for that the Enemy were Poſted very advantageouſly, 
and their Army conſiſted of 76 Battalions, and 144 Squadrons, 
including the Troops of the French King's Houſhold ; fo that they 
were Supertar to that of the Allies. It was computed the Enemy 
had about 8000 Men Killd, among whom were the Prince of Lo6 of the 
Mont haxon, with divers other Perſons of Note; beſides about 
6000 who were made Prifoners, and among them, were Meffieurs 
Palavicini and Mexieres Major-Generals, the Marquis de Barr 
Brigadier-General of Horſe, the Marquis de Nonant Brigadier- 
General of Foot, the Marquis de la Beaume Son to the Mareſchal 
de Tallard, and ſeveral other Officers of Diſtinction: They loft 
alſo all their Artillery (except two Pieces, ) their Carriages, 
Baggage, Arms, Waggons, Vc. and a great Number of Standards 
and Colours, abundance of Muskets, Swords, Cuiraſſes, Vc. 
were found ſcatter'd along the Roads; the Field of Battle was 
cover'd with the Slain and Wounded ; the Kettle-Drums and 
Standards of the Troops of the Houſhold were likewiſe taken ; 
and the Retreat of the Enemy was 1n the greateft Diſorder and 
Confuſion.

Satisfaction at their being Deliver'd from the French Yoke, and 
expreſsd the great Obligations they ow'd to Her Majeſty of 
Great Britain on that Occaſion. Hereupon the Duke ( in Con- 
junction with the Deputies of the States) wrote a Letter to the 
States of Brabant; which His Grace was advis'd to, as neceſſary 
not only to enable them to Aſſemble, but alſo to prompt them 
to Declare immediately for King Charles, before the Enemy 
came to make a Stand. Two other Letters of the like Tenor 
were Wrote to the Sovereign Council, and to the City of Bruſſels, 
which had all the good Effect that could be wilh'd ; for the next 
Day in the Afternoon, vix. on May 27. the Three Deputations 
return'd with Letters Owning His Catholick Majeſty in Form ; 
when the Deputies repeated again the great Senſe they had of 
Her Majeſty's Goodneſs, in Relieving them from the Oppreſſion 
of the French Government. And upon the Duke's Marching 
into Bruſſels, an univerſal Joy appear'd among all ſorts of People ; 
in which City His Grace left his Brother, Lieutenant-General 
Churchil, to Command, with 4 Battalions of Foot, and 2 Squa- 
drons of Horſe ; where the Enemy ( by reaſon of their haſty 
Purſuit ) were oblig'd to leave a great Number of Wounded 
Officers, who were made Priſoners of War, and among others, 
the Count de Horne a Lieutenant-General, and the Earl of Clare 
( of Ireland) a Major-General, which latter ſoon after Died there 
of his Wounds. ” 
The Submiſſion of Bruſſels, had a great Influence on the other 
Towns of Brabant; ſo that the Magiſtrates of Mechlen and thoſe 
of Aloft came in like manner to the Duke of Marlborough, and 


made their Submiſſions. The Enemy alſo abandon'd Lier, and 


carryd all the Artillery and Stores therein to Antwerp. The 
Duke, on the zoth, ſent a Detachment to poſſeſs themſelves of 
Aloft, whither the Army continu'd their March from Grombergh, 
and fo to Ghent, in order to preſs the Enemy as much as poſſible 
while the Conſternation remaind among em. I. 
Thus the Allies, by an extraordinary and unforeſeen Event of 
Fortune, became 1n a very ſhort time, from being open Enemies 
to the Flemmegs, not only to be their Friends, but their Prote&ors 


alſo ; for on the 26th the Duke of Marlborough Publiſh'd an 


Order at Bruſſels, importing, That he was reſolv'd to Prote& 


thoſe Provinces, and maintain all the Inhabitants in the quiet 
Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates and Effects, as good Subjects of King 
Charles the Third ; and forbad all the Officers and Soldiers of his 
Army to do the leaſt Hurt to the ſaid Inhabitants, but, on the 
contrary, Commanded them to give them all the Help and Aſſi- 
ſtance they ſhould require: And Her Majeſty of Great Britain, 
having Declar'd Gibraltar a Free Port; and being Defirous, for 
the Benefit of Her Subjects, and the Trade of England, to take 
the Advantage of this Conjuncture, in reſpect to the Saniſp- 
Netherlands, She was pleas d to Publiſh an Order, hgmfying,

On June 15. Monfieur d Auverquerque March'd with a Detach-

With the Reduction of Aeth, this Glorious and Succeſsful 

Campaign happily Ended in this Country, to the Immortal Ho- 

nour of the High Allies, and to the Glory of their Generals 

and others, as well Officers as Soldiers, who in the beginning of 

it, being fluſht with a moſt Compleat and Entire Victory over 

their Enemies, purſu'd the Advantages with an uninterrupted 

Courſe of Succeſſes, while the Rigour of the Seaſon would 

permit 'em to keep the Field. 


Having thus briefly toucht upon the Valorous Atchievements 
of the Army of the High Allies in the Netherlands; the next 
Matter of Conſequence that offers, is the Siege of Turin by the 
French ; for the Defence of which, the Duke of Savoy took all 
the Care and Precaution that Humane Nature was capable of. 
And, on the other hand, the French boaſted, That their Army, 
form'd under the Duke de la Fewllade for that Enterprize, con- 
ſiſted of 68 Battalions, and 88 Squadrons, 250 Officers of Artil- Preprrations 
tery, 800 Gunners, 250 Bombardiers and Miners, and 4.000 Pio- hr the fas 
neers ; and that they had alſo provided for that Siege, 160 Pieces * 
of Heavy Canon, 80 Mortars, 100000 Bullets, 27000 Bombs, 
1100000 Pound weight of Powder, 300000 weight of Lead, 
80000 Grenados, Oc. all which were laid up in the Magazines 
of Caſal, Creſcentmo and Chivax. 8 
Notwithſtanding theſe great Preparations, and the great Aſſu- 
rance they had in Fance, that Turin, and conſequently all Pied- 
mont, muſt in a ſhort time be in their Hands; yet the French King, 
on the 25th of May, caus d an Offer to be made to the Duke of The Fes

Savoy, of the Government of the Milaneſe for his Life, and of Terms tothe 
ſeveral Millions of Livres for Repairing his Fortify'd Places that 5, uto 16. 
had been Demoliſh'd, if he wou'd forſake the Allies. But His R them. 

Royal Highneſs rejected theſe Propoſals, and was reſolv'd to 
Stand Firm to the Laſt to the Grand Alliance. | 
The French King, finding that the Duke of Savoy refus'd his 17 tn- 

Offers, was reſolvd to Reduce him by Force, and thereupon 8 885 
diſpatch'd his Orders forthwith to the Duke de la Fewllade to 
Form the Siege of Turin with all poſſible Diligence. Accor- 
dingly the French Army Inveſted Turm, and on June 3. the 
Trenches were open'd againſt the Town and Citadel: Where- 
upon His Royal Highneſs View'd the Trenches, and Order'd all 
the Guards of the Citadel, and the Gate of Suſa to be Doubled ; 
that thoſe whoſe Houſes lay neareſt to that Gate, ſhould remove 
their Effects to the other part of the Town, and that the Streets 
near that Gate ſhould be unpay'd. On the 7th, the Duke 
de la Feuillade ſent Monſieur de Marignan (his Quarter-Maſter- 
General) with a Trumpet, to the Grand Guard, to acquaint 
His Royal Highneſs, That the Duke had receiv'd Orders from 
Kkkkkkkkkk Court 
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Stuarts. Court to Form the Siege of Turin, but to have all imaginable 
LY 'Y Regard to the Royal Family there, and to offer them Paſs-ports, 
with a Guard, to go out of the City. To which His Royal 
Highneſs ſent Word, © That he was very much Oblig'd to the 
* King for his Offer, but that he did not think as yet of Removing 
* his Family; That whenever he did Remove them, he ſhould 
have no Occafion for a Paſs, or a Guard; and that the Duke 
might Execute his Maſter's Orders, and begin the Siege when 
© he thought fit. | 
The Citadel Upon the return of this Anſwer, the Enemy, on the 8th at 
ss Night began to Bombard the Citadel from a Battery of 10 Mor- 
tars : The loth they fir d 180 Bombs, but not one of them fell 
into the Town, Next Day they fir d 220 Bombs, but thoſe did 
little Damage. The 15th at Night the Enemy fir d Red-hot 
Bullets, moſt of which fell near to the Duke's Palace, but 
The Duccher. no Body receiv d any Hurt. However, the next Day the two

From Quieraſco, His Royal Highneſs ſent the Dutcheſſes and 
the Princes to Mondowi, and he defir'd the Sieur Vandermeer (the 
Dutch Envoy) to accompany them thither, from whence they 
removd to Ceva ; but not being ſafe there, the Duke Order'd 
his Family to retire into the Territories of Genoa ; but all the 
Paſſes being ſecur d by the Enemy, Her Royal Highneſs reſolv d 
to go to Oneglia, where ſhe arriv'd ſafe, with the Court, on the 
1 notwithſtanding the many Dangers they were expos d to, 
i 2nd Priv- of falling into the Hands of the Enemy, where they continued 
Gm until towards the middle of July before they got to Genoa. 

All this while the French magnified therr Advantage yay 
much in their Purſuit of the Duke of Savoy, the Duke de la Fel:

the French King had appointed General of his Armies in Italy, 
in the Room of the Duke of Vendoſme, who was made General 
of the French Army in the Netherlands) leaving 45 Squadrons, 
under the Command of the Count d Aubeterre, with Orders to 
Purſue the Duke of Savoy : Which Purſuit prov'd very lucky to 
His Royal Highneſs ; for from the 1oth of Fune to the 5th of 
July a great part of the Forces employ'd in the Siege of Turin, 
ing engagd in this Expedition, it not only very much 
retarded the Progreſs of the Siege, but gave Prince Eugene an 
Opportunity at laſt to come up juſt Time enough to Relieve the 
Place ; in hopes of which Succours, though the Siege was vigo- 
reuſiy Puſh'd on, yet it was as nobly Defended : However, on Xt. 
Aug. 5. the Enemy Attackt the firſt Counterſcarp of the Citadel, taken. 
and Took it, after a Bloody Reſiſtance which laſted for three 
Hours, having had 20 Officers, 3 Engineers, and 300 Men Kill'd, 
befides 400 Wounded (according to their own Account) in that 
Action. After which, they continued to perfect their Lodgments 
and Batteries; but the Beſieged ſprung ſo many Mines, that they 
had no Batteries ready till the 21ſt. The Beſieged, on the 25th 
in the Morning, ſprung a Mine, which blew up 9 Pieces of the 
Enemy's Cannon, and 3 of the 5 Batteries they had on the 
Covert-way, with other conſiderable Damage. The next Even-

The ſame Evening the Duke of Orleans arriv'd in the Camp with The Duke of 
40 Squadrons, 11 Regiments of Dragoons, and 40 Battalions. river in the 
On the Laſt of Auguſt the Beſiegers made a ſecond Aſſault upon mm 
the Half-Moon and two Counter-guards before the Citadel, but 
were repuls d with greater Loſs than on the 26th : But for all this, 
the Place muſt have been loft for want of Powder, had not Prince 
Eugene (after having paſsd four great Rivers, and made 34

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On the 2d of September, the Duke of Savoy and Prince Exgenc, 
accompany d by ſeveral Generals, went above Chieri upon the 
adjacent Hills, to take a full View of the Siege of Turin, and of 
the Enemy's Intrenchments. On the 4th the Army Decampt 
and paſsd the Po over two Bridges, and March'd towards Bag- 
naſco. The 5th they advancd towards Pianexza, and on the 
Way thither they had Intelligence, that a great Convoy of the 
Enemy's, with a very ſtrong Guard, was coming from Saſa to 
their Army : Whereupon His Royal Highneſs and Prince Eugene 
made the neceſſary Diſpoſition for Atttacking it; which was 
done with ſo great Vigour, that Monſieur de Bonel, who Com- 
manded the Guard, was beaten, the Regiment of Chatillon en- 
tirely defeated, and the Convoy taken. In this Action, 250 Sol- 
diers, with 30 Officers, were made Priſoners, and two Standards 
taken. The Convoy conſiſted of 1450 Mules, loaded with Pow- 
der, Meal, Arms, and other Ammunition. 

On the 6th, Their Highneſſes caus'd their whole Army to paſs 
the Doria, and to encamp the Right-Wing at Pianexxa, and the 
Left at the Venerie, with a Reſolution the next Day to Attack 
the Enemy in their Intrenchments between the Sura and the 
Doria; which Order was receiv d by the whole Army with inex- 
preſſible Joy, and the Diſpoſitions for the Attack were made in 
the Preſence of all the Generals. The 7th at Day- break, all things 

being got ready, and Orders given for the Attack, the Confederates 
March'd towards the Enemy, who were Intrench'd up to their 
Teeth, having the Stura on their Right, the Doria on their Left, 
and the Convent of Capuchms in the Centre, befides Luſtngo 

and ſeveral fortify'd Caffines flank d their Intrenchment. All 
the Grenadiers of the Inperialiſts and Allies, Led by Colonel 
Salmut, as alſo the Pruſſian Foot, (being nearer the Enemy than 
the Right-Wing) Attack'd firſt, Commanded by the Prince of 
Anbalt, and the Major-Generals Stillen and Haghen, the Duke of 
Savoy Leading them on in Perſon with extraordinary Reſolution 
and Bravery ; the Fire was vigorous, and while His Royal High- 
neſs was fully Engag'd, the Prince of Mirtemberg and Major- 
General Jumjungen fell on with their Brigades, as did Major- 
General Rhebinder with the Palatines; and at the ſame time the 
Prince of Saxe-Gotha and Major-General Count Conmgſeck began 
on thx fide to attack with their Brigades : Then the Fire grew 
general and herce on both Sides, but the Event was dubious, till 
at laſt all the Grenadiers on the Left, with the Pruſſian Foot, 
and the Brigade of Wirtemberg, ſurmounted the vigorous Re- 
ſiſtance of the Enemy, Forc'd the Intrenchment, and Level'd it 
to open the Way for the Horſe. At the ſame time, Baron Rhe- 
binder likewiſe Forc'd the Intrenchment : But the Prince of Saxe- 
Gotha was oblig'd for an Hour and a half to endure a great Fire,

On the 26th he was Hot and Feveriſh : The next Morning, 
after taking away a little Blood, he thought himſelf Better ;

Bliſter and other proper Remedies were Adminiſtred. The 
ſame Day a Raſh appeard on his Skin, which encreafing 
upon him, on Sunday more Bliſters were apply'd. In the Af- 


ternoon, the Fever growing ſtronger, His Highneſs went into 


a Delirium, which laſted with his Life: So that, on Tueſday 
the zoth of July, between the Hours of One and Two in the 
Morning, His Highneſs Expir'd, in his Apartment in the 
Royal Caſtle, being Eleven Years and Five Days Old, to the 
great Grief of Their Royal Highneſſes, of His Late Majeſty, 
(who from his Birth did always expreſs a great Love and 
Affection for him) and of all Good Men who were Well- 
wiſhers to the Proteſtant Religion, and Lovers of their 
Country.

Melancholy News, Aſſembled the next Day at the Cock-pit, noun, 


where the Duke of Norfolk Earl-Marſhal, with ſome of the 
Officers of Arms, Attending with the Books of Entries of the 
Funerals of the Royal Family, Their Excellencies Directed, 
that His Highneſs's Funeral ſhould be Private, ſomewhat after 
the manner uſed at the Interment of James Duke of Cambridge, 
Anno 1667. and Order'd the Body to be Removed privately 


on Thurſday Night, in the King's Barges, from the Caſtle of 


IWindſor, to the Prince's Lodgings at Weſtminſter ; but in regard 
of the Shallowneſs of the River in ſeveral Places, and the 
Night being very Dark, it was concluded by His Exellency 
the Earl of Marlborough ( one of the Lords Juſtices, and Go- 
vernor to His late Highneſs) that it would be the more ſafe 
Way, to carry the Corps by Coach to Ihiſtleworth, and there 
put 1t on-Board the Barges. 

The Body having been Embowel'd and Embalm'd the Day 
before, was put in a Coffin of Lead, and the Bowels in a 
Leaden Urn, and remain'd in His Highneſs's Bed-Chamber 
in the South-Eaſt Corner of the Great Square-Court of the 
Caſtle till I bday at Nine a Clock in the Night, when twas 
brought down the Little-Stairs, and put into his own Body- 


Coach, the Earl of Marlborough, with Mr. Sayers the Deputy- 


Governor, and Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber to His Royal 
Highneſs, Riding only in the Coach therewith. 

There were Three other Coaches that Attended the Body, 
in which were the Biſhop of Salzshury His Highneſs's Præ- 
ceptor, Dr. Wills Sub-Przceptor, Dr. Prat Almoner, and 
ſeveral Gentlemen Servants to Their Royal Highnefles, and 
His Highneſs the Defunct, as alſo Somerſet Herald and Port- 


cull;s Purſuivant, who were Order'd to Attend the Body from 
thence to Weſimiſter. |

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Ihe Proceeding from the Caſtle, was Privately throvgh the Queen aue, 
Park (lighted by Flambeaux) to Old Windſor, oo ſo through
